The Sumner and Pierce Banquet. 

It was a bapDy thought of ex Governor 
Clafiin aud others, which gathered to* 
gether some odc hundred and more per- 
sonal friends and admirers of Charles 
Sumner, to commemorate the great 
senator, and in admiratiou for the re- 
markably able, truthful and sympathetic 
biography of the same. 

Rarely has the biographer so great a 
character, and equally rare has a great 
character so able a biographer. 

It was a remarkable gathering, nearly 
every one of whom was an active partici- 
pant in the great conflict betweeu free- 
dom aod slavery William Clafiin was 
the man in all Massachusetts to inaugu- 
rate such an occasion. 

Well do I remember the enthusiasm 
created among the auti-slavery men aud 
womeu of our state, wbeu the wealthy 
and houored citizen of Hopkiuton came 
among them to champion the cruse of 
the slave. 

The wealthy aud prominent men in 
church aud state either "pposed or stood 
aloof, aud looked with scorn upou the 
abolitiouists, who were mostly of the 
common walks in life. This feeling was 
intrnsifi <1 nh n meu of high character 
joined the anti-slavtry portion. 

I recall the sad occasion when Charles 
Surauer came to bis borne iu Boston 
after the murderous assault of Brooks. 
It was my privil-ge to leave school duties 
aud join tne host who met the senator at 
Cottage stattou.

On Monday ni^ht, both branches of 
he city it ivormn mt met, it b ting the 
filial meeting of the year 1894 and the 
last opportunity for the transaction of 
business prior to the session of the re- 
tiring city council preceding the inau- 
gural ceremonies. In the board of 
mayor and aldermen. Mayor Fenno pre- 
sided. lie read several communications. 
The first was from G, H. Elder, building 
inspector, relai.vo to the erection of a 
building for apartments and stores cor- 
ner of Faxon and California streets. The 
petitioner was E. Champagne. The in- 
spector thought it was a safe situation 
and offered no objecion to the granting 
of permit. It was gt anted ou motion of 
Alderman Ruraery. 

A communication was received from 
the board of health asking that its unex- 
pended balance of 1804 be added to the 
appropriation for 1895. 

A communication from Michael Mo- 
Manu relative to alleged injuries re- 
ceived was referred to the committee 
on claims. 

A communication was reoeived from 
the city solicitor relative to s curities of 
bonds submitted by the Municipal Fire- 
Alarm and Police Signal Co. It stated 
that the seoureties were insufficient, but 
th.it the company had agreed to furnish 
another bond that would prove entirely 
satisfactory in that respect. 

Next in order came several hearings. 
The following were held and closed, no 
remonstrants appearing: on the laying 
out of Carlton street, Crofton road, Wa- 
ban avenue to Nehoideu road, Dart- 
mouth street from Commonwealth ave- 
nue to Prince street, Exeter street, Ne- 
hoideu road, Waban avenue from Boa- 
con to Crofton road; on the laying out 
of a sewer on Lincoln court from Lin- 
colu park south-easterly. 

A hearing on the petition ofithe Welles- 
ton A Boston Street Railway Company 
askiug for an extension of time until 
July 1 to build its tracks was closed. 
oiSundrv petitions for sewers were pre- 
sented. 

Orders were adopted authoriziug the 
laying of sewers in Liucolu caurt and 
Lombard street. 

Aldermau Plummer presented the pe 
tition of Frank E. Read, et al., asking 
*or a fire-alarm signal station at a poiut 
near the junction of Melrose street and 
Ware road. The Ward Five alderman 
said that there had beeu coDsideraole 
building in that locality where numerous 
railroad men bad sett ed and put up 
house6_ The petition was referred to 
the committee on fire department. 

Orders were adopted authorizing the 
laying of a sewer in Adams street from 
Cottage court and granting free use o»' 
the City Hall. Fe i. 11, 12, 13 and 14 for 
an entertainmeut in aid ot the Newton 
Hospital. 

A this point, AlJerman R >ffe presen- 
ted the contact on a three years’ b isi> 
entered into ny the city and Newton and 
Watertown Gas & El ctric Light Co. to 
provide for Newton’s street lighting. It 
is considered an excellent arrangement 
fortliecitv and provides, it ts believed, 
for first-class service. The electrics by 
its provisions will be lighted every night 
in the year, the moon schedule having 
beeu retired, it is hoped, never to be 
again ressurected. The prices at/ reed 
upon for electric lights, gas and oil are 
favorable to the city and are as foil iws: 
oil, $19; gas, $10 50; incandescent,$15.75; 
arc. $109.50. These figures are for each 
lamp per annum. It is required that the 
company keep the posts, lamps, michin- 
ery and appurtenances iu first class shape 
that iamps be lighted front sunset until 
midnight (except the arc), which are to 
burn all uight. The contract insists upou 
as of good quality and in case of gas 
imps auequipmeut of 4-foot bui tiers to 
be kept in such condition as shall fur- 
uish and burn the lull measure of 4 cu- 
bic feet of gas per hour. The contract 
dates from J in. 1, ’95 to Jau. 1, ’98. 

To determine the actual energy, 
strength, quality and quantity of the gas 
or the electric current, it is provided 
that any competent and impartial expert, 
approved by the company and the ci y 
shall be emploped to make the test. In 
case of the failure of the company and 
city to agree upon an expert, then t lie 
test Bhali be made by the state inspector 
of gas and electricity. If any deficiency 
is shown in the standard of gas or elec 
trieity desired, the company will be held 
responsible and must make good auy 
1 isses that the city would sustain iu the 
event of b iug served with lights of in- 
ferior quality. The company must also 
allow a reduction where liguts are not 
lighted that have been bo ordered. Al- 
together, the codfract seems to be a very 
explicit aud carefully drawn document, 
fully protecting the city’s interests. 

On motion of Alderman Roffe, the 
raiyor was authoriz-d to execute a con- 
tract with the Newton tfc Watertown Gas 
Light Company agreeably to the form 
prepared by the committee on fuel aud 
street lights, of which the main pro- 
visions weie above oudiued. 

Alderman Roffe offered an order which 
brought out s one discuHsi in, providing 
for the ranting of an extension of time 
to the Newton & Bostou Street Railway 
Company in which to build its electric 
road along the new boulevard, from the 
Boston line to Washington street. The 
locations granted provide for a double- 
track road with necessary turnouts. It 
i . required that the rails weigh uot less 
than 5ti pounds to the yard and that 
crossings be paved b tween the r ills and 
for the usual distance (18 inches) outside 
the tails. If Work ou the proposed 
s reet railroad is not commenced tweive 
months from d ite, the order granting 
the boulevud location to the Nowtou «fc 
B niton Company becomes void. There 
is an i m nor tan t provision in the order 
wbioh gives the city indemnity for auy 
damage that may result to its water or 
gas p pee on account of tscapiug electric 
cun cuts. 

Alderman Botbfeld— Is there auy pro- 
vision to cover oontact with other 
wires? 

Aldermau Roffe— No, but that might 
bo added, 1 desire to include iu the order 
a provision covering that poiut. 

AHerni m Botbfeld— Have you any as 
surauce that the street railway company 
will extend its trucks behind Washing- 
ton sweet ou tbu line of tile boulevard 
It would seem to me unwise to grant lo 
a railroad what might be toi med the best 
part d 'bo boulevard location, u less as- 
bined that it would coutiuue the liue 
through the territory beyond Washing- 
ton street. If you give up the best part 
of i ne location it may prevent other 
roads from occupyiug the less desirable 


sections through the more sparsely 
settled section where the greator neces- 
sity for some method of development is 
apparent. 

After some further remarks, Alderman 
Roffe withdrew the order. 

Alderm in Botbfeld submitted tho ro- 
port of the committee ou uriuting rela 
live to the bids for tho city printing. 
He snid that the contract, had been 
awarded to Mr. E. D. Bildwin, pub- 
lisher of the Graphic. There were 
several bids. 

Orders were adopted appropriating 
$3000 from any unexpended balances to 
bo added to the appropriation for high- 
way general repairs and to be utilized 
for the construction of sheds on Auburn- 
dale avenue; authorizing the laying out 
ot Exeter street from Berkley to Com- 
monwealth avenue; also the laying out 
and acceptance of Dar'mouth and Dolo 
streets, P irk and Waban avei.ues, 
Crofton, Saxou, Nehoiden and Carlton 
roads. 

Orders were adopted authorizing the 
city treasurer to pay $24,258 interest on 
water debt, $850 interest on debt and 
$2000 interest on sewer bonds; authori- 
zing the city treasurer to pay $9075, pre- 
mium on $100,000 sewer bonds sold in 
September, 1804; placing $1314.72 trans- 
ferred from tbe H-wer construotior ac- 
count to tho crodit of tho Metropolitan 
Sewer construction account to provide 
for Newtou’s proportion to tho Metro- 
politan sewer construction sinking fund; 
appropriating $110 for interest on the un- 
expended portion of the Kenrick fund, 
establishing an excess and defloienov ac- 
count; adding $200 to the amount of un- 
expended balauoe of the boird of health 
to its appropriation for 1895. 

David Young of Roxbury was given a 
renewal of license to play with 6 other 
musicians in the streets of the city. An 
innholder’s license was refused Dimiui 
S.ilomi of Ward 0 upou recommendation 
of the city marshal. 

Alderman Roffe presented the joiut 
petition of the Newtou Centre Improve- 
ment Association, N. A. A., and Newton 
Highlands Improvement Society request- 
ing permit to hold a fancy dress carnival 
on Crystal Lake the evening of J.tn. 3, 
with the option of postponing the date 
if the weathei proved unfavorable. The 
petitioners also desired authority to 
build bonfires ou the ioe aud the use of 
hose and water to Hood the lake if it 
was found necessary. 

Aldermau Roffe said that he thought 
it would be a desirable thing to grunt 
tbe permit if it were possible to do so, 
inasmuch as it would provide am usement 
for a great many young people and help 
lo awaken life in the city. There is an 
obstacle, continued the alderman, iu do- 
ing this, for certain property rights iu 
the pond are claimed by Mr. E. H. Ellis 
aud there is some oppositi on to the pro- 
posed carnival. A letter from Mr. H. 
W. Mason, attorney, representing tue 
opposition was read. It stated that 
there was some controversy over tbe 
question of property rights iu the lake. 
It was either tbe property of Mr. E'lisor 
tbe Commonwealth, Mr. Mason claimed; 
hence the city could have no jurisdiction 
and .ad uo power to graut permit for 
holding a public carnival there. 

Alderman Plummer— It seems to me 
that Mr. Ellis’ claim to certaiu rights in 
tbe lake should be determined. He 
bobs up every once in a while with his 
claims aud it should be ascertained what 
rights, «f anv, he has in tbe pond. Mr. 
A. L. Rind of the Newtou Centre Im- 
provement Association is heie tonight 
and I should like to b i vc an opinion from 
him ou this matter. Will Mr. Rind please 
state his views concerning the city’s li- 
ability to damages provided this permit 
is granted. 

Mr. Rand iu reply said that he did not 
kuow whether the city could or could 
□ot be held for damages. Continuing, he 
said that tiie idea of holding the carnival 
on Crystal Lake originated with oue of 
tbe societies numbered among the peti- 
tioners, It was considered an excellent 
plau for a delightful, recreative form of 
amusement, providing amusement for a 
great many young people. To make the 
carnival a success it must be held on the 
ice aud the illuminative features such as 
bonfires and electric lights are necessary 
to carry out the project. Those inter- 
ested had uo desire to injure the i:e. 
whoever it might belong to. The pond 
has he u open for skating, bathing and 
hoatiug privileges since 1860. Of course 
it is not the intent iu the present case to 
infringe ou any property rights. The 
bonfires would not, iu mv judgment, re 
suit iu any serious injury. The embers 
could be removed at the conclusion of 
the carnival. It is proposed to illuminate 
tiie lake by putting up pules aud wires 
on the grouuds of the abuttors or by 
meaus of calciums. There is a wide- 
spread interest in the project. President 
Parker of the Newton & Boston Street 
R iilway Company offered to put up the 
I gilts and supply the power and, in fact, 
weut further than that, stating that the 
corapauy would illuminate the pond every 
night during the skating season if it 
could be made accessible to the public, 
it is, practically, the only pond iu New- 
ton Centre available for skating or for 
tiie sort of re reative sports iu wnioli an 
ice Carnival may be classed. Of course, 
those iu charge of the enterprise want 
to see it go through, but they propose to 
do only whit, is right aud perfectly legit- 
imate. 

Alderman Roffe— Until tho question of 
title iu the pond is settled, the city would 
have uo right to act ou auy petitiou; in 
lact it has no jurisdiction in the case, ap- 
parently, for the lake is either the prop- 
erty of Mr. Ellis or it belougs to the state. 
It has been intimated to me that Mr. 
Kllis is willing to make some arrange- 
to the end that the carnival tiny not he 
stopped. The city couucil can grant the 
free use of water, with the privilege of 
using hose. I cannot see the wuy clear 
beyond that. 

Aldermau Plummer asked it the soci- 
e'ies interested were willing to assume 
the risk iu case auy claim was brought 
against the city. There was an infer- 
ruction at this point aud there was uo 
response to the interrogation. Aldermau 
Plummer expressed tiie opiuiou later 
that it would be well to draw Mr. Ellis’ 
fire aud ascertain what right, if auy, he 
iud iu the lake. 

Mr. Rand thought Aldermau Plum- 
inei’s idea an excellent one. Alderman 
Roffe Slid that the city solicitor had ex- 
pressed the opinion once that vlr. Ellis 
I* ud rights iu it that could not be tam- 
pered with. 

It was explained at this point that the 
Newton A Watertown Gas Light Co. had 
agreed lo furnish the iamps aud the 
wires for the illumiua'iou of the lake 
ami the Newtou & Boston Street Railway 
Company the power. Piesideut Parker 
said that the gas company could ruu tho 
necessary wires on its own poles through 
Grafton street. Following the discussion, 
these orders were adopted: Authorizing 
water board to grant tree use of water 
aud the chief of fire department free use 
of hose to petitioners representing tb* 
Newtou Centre Improvement Associa- 
si «>ii and two other local societies in or- 
der that Crystal Lake may be Hooded, 
hut not granting that privilige upon the 
city's authority; aulhoiiziug the Newtou 
A Waiei towuGib Light Company to ruu 


wires from Griffin avenue across Walnut 
street to connect with the feed wires of 
the Newton A- Boston Street Railway 
Compauy for temporary lighting pur- 
poses. 

The order lequesting the Legislature 
to giant, authority to establish a boaid 
ol public works oime up from the com- 
mon council amended, some slight 
changes being made in Sections 2, 8 and 
6. After being amended tn tho lower 
branch, it was voted to i>fer the order 
to the next city government. 

Aldermau Botbfeld said that the 
amendments were only to mnko certain 
points more explioit and that they did 
not change the nature of the proposed 
net. as a whole. 

Alderman Roffe said that the ohief ob- 
j ction he saw was the authority given 
to the hoard in connection with proposed 
highway improvements. I cannot, he 
added, see the necessity of having the 
duties of members of tho board defined 
by the Legislature. The board, I think, 
should he wholly uuder control of the 
city couucil. 

Alderman Botbfeld — We can creato a 
board of pnhlic works under our charter, 
hut it provides for a life-tenure of of- 
fice to which the stiongest objection has 
been urged. Wo cannot, besides, define 
tiie duties of members of the board by or- 
dinance. There is, however, nothing ar- 
bitrary about the act. The board can do 
nothing that the council does not direct. 

After Romo further discussion the pub- 
lic works order was referred in concur- 
rence to the next city government. 

An invitation was read requesting the 
presence of the mayor and members of 
the city oounoil at tbe dedicatory exer- 
cises of the new Hyde schoolkouse, 
Thursday, evening, J in. 10. at 8 p. m. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
placing of 6 incamiescant lamps on River 
street, 1 oil lamp on Dedham street and 
1 street light on Ridge avonue. 

The co >mittee on licenses reported 
that in the Partridge case insufficient 
evidence was found to warrant the re- 
voking of his license. The oommittee 
recommended the exercise of more care 
on tho pait of Partridge and other drug- 
gists in avoiding an appearance likely to 
bring about inquiry aud quite likely au 
investigation. 

The board voted to adjourn to meet 
Monday, Jan. 7, at 2 p. m.

Owners of property on the line of the 
Newton boulevard, says tbe Bostou 
Herald, are curious to know wbat is to 
be done regarding street car connections 
witti Boston, as the settlement of this 
question will largely govern their policy 
in developing tbe lands through which 
the avenue has been built. The Newton 
& Boston Street Railway Compauy has 
secured a location for its tracks on the 
boulevard to the Bostou liue; but the 
road will not he built, so it is understood 
until some definite arrangement is made 
looking to a cou nection with the reser- 
voir line of the West End company. The 
link oecessarv iu making snob a connec- 
tion is along South street aud Chestnut 
Hill avenue to tbe north and east of 
Reservoir park, following in part, tbe 
continuation of the proposed extension 
of Commonwealth avenue, w’hicli will 
not be completed, so it is uud rstood, 
for some time to come owing to the rte 
pleted state of the publio treasury and 
the heavy drafts made necessary by nu- 
merous other improvements. The com- 
pletion of the avenue, so says the Newton 
& Boston road, need not he considered, 
as the company stands ready to lay its 
tracks in accordance with the proper 
grades, if a location is granted over tho 
Boston territory. But it is doubtful if 
this request is complied with, owing to 
the public sentiment against a ‘ foreign” 
company entering the city through its 
most beautiful thoroughfare. The West 
End is also opposed to any such project, 
and will use its powerful influence to 
thwart any scheme that is likely to rob 
it of a part of its traffi :. Neither are its 
officers prepared to say that it will build 
the link referred to. They have given 
tbe m itter at little attention, without 
arriving at any settled conclusion, aud 
there it res s for the present. 

If the owners of property bordering on 
the Newtou boulevard felt assured that 
a continuous electric liue to Boston was 
likely to be built, many handsome resi- 
d rices would tie put up, and there would 
he a big increase iu values iu conse- 
quence. 

Thu question of this el-ctrical exten- 
sion will bn laid before the governments 
of both citie-i iu the near future, an I as 
it is in the liue of progress, favorable ac- 
tiou is looked for.

NRWTON MRN WHO IIAVK BCORRO 
AOAIN8T THIBTK ANI) C AVRNDIBIV— 
BOMK INTKRRBTINO FACTS RELATING 
TO TIIR PROFICIENCY OF Mil. FIRIIRIl 
AMR8 AND MU, GEORGE W, MORSE— 
THE FOHMRIl A NATIONAL AUTHORITY 
ON THRO AMR— DOTH OKNTI.F.MRN IIAVK 
PLAYED ON TWO CONTINENTS. 

Never in the history of the (jame has 
there been a greater interest in whist in 
New England than at the present time. 
This flection of the country has been far 
behind the oentral and western seotionB 
of the United States in whist, although 
thero have been for years some of the 
very best players in the country living in 
New England. 

There have been two things within a 
year in Boston, whiob are largely re- 
sponsible for this boom in whiBt. The 
first was the formation of the American 
Whist Club, aud the second was the or- 
ganization of the New England whist 
association, and the subsequent tourna- 
ment for the valuable Barney challenge 
trophy, which was held in the Parker 
House, and which was won by the team 
from the Amerioan Whist Club. 

It was largely through the influence of 
the American Whist Club that the New 
England association was formed, of 
which Walter H. Barney of Providence 
is president. 



MR. FISHER AMES. 

Among the whist players of Boston, 
who have a national reputation, is 
Fisher Ames. He is an authority on the 
game and has written two books, the 
first, ‘‘Modern Whist,” being published 
in 1879 and the second, which is entitled 
‘‘A Practical Guide to Whist,” coming 
out in 1801. 

Mr. Ames is one of the city solicitors 
of Boston, resides in Newton, and is the 
son of Seth Ames, ex-judge of the 
supreme judicial court of Massachusetts, 
and the grandson of Fisher Ames, the 
great orator and statesman of 100 years 
ago. 

He is a graduate of Harvard College. 
His profession has been a quiet one iu 
corporation practice. He is known as a 
scholarly man, aud for reoreation his 
mind turned to whist some 1*2 or 15 years 
ago, 

Mr. Ames Is wellknown throughout 
the country to the whist players of re- 
pute, not only as the author of one of the 
most concise treatises on whist ever 
published, but as a whist writer for the 
various periodicals. He, while travelling 
abroad, became acquainted with Henry 
Jones, “Cavendish,” aud when the latter 
came to this country Mr. Ames was, by 
universal consent, among the whist 
players appointed to entertain him. 

Mr. Ames, with Mr. Weems, the secre- 
tary ot the American Le »guo, aud Geo. 
W. Morse, travelled with Cavendish over 
the couutry, and wouud up their trip nt 
Chicago for the whist congress and 
tournament of 1898. In this tournami nt 
Mr. Ames played much with Cavendieh, 
aud he received tho latter’s approbation 
as a tactician. As a theorist Mr. Atm s 
has few superiors. 

He hus, also, taken high rank as a 
player, and in the touiuameut at Chicago 
in which he and Mr. Morse were part- 
ners, representing the Newton Club, at- 
tention wus drawn to their play, aud 
they were selected to nlay against 
Cavendish and Triste of New Orleans, 
tho author ot the “American Leads.” 
which two latter celebrities met for the 
first time at Chicago. 

The result was, both in duplicate and 
straight whisr, that Mr. Ames’ side was 
victorious, which was accounted for in 
the fact ihat in the straight whist tour- 
nament Mr. Ames’ side held better 
bauds, and in duplicate he and his part- 
ner had had more schooling together 
than the two more renowned players. 

The friends of Mr. Amts, Hum ever, 
may fairly couteud that the honors, 
which he received were because of su- 
perior pi iy and, indeed, it was said that 
iu the straight whist tournameut the 
bands of Mr. Ames’ side were not great- 
y superior. 

At the Philadelphia tournameut Mr. 
Ames was captain of # the Newton Club 
team, aud his t>*am was iu the semi-fiuuls 
for the national league trophy, having 
won m itohes over the K iickei Dockers 
of New York. Wilmingtous ot Delaware, 
Poweltous of Pennsylvania aud Hyde 
Parks of Chicago, aud only lost iu the 
whole to the Chicago club. 

Mr. Ames aud his associates have given 
the Newton Club considerable pioini- 
uence throughout the country by their 
high standing iu the tournament. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse of the Newton 
Club has played whist on two ooutiuents 
uud says that he has yet lots to learn 
about the game. 

At the lust two annual tournaments at 
Chicago and Philadelphia, Mr. Morse 
played upou the Newton team, which 
took a high staud i ti the touruameuts, 
beiug iu the semi finals at Chicago tor 
the national trophy of pairs, aud iu the 
semi finals at Philadelphia, for the 
national league trophy for team of four. 

Mr. Morse was also selected at tho 
Chicago convention, with Mr. Ame*, to 
play iu the tournament against Tuste 
aud Cuvei.dish, in which the former pair 
were victorious iu the straight wiiist 
touiuameut, aud with an average above 
Cavotjilish and Triste iu the duplicate. 

At tho Philadelphia oonveutiou Mr. 
Morse wus elected the New England di- 
rector Of the uutinual league, theie beiug 
only oue director for Now Kugluud. 

From 1887 to 1860 Mr. Morse was 
abioad with his family, and while there 
lived iu the different capitals of Europe, 
llis reel eat ion was whist, anil lie became 
a member ot the loudiug whist clubs iu 
the different places. 

lie is still a member of the St. George’s 
club of Hanover square, Loudon, and 
while iu Loi.dou from time id time has 
been made a special member of the Port- 
luud club, the oldest whist club iu the 


world, through his friend, Henry Jones, 
otherwise known ns Cavendish. 

It has been Mr. Morse’s fortune to 
play with the leading players of both 
continents and he probably has met. and 
played with more whist celebrities than 
any other man In this country. 

Benidoa being a member of the New- 
ton Club, Mr. M The belongs to the 
American Whist Club of Boeton, the 
Boston Whist. Club and the Continental 
and Manhattan Athletic Clubs of New 
York, in all of which whist is a promi- 
nent feature. 

Tie conforms less to theories than 
many other wellknown players, but at 
the same time has studied the hooks and 
it is said of him that he is judicious in 
playing false oards and knowing when to 
disregard tho rules laid down by whist 
writers, but applies them with striotness 
when called for.

Mr. Morse war made the New England 
director of the league because of the 
favorable attention which was called, 
not only to his play, but to his enterprise 
at the congress, and because of the plain, 
forcible way in which he presented his 
suggestions. 

Soon after the congress at Philadel- 
phia, Mr. Morse, with his friend Mr. 
Ames, and others of the American 
league, took upon themselves the forma- 
tion of the New England Whist Associa- 
tion, which now has 80 clubs in all, as 
members from the different New Eng- 
land states, and others knooking at the 
door. 

Mr. MorBe was elected vice president 
of the New England association, Mr. 
Barney, the president, having been 
brought to the attention of the gentle- 
man who organized the association by 
Mr. Morse and Mr. Ami s. 

Mr. Morse was born in Ohio, where he 
spent bis early years, so that the Nation- 
al league, wbicli is essentially western in 
its conception, unconsciously took a 
western roan as its eastern representa- 
tive. 

Mr. Morse served four years in the 
famous 2d Massachusetts regiment, at 
the end being the commander of one of 
its companies. Ho is a member of the 
Loyal Legion. He is a graduate of Dart- 
mouth College of the class of 1809, and 
has been one of the active lawyers of 
Boston for 24 years. 


ANNUAL PARISH MEETING. 


ELIOT CHURCH MUST HAVE GOOD MUSIC — 
NO CUT IN THAT APPROPRIATION — PRO- 
VISIONS FOR EXPENSES OF 1895 — 
OFFICERS ELECTED— FUNDS PLEDGED 
IN THE EVENT OF ANY DEFICIT ON AC- 
COUNT OF DECREASE IN INCOME. 


Several very important matters were 
considered at the annual parish meeting 
of the Eliot Religious Society Monday 
evening. 

Mr. John B. Goodrich was chosen 
moderator of the meeting. The report 
of the treasurer, Mr. D. E. Snow, was 
submitted. It stated that the income 
from pew taxes aud rental for 1894 was 
$11,055.11; loan, $700; cash on hand at 
close of preceding year, $109.57; total, 
$12,404 68. The expenditures were $12- 
304 87, leaviug a balance on hand Jan. 1, 
’95, of $159.85. Applying the balance 
toward tbe liquidation of the $700 loau, 
the net debt amounted to $540.19. 

Hon. W. P. Ellison presented the re- 
port of the piudeutial committee iu 
which reference was made to the depre 
ciation iu iucome. Figures giviug (he 
receipts of several years were giveu for 
purposes of comparison. The receipts 
in 1890 from pew taxes and rentals were 
$12,000; 1891, $12,270; 1892, $12,179; 1893, 
$12,070; 1894, $11,655. 

Treasurer Suow submitted a statement 
relative to the decrease in income. He 
said that in 1894 seats and pews provid- 
ing a rental of $3u0 had been giveu up. 
It was offset by new rentals • to the 
amount of $200. For 1895, there will be 
a further decrease ot over $300. These 
pews and seats have been given up ou 
account of dissatisfaction aud by reason 
ot removal. There seems to hen grow- 
ing lack of interest iu cotniug to church. 

These officers were choseu for the en- 
suing veui : C. 8. Ensigu, clerk - D. E. 
Suow, treasurei ; W. P. Ellison, chaiimau 
prudential committee; H. E. Cobb, A. S. 
March, E VV. Converse, ootumilteu on 
mu-ic; C. E. Eddy, auditor. 

The following appropriations for 1S05 
wore made: Minister’s salary, $5000; 
janitor’s salary, $900; salary oi treasurer, 
$200; pulpit suppiv, $240; fuel, $025 ; 
light, $425; water, $200; incidentals. $7u0; 
boiler sinking fund, $200; insurance sins 
ing lund, $400; chorister (Sunday sebuo*) 
$100: mtei est, $50; music, $ 500. 

There was e<msidt rable opposition to 
tho item of $3500 for music and a per- 
sistent effort was made to cut it do wn. 
Mr. H. E. Cobh, ohairmau of the music 
committee said that Hie music must tie 
kept up as at pieseut iu order to insuie 
good atteudiiuoe at the Sunday evening 
services. Fiually subscriptions weie 
pledged to the amount of $1000 to pro- 
vide for any emergency, it having been 
argued that the eburoh could not afford 
to pay so much for music as it was like- 
ly io exceed iis resources, thereby in- 
creasing tho debt. 

'Hie matter of the'Wth anniversary of 
the church came up. It occurs next 
year. A committee of the parish was 
appointed to act with a similar com- 
mittee appointed by the church iu mak- 
ing aud assuming charge of the arrange- 
ments for the event. 

Messrs. C. A. Haskell, J. A. Gilman 
aud II. A. Gay were ohuseu a nominating 
committee to hi ing in a list of officers at 
tbe next annual meeting.

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A RETROSPECT. 

The year 1894 was a very important 
one in the history of Newton, as it saw 
the new boulevard laid out, and a vast 
improvement take place in what was an 
undeveloped region. It meant a sub- 
stantial increase in the city's valuation, 
and one whose the good effects will 
be felt with every succeeding year. The 
most important part of the work is al- 
ready completed, and with another 
spring the boulevard will be opened to 
travel from the Boston line to Washing- 
ton street in Auburndnlo, and will be 
popular for pleasure driving, as an ex- 
cellent road bed has been laid. A good 
deal of building is already projected at 
different points along the boulevard and 
the coming season promises to be a busy 
one with builders. 

The year did not see, as was hoped, 
any solution of the vexed problem of 
widening Washington street and the re- 
moval of grade crossiugs, but a good 
deal of preliminary educational work 
Las been done, and citizens see the im- 
portance of doing something more clear- 
ly than ever. The opposition that exist 
ed to both of these improvements has 
died out and the new city government 
will disappoint every one If it does not 
take some radical action early this year. 

Other city work has been the practical 
completion of the new ti Iter basin, aud 
the work done across the river in Need- 
ham will assure us a bountiful supply of 
water for many years to come. 

Id building, the year saw one new and 
much needed school bouse finished at 
Newton Highlands, and auother one 
ordered for Newtouville. TLe one 
called for at West Newton still hangs in 
the air. chiefly on account of what was 
c rnsidered the extravagance of the plans 
proposed. The long aeitated question 
of an addition to the Steam *r house in 
West New con, so that S'eamor Two 
could be put iutj commissi tu. has been 
settled, aud the addition is neatly com- 
pleted. A commodious city stable his 
been built in Ward Four. This about 
completes the list of new buildings and 
is probably ouly a beginning, as new 
school houses are being called for all 
over the ci^y, and the new City Hall pro- 
ject is still talked of more or less. 

Tbe sewer building has progressed as 
rapidly as could he expected and now in- 
cludes most of Auburudale, while a good 
deal of wotk has been done in Wards 
Two and Six, and some in Ward Five. 
The famous Church street drain, which 
has agitated several city governments, 
has beeu completed and that controversy 
nettled. 

Tbe street light controversy that 
threatened at one time to luvolve the 
city in a 1 • vi - h expenditure for a uew 
plant, has beeu satisfactorily settled, and 
a coutract made for three years with 
the Newton & Watertown Gas Company. 
hit uh hope that there will be an im- 
provement in the adoption of a better 
system of lighting the streets, so that 
we may have better results, aud iu this 
the uew str et light committee can win 
a good deal of glory. 

Tbe puot year has been a very busy 
one for members of the city government, 
and tbe one jusc begun promises to be 
even more so. Tbe impropriety of tbe 
city’s askiug so much work from un- 
salaried officials is becoming every year 
more appaieut, to the amouut of busi- 
ness forced on tbe different commit'.ees | 
tikes more time thau tbe average busi- , 
uess man can spare, aud tbu necessity of j 
some change, either by way of some I 
kind of a board of public works, or of j 
paying good salaries to members of the 
city council, is apparent to every one. 
Perhaps tbe city council of 1895 will be 
able to present some solution of this 
problem 

LAYING OUT M KELTS. 

It is said that the project to have a 
board of public works is iu danger of 
being defeated though fear of the section 
regulating the laying out of streets. 
Newton laud owuers have become so 
fond of laying out blind alleyways on 
their property, according as their fancy, 
or thuir ilea of getting the most house 
lots out of their laud dictated, that they 
have come to regard it as oue of their 
iualieuuble rights, and they are ready to 
spend their last cent iu (ielendiug tt. 
That is. some of (hem are, though a good 
many take a larger view and believe that 
in the laying out of studs as in other 
things, the greatest good of (he grea e-t 
uumher sb mld he considered. 

The city is already mil of blind all- y 
ways, whioU end iu a stone wa l or 
sour: thing woise, many of which u.o too 


narrow to bo ever accepted by the city, 
and as the land in most sections has so 
many owners, (here has been little or no 
co-operation, and the result is neither 
beautiful nor eymmotrioal. 

The evil result of such a policy, and 
its baneful effects on the fuiuro have 
caused most progressive cities to demaud 
a reform, and the oitizons have united in 
tbe subordination of their piivato in- 
terests to the good of the community. 
They have started boards of survey, or 
some similar authority, whose duties are 
to attend to the development of new 
land, and have appointed men able to 
give advico to owners, and in most in- 
stances this policy proves to bo more 
profitable to the owners themselves. 
That such would bo tho result in Newton 
those who have studied the subject are 
confident. 

Tbe future of Newton depends in a great 
measure upou this queston, and it is so 
favored by Nature that it could easily 
be made one of tho most beautiful cities 
in the state. If all measures, for re- 
form are defeated, and a close-fisted and 
selfish policy followed, it can be turned 
into such a place as Allston or Somer- 
ville where small lots aud cheap houses 
are tbe rule. When the city is spending 
so much mouey in creating wide 
thoroughfares, it would be a pity to de- 
feat the whole object for which they are 
laid out, by not adopting some well con- 
sidered systems for tho laying out of the 
side streets. 


The Brighton Item Is a little mixed 
on the question of extending Common- 
wealth avenue to connect with the New- 
ton Boulevard, and thinks that it is pro- 
posed to run auother street parallel to 
Chestnut Hill avenue. It says: 

As long as the extension keeps along 
the lice of Chestnut Hill avenue, tho 
opiuion is unanimous that tbe improve- 
ment is a wise oue, but when it swings 
in onto tbe reservoir grounds aud makes 
a second thoroughfare running parallel 
with Chestnut bill avenue, the trouble 
commences. Property owners on the 
aveuue claim with good reason that such 
a course will be of great damage to them, 
and it will. Further than that it otters 
no advantage whatever over the utilizing 
of our present avenue in a widened con- 
dition. It provides, as the aim seems to 
be in every case, a way arouud our dis- 
trict, s> that what little beuefit there 
might be derivtd by a line through is 
lust. 

As Chestnut Hill aveuue connects 
Beacon aud South streets, and the pro- 
posed extension merely crosses the 
avenue at right angles, and tbe distance 
from Commonwealth avenue to South 
street is only a few hundred feet, tbe 
amusing character of the Item’s objec- 
tions can ba recognized by every reader. 
It makes very little difference whether 
the extension goes across tbe res-rvoir 
giouuds to get to South street in a 
straight line, or curves about and enters 
South street at the junction of that street 
with Chestnut Hill avenue. The iesi- 
dents of the district ought, to that the 
Item is furnished with a map.

rOLLOWKP THK SK AS FOR FORTY YEARS

Capt. William Chatfield died at his 
home on Erie avenue, Newton High- 
lands, Monday morning, after an illness 
of only a few days. He had been in fail- 
ing health, however, for some time, 
death resulting Anally from heart trouble 
thedrst symptoms of which developed 
about three years ago. 

The oareer of deceased was in many 
respects a remarkable one. He was born 
in Englaud 75 years ago and came to 
this country when a lad of 10 on a mer- 
chantman. From that time, for a period 
of about 40 years he followed tho seas. 
From an apprenticeship before the mast, 
he rose rapidly and was commander of a 
vessel when hardly out of his teens. He 
soon beoarne recognized as an expert 
navigator and was given the command of 
many of the large vessels sailing from 
New York and Boston. During his 
active life ou the ocean, he never met 
with shipwreck or Berious disaster. The 
ships in his charge were for the most 
Dart in the merchant service, and bo had 
voyaged practically around the world, 
making most of the important foreign 
porta. Once be saved the crew and 
passengers of a sinking vessel off the 
British coast. It was a service that did 
not fail of appreciation, Queen Victoria 
presenting him with a magnificent tele- 
scope in recognition of his humane act 
and courageous conduct. 

Capt. Chat field was in California at the 
time of the discovery of gold there. 
After some rather exciting experiences 
he was elected superintendent of the 
Galveston & Harrisburg Railroad. A 
few years later he resigned and came to 
Boston to settle down. About 12 years 
ago, he was appointed one of the mariue 
inspectors of that city, a position that 
he hpld HQtil a few months ago, when he 
was qqliffPfl t9 gl¥§ it HP 9H account of 
hU health 

Ihpt. ChatAeld had resided in Newton 
Highlands for about 10 years. He was 
a man of quiet habits, who loved his 
home and did everything possible to 
contribute to the happiness of Its in- 
mates. He was of a most generous dis- 
position and his unostentatious charity 
endeared him to many, who in the hour 
of need or distress found in him a true 
and sympathetic friend. He was in 
every sense a pure minded and honorable 
man, beloved and respected by all who 
knew him. His life was au inspiration 
and an example and it can be said of bun 
that he followed the real precepts of 
Christianity and p issed away leaving a 
record that will endure, a sweet cumula- 
tion for those dear oues left behind and 
a cheering and satisfying memory iu the 
years to come. 

It was in September, 1847, that Capt. 
ChatAeld sailed from Boston for Sau 
Francisco as Arst officer of the brig 
Sabine, (Capt. Vincent) arriving there in 
March, 1848. beside au assortment of 

g oods, they carried the first framed 
uildiug that was ever taken to that 

S lace. After laudiug the freight and 

liing their water casks they proceeded 
to Bodega where they took ou a load of 
lumber and Aour from Capt. Smith’s 
mills, and went on to ports in Southern 
California. Befoie leaving Sail Francisco 
Capt. ChatAeld bargained with the 
alcalde, Dr. Levenworth, for the lots ou 
the north side of Portsmouth square, tor 
which he was to pay $250, and receive 
the deeds upon his rein in from Southern 
California, as the alcalde could not at- 
tend to making it out then, lu June 
they were iu Santa Barbara, where a part 
of Col. Stephensou’s regiment was 
stationed, and sold a portiou of their 
lurnbei to the coveiument for barracks. 
It was here they Arst learned of the dis- 
covery of gold in upper California. Ou 
returoiug to Sau Francisco, Capt. Chat- 
field applied to the alcalde for the deed 
of the lots, but was iguorcd. He could 
not recall the transaction. The brig 
then sailed to the Sandwich Islands, dis- 
posed of the remaining cargo and pur- 
chased 800 barrels of potatoes, a quantity 
of sugar, a lot of picks and shovels, aud 
returned to San Fraucisco the latter part 
of September. The potatoes rotted on 
their bauds, they stored the sugar, picks, 
aud shovels iu Waid &. Smith’s ware- 
house aud sold the brig to Capt. Crosby 
of Oregon. 

A Saudwich Island schoouer, with a 
native name, arrived in port soon after, 
bouud for the “embarkadaro,” (Sacra- 
mento city) aud Capt. ChatAeld engaged 
to pilot the vessel for his passage. This 
was early in October, 1848. The day 
after their arrival they requested Capt. 
ChatAeld to joiu them aud become their 
captaiu. Tuny had $1000 worth of pro- 
visions, which had been bought on credit 
of Mr. Alfred J. Ellis, mercbaut of San 
Fraucisco, and were to be paid for with 
the Aist gold they dug. An Oregonian, 
with his two yoke ol oxen uud wagon 
was employed to take the goods up to 
Coloma. 

They camped the first night at Leides- 
doill’s ranch, aud ou the secoud day’s 
journey, were overtaken by a party of 
Qregoui ms on horse hack, from oiib of 
whom Capt. ChatAeld purchased a horse 
which was to be delivered at the uext 
camping place. It was noon of the fol- 
lowing day when they came up with the 
Oregonian •, who had been delayed by 
the straying uwuy of some of their 
horses. Alter dinner they left aud Capt. 
Chai field’s party took possession of the 
camp, remaining until the next morning. 
Here they lost one ol the oxen, so made 
their way us best they could with oue 

paii ol oxen, nil bands helping at tbe 

wheels as exigencies required, relicviug 
the oxen of pari of their loud by loadiug 
it ou themselves. 

On arriving at Coloma, camp was mude 
near Mr. Marshall’s house. The uext 
morning leaviug most of ihe provisions 
iu Marshall’s care, they crossed tire 
river, South Fork, and started over the 
mountains with what provisions they 
aud tbe horses could carry, aud iu the 
course of that or the next day ai rived at 
ihe “Spanish Bur,” aud from there 
crossed the mountains to a place after- 
ward known as “Big Bar,” where they 
began digging for gold, aud were *•> suc- 
cessful that in three days enough had 
been dug to pay Mr. Ellis for the pro- 
visions. After this the partnership was 
dissolved aud eacu man worked for him- 
self. Capt. Cbatlield continued digging 
with good success for 42 days, averaging 
$100 a day until about the 25th of Decem- 
ber, w ben he left for Sau Fraucitco, well 
and happy Before he left a few tinders 
had airived with a limited stock of pr o- 


visions, which they retailed at $4 per 
pound, receiving gold dust in payment. 
A pinch taken between the thumb and 
fingci passed its *4. 

Aftei Capt. CbatAeld’s return to San 
Francisco, in .1 mtiary, 1840, he was in- 
vited and joined a company of mei- 
chanta and other leading citizens, who 
patrolled the streets nights during the 
“Shades” Hotel disturbance, the first of 
any note in the place, ending in the burn- 
ing of tho disreputable house soon alter. 

In February o p March following, he 
went as first officer with Capt. Cum- 
mings in the barque Janett to Hum’s 
Mills on the Columbia river, a little be- 
low Tongue Point Channel lor lumber. 
They had as passengers Gen, Lane, to 
cently governor of Oregon, and staff. 
Cols. Ford and Meek and Adjt. Butler. 
The cargo of lumber cost at tho mills $25 
per IfKH) feet, and sold in San Francisco 
for $400 per 1000. This was an enterprise 
of Mr. Bethel Phelps, a merchant of San 
Francisco, who paid Capt. Cummings 
and Capt. Chat field each $500 per mouth 
for their services. 

In the following July, in company 
with Capts. C. T. Treadwell and James 
Fowler of Boston, Capt. Chatfiold en- 
gaged in the business of piloting vessels 
into San Francisco harbor, having the 
pilot boat Anomyma of Boston. In 
September, they took a trip in the pilot 
boat to Fort Ross and bought a cargo of 
potatoes, paying $3.50 per barrel, 
selling them on arrival in San 
Francisco at 25 cents per pound. 
This paid better than piloting, so a 
second trip was made, the Sandwich 
Islands being the place of destination. 
A cargo of sweet potatoes was brought 
back to Sau Francisco aud sold there for 
$5000. Later in the season, the three 
captains engaged in the business of pro- 
viding vessels with ballast and water and 
removing vessels from San Francisco 
over to Sousalela aud mooring vessels iu 
the harbor. For the latter service they 
received $50 and for the former $100 for 
each vessel removed. For ballast, they 
received $10 per ton and 0 cents per 
gallon for water. 

Capt. Cbatlleld left San Francisco for 
Boston Jan. 1, 1850. be returned there 
again the April following, bought the 
schooner Monticello and took an as- 
sorted cargo to Lahaina, Sandwich 
Islands. He brought back a cargo of 
sweet and Irish potatoes, ouiotiB, oranges 
and live turkeys, the latter the first 
brought there. After raakiug a secoud 
trip to the Sandwich Islands be sold tbe 
schooner aud returned to Boston. Dur- 
ing the next 25 years he made several 
voyages in command of ships, among 
others “The Great Admiral,” “America” 
and “Glory of the Seas.” The latter 
built by McKay of East Boston and well 
worthy of her name and fame, is still in 
service on the Pacific coast, 

Capt, Cbatfield leaves a widow, two 
sObS ainl two daughters. The fuueral 
took place from his late residence yes- 
terday afternoon. There was a large at- 
tendance at the sorvices which were con- 
ducted by Revs. George Phipps and 
Charles Haven. The interment was 
made in the family lot in the Newton 
cemetery.

SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT TEA. 

Quaint Idea* Concerning the Cap That 
Cheers, but Does Not Inebriute. 

Thero aro probably more quaint super- 
stitions woven about tea than about any- 
thing else in tho world. If you put 
cream in your cup before the sugar, it 
will “cross your love, ” so you must be 
very careful. If, while tho tea is being 
made, tho lid, removed to pour iu the 
water, is forgotten to be replaced, it is 
the sure sign of the approaching arrival 
of a stranger. 

If a tea stalk floats in tho cup, it is 
called a “beau," and wheu this is seen 
unmarried women should stir their tea 
very quickly round aud round and then 
hold tho spoon upright in the center of 
the cup. 

If tho “beau” is attached to the spoon 
aud clings to it, ho will bo suro to call 
very shortly, if not ou that very even- 
ing, but if the stalk goes to tho side of 
the cup, ho will not come. In some 
places this is also said to denote the 
coming of a stranger, and if tho stalk 
is soft tho newcomer will bo a lady; if 
tough, a gentleman. 

If you want to know how many years 
will elapse beforo you are married, 
balance your spoon ou tho edge of your 
cup, first noting that it is perfectly dry, 
fill another spoon with tea, and holding 
it above the balanced spoon let tho 
drops of tea guthur to tho tip of the 
spoon and gently fall into tho bowl of 
the oue below. Count the drops. Each 
one stands for a year. 

If tho cluster of small air bubbles 
formed by the sugar collect and remain 
iu the center of the cup, it i# a sign of 
fair weather. If they rush to tho sides, 
thero will be rain very shortly. — Phil- 
adelphia Press.

BUT IF YOU ARE AMERICANS BE PRE- 
PARED FOR A SIEGE. 

J)aciimrntft of All Kind* ami Witnesses 

Must He Present oil to tho Civil Func- 

tlnnary — Tho Trial* of n Young Couple 

of Americana In Her! In. 

It is often almost impossible for an 
American to sccuro tho pnpors nocossary 
to ninko n European marriage valid, es- 
pecially in Germany. Tho lovers are fre- 
quently obliged to wait until they can 
repair to some less inquisitive land, 
whero a priest or legal functionary will 
consent to unito them without asking 
superfluous questions. Whou the con- 
tracting parties aro thomsolves Euro- 
peans, tho formalities are probably for- 
midable enough, for bosides tho actual 
marringo papers thoro nro settlement 
papers and various preliminary docu- 
ments to bo drawn up. But if you aro au 
American of course you nro a suspicious 
character, and you will find it even 
doubly difficult to ninny tho girl of 
your choice. You must first prove your 
right to live and breathe and have your 
being, and your bride must prove her 
tight to live and breathe and hnvo her 
neing, and your father, aud your moth- 
er, and your brido's father, and your 
bride’s mother must also prove that they 
wero born iu duo timo and have lived 
irreproachably ever after, and in case 
they no longer exercise tho functions of 
living, breathing and having their bo- 
ing it must be shown that they ceased 
to do so iu a sober and godlike manner. 
All this and much more must bo set 
forth in a quod erat demon strandum 
fashion by means of documents beforo 
you will bo allowed to bend your nock 
to tho conjugal yoke. 

Tho truth of these remarks was illus- 
trated a fow woeks ngo in Berlin, when 
the happiness of two young Americans 
hung for a long timo in the balance un- 
til German authorities finally consented 
to let them join bands and hearts. Tho 
young man was on Egyptologist aud 
found it necessary to be in Egypt nt a 
certain time. He hoped to take his bride 
with him, but almost up to tho last mo< 
ment bo was uncertain whether ho 
should have a bride to take. For months 
he had been trying to bring about this 
marriage, but tho requirements of tho 
German law wero enough to drive even 
a man accustomed to the complications 
of tho Tel-el-eh-Manah tablets to do- 
spair, Tho bride had lived formerly ou 
the other sido of tho world, nnd as thero 
existed in the cautious German mind 
tho possibility that she might have gone 
through tho marriage ceremony on some 
previous occasion it was necessary to 
publish the banns weeks beforehand, not 
only in the Berlin papers, but also iu 
tho journals of hor native American 
town. Both parties were obliged to se- 
cure certificates of the bifth and bap- 
tism of themselves and their parents 
and to furnish an epitome of the family 
'i stories down to date. There is a ru- 

v that testimony was even demanded 

; to tho number of times ccrtaiu rela- 
tives had been vaccinated and the suc- 
cess of the operation. The young wom- 
an’s father had died f. hon away from 
home, aud it was rather difficult to sat- 
isfy German authorities as to tho man- 
ner of his taking off. Finally all the 
papers arrived, and tho couple repaired 
one day with their friends and witnesses 
to tho office of the logal functionary in 
whoso hands their happiness roposed. 

Tho legal functionary, of course, had 
witnesses ou his sido. Tho Gormans 
never transact any business except in 
tho presence of witnesses. If you quar- 
rel with the guard ou a railway train, 
ho immediately summons another gnard, 
not to settle the dispute, but to witness 
it. They put their two solemn heads to- 
gether, shako thorn at each other aud at 
you, make copious notes of the facts 
aud finally tako themselves off. This 
bridal couple aud friends wero silently 
survey od by tho band of witnesses. 
Thou tho bride was placed in ono chair 
and tho bridegroom iu another at a re- 
spectful distance. Tho papers were pro- 
duced. The brido told all about liersolf, 
and tho bridoioroom ttlil all about him- 
self, and tho friends and witnesses told 
all about both of them. The mother of 
the brido assured the assembled com- 
pany that this man was not insidiously 
defrauding hor of her daughter. The 
company began to breatho more freely. 
Tho bridegroom heaved u sigh of relief. 
Tho tired brido moved iu hor chair 
wearily. But tho legal functionary was 
not going to lot them off so easily. Ho 
shook his head over tho papers, pursed 
up his lips and then turned oil tho 
whole crowd and asked them fiercely for 
their passports. Of course no ono had 
such u thing about him, so tho jaded 
bridegroom had to rush off iu a drosky 
to secure us many as wero necessary. 

Meantime a German couple appeared. 
Their papers, of course, were all right. 
Thu German bridegroom took possession 
of the American bridegroom’s vacant 
chair, und the American bride, who, by 
this time, was almost in tears, yielded 
hor seut to tho German bride. By the 
time they had been safely launched upon 
thu sea of married life the passports lmd 
| been found, and thu Americuns again 
took tho chairs und were finally made 
j niun and wife, to thu satisfaction of tho 
i legal functionary, themselves und their 
, friends. 

That wusn’t all, of course. They had 
to rush off, after the legal functionary’s 
j feu had been paid, to do honor to tho 
ordinary convuntiuiialitiis, array them- 
selves in festal robes and be murriod 
again by a minister who spoku thu Eng- 
! lish tongue, shako bunds with their 500 
i friends und catch thu first train for 
| Egypt — Berlin Cor. Now York Bun.

THE YEAR’S WORK. 


quarterly meeting of the hoard of 

TRUSTEES OF THE NEWTON HOSPIT- 
AL. 


The quarterly meeting of the trustees 
of the Newton Hospital was held in the 
parlors of the Nurses Home, on the 29th 
inat. President Leeson occupied the 
chair and the following members were 
present: Mesdames Bacon, Blake, Gould, 
Haskell, Hovey, Leonard, Mason and 
Paine; Doctors Crockett, Scales and 
Thayer and Messrs. Bullens, Burr, Ed- 
munds, Ellison, Eraorson, Puttee, Pratt, 
Shiun and Travelli. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Bullens, reported 
receipts from Hospital Sunday collec- 
tions of $5,757.01*; from the work of tbe 
hospital during the quarter $2,354.59; 
from other sources, $1,513.28. General 
expenses for the three month* were 
$4 804.92. Repairs, additions. etc., 
$1,249.79, leaving a balauce for the work 
of the new year of $8,815.73. 

Mr, Lucius G. Pratt, chairman of the 
finance committee, presented a statement 
of the years work as follows: 

Tho present year has been one of great 
activity iu all branches of the hospital 
work. The number of patients treated 
has increased from 418 in 1893 to 470 iu 
1894, au increase of about 14 per ceut. 

The number of weeks of treatment in 
1893 was 1321 aud in 1S94, 1005, au in- 
crease of 20 per cent. 

Tbe regular runuing expenses of tbe 
institution for 1893 were $18 842.08; ad- 
ditions aud improvements $5,184.55. 
Running expenses 1894, $20,890; addi- 
tions. etc., $5400, showing an increase of 
$2,17*2 77, or about 8 per cent, in ex- 
penditures as against an increase of 20 
per ceut. in the amount ot work done. 

Dr. Shiun submitted a report of the 
executive committee slatiug that the 
average number of patieuts treated dur- 
ing the month of October was 49 5; 
November, 45.4; December 44, making a 
daily average for the quarter of 47; and 
that the uumber of patients iu con 
tugious wards was unusually large, 
while severe accident oases wore ver\ 
numerous. But that, notwithstanding 
this h6avy increase in work, everything 
had heeu kepi running without fricliou 
or trouble of any kind. 

Christmas Day will be pleasantly re- 
membered by all the inmates. It was 
commenced at au early hour by the 
nurses singing Christmas carols to tbe 
patieuts, aud at noon a bountiful dinner, 
provided by several kiud frieuds, was 
partakeu of. 

Iu the afternoon a male quartet, fur- 
nished by the kindness of Mrs. Mason, 
sang to the patients, aud added greatly 
to their eujoyment of the duy. 

Dr. Thayer, for the hoard of managers 
of the Training School for Nurses, re- 
ported that the managers had decided to 
adopt a three years course of traiuiug iu 
the school iu order to iusure the highest 
possible Htuudard of efficiency among 
graduates. 

The uumber of pupil nurses is at pres- 
ent 27. aud their work has been iu every 
way satisfactory. The demaud for 
nurses for outside work has heeu con- 
stantly greater than the supply, aud they 
have giveu uuiform satisfaction where 
ever employed. Tho success of the 
school proves that it has adequately 
filled uu urgent need iu the comuiuuity, 
aud bIiowh the wise foresight of its 
generous founders. 

Mr. Pratt, of the oommitteeof furnish- 
ing rooms, reported that all the rooms 
except four small oues are now fur- 
nished, such liberal donations for 
furniture having been received immedi- 
ately after the last meeting, that live 
room* were furnished within three days. 

A committee consisting of Mrs. E. H. 
Mason, Mr. Bullens, Mr. Kdmauds, Dr. 

! Eaton and Dr. Hunt were appointed to 
uomiuate officers utid trustees lor the cu 
suing year. 

At lor luither routine work, on uotiou, 
the moetiiig udjourned.

FREE EROM DEBT. 


SECOND CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH PA- 
MfllllONKH* RESPOND GENEROUSLY TO 
TIIEIR PASTOR'S APPEAL— TEN THOUS- 
AND RAISED IN A ROUT AN HOUR’S 
TIME — PASTOR AND FLOCK RECEIVING 
CONGRATULATIONS. 


The Second Congregat onal Church 1* 
free from debt. Within one hour the 
ohurch debt of $10,000 which has been in 
existence for many years, was liquidated. 
The call for subscriptions was a surprise 
to most of tho congregation, and only 
the pastor, Rev. Theodore C. P.udden, 
and the officials of the society wero 
aware of the plan. Rev. Mr. Prudden 
took for the subject of his remarks at 
the morniDg service, last Sunday, 
“Raising the Walls of Jerusalem.” It 
must have seemed desirable to the Jew- 
ish people in the time of Nebemiah to 
raise the walls of their city, he said, yet 
they wero all appalled by the immensi y 
of the undertaking. 

Continuing, he applied the lesson to 
the case of the church and called for an 
effort to raise the debt. 

The portion of the will of tbe late 
Deacon R. W. Kendall bequeathing $900 
to the ohurch lor the liquidation of the 
debt, on condition that the remainder of 
tbe uecessary Bum be raised within three 
years, was read, and attention called to 
the fact that the three years had almost 
expired, and to the necessity for imme- 
diate action. A blackboard, marked off 
into 100 spaces, was produced, and a 
number of collectors appointed to re- 
ceiva contributions. As these were re- 
ceived the amouuts were posted on tbe 
board. 

The pastor first called for subscrip- 
tion* of $1000, and two of this amount 
were speedily reported. Several of $500 
folio ed, a d a still larger number of 
$250. The amount received was steadily 
augmented by contributions in response 
to the urgeut appeals of tbe pastor, un- 
til the total reached $8500. This sum 
was added to the $900 left in Deacon 
Kendal’s will, makitig the total amouut 
raised $9400. Some $250 was then raised 
iu small amounts and the remainder of 
the $10,000 was guaranteed by a member 
of the congregation. 

The church is uow practioiliy free 
from debt. Mr. Prudden has been in 
charge of the church about a year, and 
during his pastorate it has enjoyed a no- 
table gro vtli. Recently, the main audi- 
torium was eularged, repaired and re- 
decorated at a considerable expense. 
The liquidation of the debt is a source 
of great satisfaction to the pastor and 
the congregation, and Mr. Prudden is 
being generally congratulated ou the 
success of his effort.

Mayor Bothteld, who was the choice of 
all parties for chief executive of tins city, 
was born in New York city, March 4, 
1860. In 1863 his parents removed to 
West Newton, and a fe»- years later to 
Newton, where he has resided since. In 
1885 be became junior partner iu the 
Harwood manufacturing comoany, with 
offices on Summer street, Bosrou. In 
1892 that and other corporations were 
consolidated under the name of the 
Natioual Fiber Company, with which he 
is still connected. Mr. Bothfeld is close- 
ly identified with several other business 
interests, notably the National Heeling 
Machine Company. He served two years 
iu the common couucii aud was two 
yoars chairman of the board of aldermen. 


Alderman Henry D. Degen. president 
of the upper branch, was born in New 
York city in 1S32. He graduated from 
Wilbrabam Academy and soon after com- 
menced bis busiuess career in Boston, 
first connecting bimself with a book ana 
general publishing company located on 
Corn Hill. When the war broke out. he 
responded to the call and went oat first 
with tiie 5tb Regt. Later be organized a 
company of the 50th Regt. and was ap- 
p quoted its captain. After the war, he 
return d to Boston and formed a co- 
partnership with Mr. E.-*tes, now of the 
firm of Estes <k Lauriat.

There was a large attendance at the 
inaugural ceremonies in the City Hall 
Monday afternoon. The members-elect 
of the city council of 1805 filed into the 
big audience room at 3 o'clock and took 
seats upon the platform. They were 
surrounded by the invited guests includ- 
ing a delegation of ex-raayors— Uon. J. 
F. C. Hyde, Hon. \V. B. Fowle, Uon. W. 
P. Ellison, Hon. Alden Speare, Uon, J. 
Wesley Kimball, Hon. II. E. Hibbard and 
Hon. John A. Fenno. 

Rev. Francis B. Horubrooke, pastor of 
Chancing church, delivt red the installing 
prayer. The oath of office to the mayor 
elect was then administered by Judge 
Robert R. Bishop, and the mayor, after 
being sworn in, administered the oath to 
the members of the city government. 
That formal proceeding over Mayor 
Bothfeld commenced the reading of his 
inaugural message. He said: 

Gentlemen of the City Council:— 

The practical unanimity of our elec- 
tion is proof that the people of Newton 
believe that the administration of their 
municipal affairs is a business trust, and 
that the work can only be properly done 
wnen it is done on accepted business 
principles. 

We are then, to all intents, the Presi- 
dent aud Directors of the Corporation of 
the City of Newton, and I address you 
with full confidence in your desire and 
intention to co-operate with me in con- 
sidering solely upon their merits as busi- 
ness propositions, the several important 
matters which I am about to present to 
you. 

But first, let mo call your attention to 
the financial condition of the city. 

The valuation of the city in 1804 was 
as follows:

Total value, $44,000,185.00 

a gain over 1803 of $2,352,450 on real 
estate, but a loss on personal oroperty of

Up to the present time, the new**idebt 
sinking fund has been provided f ir nut 
of the aost-ssiuents paid into (lie treasury, 
out for 1895 the whole of such require ! 
meet must be supplied by the tax <evy— 
a sudden increase in the amount to be 
raised of $16 000. This id one means an 
advance iu our tax rate of over 30 cents 
on $1,000. 

To offset this yon must exercise the 
strictest economy. Nothing hut urgent 
necessity can jusiify any additional ap- 
. jtrnpiiation. 

The net cost of the sewerage system, 
Dec. 31. 1894, was $910,093 8**wer notes 
and bonds t.i the amount $969,0)0 h ive 
been issued, which is $219,000 beyond 
the limit of our special sewer debt. 
Cons* queiitly the borrowing capacity 
under our general debt is very largely 
•curtailed. 

Tb»* city council of last year, there- 
fore, petitioned the General Court to 
make the limit of our sewer debt 
$1,000,000 instead of $750,000. 

No fmtber extension of the general 
sewerage system should he tnudu this 
year except as the board of health may 
recommend. 

The important work of 1894 was the 
laying out aud partial construction of 
Commonwealth avenue, for a distance of 
four mil* s. 

This graud boulevard is open for 
public tiavel from the Boston liue to 
Centre street, and will be completed to 
Washiugtou street early next summer. 
There n-maios to be laid out the sectiou 
from Washington street to the river, aud 
1 oik that you give this careful considera- 
tion. n it because construction should be 
mcessatily begun this year or uext, but 
that a plan may be determined upon so 
that t id boulevard shall extend to the 
liver, the original objective point, and 
the full value ot this great central avenue 
•may thus he realized. 

While it cau hardly bo expected that 
this section cau be built at a net cost to 
the city, that will ho comparatively as 
low as wus the cost of constructing the 
oilier section*, the citizens of Auburn- 
d lie should olfer more liberal induce- 
ments than have as yet h*-e’i ottered if 
they disire to hasten this work. 

The City of Boston Ins laid <>ut the 
connecting sectiou between tbu Newton 
line ami the present terminus of the 
avenue iu Boston, and construction will 
doubtless he uudertakeu this year. 

Th** gross cost of the lour miles, on 
the basis of expenditure to date, will be 
$259,200. 

Of this amount $60,000 is to be con- 
tributed by tbeo-vnurs of abutting laud. 
.Substantially all the requited laud 
throughout the entire length was giveu 
to the city, and the city is secured 
against claims for damages iu nearly 
every instance. 

I" 1894. the increased valuation of the 
city, because of the laying out of the 
boulevard, was $750 000. yielding taxes 
sufficient to pay the interest ou tne 
bond-, provide for the siukiug fund for 
• h it year, and leave a oonatdui able bal- 
ance iu Lhe treasury, 'bus helping to 
lower the tax rale ol 1884.

think that, boulevards or broad stroets 
can he built almost any whero without re- 
gard to cost. 

There aro two groat problems demand- 
ing solution : The abolishment of grade 
crossings on the Boston & Albaoy R Gi- 
ro »d and the widening of Washington 
street. 

The latter was given much thought 
and careful examination by the highway 
committee of last year, and two largely 
attended public hearings wore held be 
fore the city council. At these hearings 
a strong sentiment was developed in 
favor ol making Washington street not 
loss than 100 feet wide. 

The Boulevard Commission, with a 
view to the needs of tho future, as well 
as with a consideration of the cost, 
recommended that Washington street, 
from West Newton to Newton, be 
widened to a uniform width of 75 feet. 
The highway committee of ’04, ns a com- 
promise, recommended 85 feet. The 
latter width would give 01 feet between 
curbs, which is wider than the roadways 
of Massachusetts avenue (bv 1 foot), or 
Huntington avenue (by 10 feet) or 
Columbus avoiuie (by 7 feet) in Boston, 
and all these have d ntble lines of track, 
nnd, in the opinion of experts in such 
matters, are as wido as a wise provision 
for the future demands. 

It must be borne in mind that tho 
beautiful Commonwealth avenue will at- 
tract most of the through pleasure travel, 
and, being more direct, will take con- 
siderable of the lighter freight traffic, 
thus greatly relieving Washington street. 
Then again, if Washington street is 
widened on the southerly side, as 
planned, it will be, very largely, a one- 
sided street so far ns buildings are con- 
cerned, and this almost eliminates the 
possibility of blockades. 

Thai this street must ever remain a 
busiuess thoroughfare seems evident 
from its location and surroundings, and 
any thought of wideniug to a greater 
width than 85 feet seems to me to savor 
of extravagance. 

The abolishment of the grade cross- 
ings is a more serious and a more diffi- 
cult problem, but I am firm in the be- 
lief that the only right solution to it is 
the depressing of tho tracks in an open 
subway with sloping banks, similar to 
the method of construction just west of 
the Brighton station. 

Having entered into the study of these 
two important matters with a full reali- 
zation of their magnitude and the neces- 
sity cf exercising a wise economy, I be- 
lieve that the two should be considered 
together aud worked out together, nnd, 
therefore, strenuously urge that you give 
both prompt consideration. 

I recommend that application be made 
to the General Court, during the present 
session, for legislation giving the City of 
Newton authority to seize such land as 
may be deemed necessary for the proper 
accomplishment of the widtning aud re- 
locating of Washington street and the 
depression of the Boston Sc Albany 
tracks; to sell any of such land that the 
city may desire; and, if found necessary, 
to create a special debt therefor. Aud I 
am pleased to inform you, that with the 
above general proposition as a basis for 
mutual action, the Boston Sc Albany 
Railroad Co. have agreed to co-operate 
with the city in securing such legisla- 
tion. 

If you act in accordance with this 
recommendation aud the legislation is 
granted, 1 am hopeful that details can be 
arranged so that the railroad cau locate 
temporal ily on the land abutting their 
roadbed to the north while engaged in 
excavating within their present location. 

Iu this event, it will be wise to delay 
the widening of Washington street, ex- 
cept at points where the railroad is re- 
moved some distance from the street, 
but in justice to the property owners 
ailing the stieet, the plan for the widen- 
ing should be definitely determined upon 
and the requited 1 tad seized. 

Our public buildings, with but few ex- 
ceptions, are not in keening with tbe 
srandaril set for Lhe other branches of 
municipal service. 

i’he method, hitherto pursuer), of pro- 
curing plans through unpaid .omefc- 
tiou, doe* not appear to me to tie tne 
method that gives the besr results. 

For every important, public building 
the city should have the paid sei vices, 
so far ns planning goes, of two or more 
good architect*, and the committee on 
public property, in deciding udoii a plan, 
should hive the piid assistance of an ex- 
pert in such matters. 

Experience elsewhere shows that this 
course results iu buildings better in de- 
sign and adaptation at no greater cost. 

The new Hyde schoolhouse. about to 
be dedicated, aud the new highway de- 
partment stable in Ward Four are ex- 
amples ot wh «r. all our public buildings 
should be, appropriate and good in de- 
sign and well fitted for their particular 
uses. 

Provision has been made for the pur- 
chase of land and the erection thereon of 
a schoolhouse at Newtonville, and this 
work should be pushed to an early com- 
pletion. * 

The school committee urgently recom- 
mends the erection of a new school 
building at West Vewton, and tbe boaid 
of health says: “The sanitary condition 
of the Pierce schoolhouse is a disgrace 
to our city aud a constant menace to the 
health of its hundreds of pupils.” 

This matter was before the last city 
council for several months, and there 
wus to difference of opinion as to the 
need of a new schoolhouse, but its size 
and location caused disagieement be- 
twem the two brandies. There must be 
no further delay. You should secure a 
centrally situated lot, so there may be no 
objection lo a building large enough to 
serve the whole ward. 

The water depuitment shows a gratify- 
ing reduction in the usual deficit of uear- 
lv oho half, and it is probable that 
another year will show that the de- 
partment is on a paying basis. 

At a cost ot $4i,000 rh> conduit and 
svsrem of wells on the Needham side of 
the river has been further extended aud 
it is quite certain that the water supply 
will oe increased thereby fully 60 per 
cent. 

A proponed act to establish a board of 
public works w is brought before the 
city council last mouth, aud by it re- 
ferred to tho city council of 1895. 

I simply ask that you consider it ou its 
merits, curefuily and tairlv. 

My experience, if worth anything, 
clearly proves to ine that the pie&unt 
method of managing important publio 
woiks is not an economical one. Ilow 
many men when first chosen to the ci<y 
council know anything about the build- 
iug of highways or seweis or scbool- 
bousea? 

We are amateur*, made to serve us 
professionals, but unt without cost to 
the city, for our I ck of special know- 
ledge and experience foots up a goodly 
charge. 

Iu 1888 a Commission on the Revisiou 
• f the City Charter, composed of Ex- 
Goveruor Clultiu, Judge Lowell, Col. 
Francis J. Parker, and Messrs. Edwin (). 
Childs aud Theodore W. Gore iu a very 
able repot t to tbe city council said, in 
recommending a board of public works, 
“The Commi&sioncis are unanimously of 
the opiniou lliat the time lias come when 


the City of Newton shoul I be willing to 
pay for the proper execution of the work 
of the municipality. As matters now 
nre, there is no systematic method of 
work iu any department. The commit- 
tees are constantly changing and the 
policy pursued cannot bo stable or eco- 
nomical. 

“Moreover, so long ns the large nnd 
important inteiests of the city are left to 
the care of some half dozen irresponsible 
committees, who give what time they 
please or oan spare to tho work, most of 
which must necessarily he in tho evon- 
ing, tho city i* dependent upon the 
chanco of tbero being, now anti then, a 
member of sufficient executive ability to 
nroperly conduct its affairs. But this is 
neither fair nor just; the city lias no 
right to claim tho unpaid services of nn 
able citizen to do executive duty for the 
corporation, which that corporation is 
amply able to pay for. The saying is as 
true here as elsewhere that what is got 
for nothing is worth the price that is 
paid for it. 

Under a competent nnd fairly paid 
board (of i ublic works) responsibility 
can bo surely aud immediately placed. 
Answerable to the mayor, ns chief execu- 
tive, nt all times, for the propor adminis- 
tration of their duties, subject to bis 
supervision and to trial before the board 
of aldermen for dereliction, carelessness, 
or inefficiency, they must satisfactorily 
perform their duty, or be at once called 
to account.” 

In this connection I desire to present 
for your consideration the advisability 
of amending our charter, by abolishing 
the common council and having a one 
board government, larger in membership 
than either of tbe present branches, and 
so governed by rules thnt legislation 
cannot be constantly passed under sus- 
pension of those rul s. The major 
should bo the chief executive in fact as 
well as name. Hu should not presioe 
over the legislative branch, but should 
be entirely outside and distinct from it. 

If a municipality is a corporation, why 
not conduct it as business corporations 
are conducted? Why should a city gov- 
ernment resemble a national or state 
government? Why should a business 
corporation be modeled as a little body 
politic, with its dual legislative cham- 
bers? 

I recommend that a special committee 
be appointed to examine this subjest and 
report to the city couuoil. 

The lighting of our streets has been 
unsatisfactory, so much so that the city 
council of ’93 took the preliminary steps 
toward the establishment of a municipal 
lighting plant, and the subject was again 
considered by the last city council. As 
a result of this agitation, the city has 
entered into a three years contract with 
the Newton Sc Watertown Gaslight Co., 
on much more favorable terms than have 
hitherto been secured. There is an ap- 
propriation of $40,000 for this depait- 
meat aud in addition to the lights burn- 
ing every night, you should increase so 
far ns is possible within tbe appropria- 
tion, the number of lights on the more 
travelled streets. 

The pnst two years have clearly dem- 
onstrated to my mind that the city needs 
tho greater part if not tho entire time of 
the city solicitor, and should pay him 
accordingly. There is now much work 
done outside of bis office, which proper- 
ly belongs to him to do, and in tbe event 
of your favorable consideration of this 
recommendation I am confident it will 
be shown at tbe close of »the year that 
such action was in line of a true econo- 
my. 

Au event of more than passing im- 
portance was the action of the city coun- 
cil of last year in nlaciug the entire labor 
service of the erty under the state civil 
se.vice commission. 

Citizenship, good character, good 
habits, ability, are now theouly require- 
ments, aud the several beads of depart- 
ments are relieved of much care and an- 
noyance and the city aud the laboter 
mutually benefit ted. 

While it is uot a branch of municipal 
service, the Cottage Hospital is of sue’.i 
inestimable value to the whole city that 
i* is but fitting that I should bespeak for 
ii your liberal consideration. Theri, is 
au appropriation of $7,560 to be paid the 
hospital tins year under contract for the 
care and treatment of ill patients, who 
are properly chargeable to the city, 
Tbi* sum does not compensate the Los- 
pital, by several thousands of dollars, for 
services reudere I the city in 1894, but is 
as large a sum as tt)«> city can devote to 
the purpose now. D hop- t at you may 
be able to increase it tor 1806 

The health department, has been 
tfficienlly managed daring the past year 
amt the lesults achieved have fully dem- 
onstrated that the reorganisation of this 
department, Mosuccessla iy accomplished 
by the retiring mayor, was au tmpera 
tive need. 

Sd tbe administrative) of the police de- 
partment, 1 shall follow ou tbe lines es- 
tablished by my imimdiate predecessor. 
The vigorou- policy recently pursued 
has greatly improved the morale of the 
entire torce. Our citizens b ive a right 
to expect that tbe men entrusted with 
the protection of life and property should 
be In Id to a strict accountability and 
that the laws shall be enforced firmly 
aud impartially.

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TALKS OF THE OLD AND TDK NEW. 


PROCKBDItfGR OF THE CITY COUNCIL OP 
181)4 PRIOR TO TITK INAUGURAL CF.IIK- 
MONIKH — ORGANIZATION OF NKW 
GOVERNMENT — JOHKPII W. PARKER 
WILL PRESIDE OVER DELI DERATIONS 
OF LOWER RRANOII — HENRY D. DEGEN 
ELECTED PRESIDENT OF THE HOARD OF 
ALDERMEN— ANNOUNCEMENT OF COM- 
MITTEES— TRANSACTION OF ROUTINE 
BUSINESS. 

The city council of 1804 held its final 
session, prior to the inaugural exercises, 
Monday afternoon. Both brnnohes con- 
vened in their respective chambers at 
2.30 o’clook. 

In the board of mayor and aldermen, 
Alderman Rotle offered an order grant- 
ing to the Newton it Boston Street Kail- 
way Company locations for double tracks 
oV»v Commonwealth avenue, (the new 
boulevard), from the Boston boundary 
line westerly to Washington street with 
authority to construct necessary turn- 
outs and switches and to erect poles and 
put up wireB. The locations are grauted 
subject to the customary obligations 
and restriotious. It is provided that a 
rail of not less than 50-lbs. weight to the 
yard shall be UBed, and that at all street 
crossings the spaces between the tracks 
and 18 inches outside shall be paved. 
The tracks must be so laid that the 
poles can be placed between thorn. 
There must be room at the top of the 
poles for lights and a cross arm to be re- 
served for the uses of the city. An im- 
portant requirement is that which calls 
for the adoption of some merhod to pre- 
veut injury through electrolysis to water 
or gas pipes and dara.tgo by contact with 
poles or wires, the property of the city 
or private companies. It is provided 
that in the event of any changes on ao 
count of dangerous proximity to poles 
and wires of any other company or those 
of the city that the expense shall be 
borne by the street railway company. 
The order was adopted. 

Alderman Bothfeld presented a roport 
for the flnauce committee, stating that 
the books of the city treasurer bad been 
examined and found to be correct and 
properly vouched. The report was ac- 
cepted. 

An order was adopted appropriating 
$200 for sundry bills for incidentals. 

On motion of Aldermau Hunt, au 
order was adopted granting an extension 
of time to Mary R. Iiumery and Orriu F. 
Clarke for payment of sewer assessments 
on Turner street. The order provides 
that the assessments shall be collectable 
wheu the land adjacent to that thorough- 
fare is built upon. 

On motion of Alderman Thompson, 
the unexpended balance of $3000 for the 
improvements in Engine Two’s housi 
was added to the public property ap 
propriation of 1805, 

C. W. Keefe was granted a license to 
run an express wagon between Newton 
and Boston. 

Au order was adopted referring all un- 
finished bu-iness of 1804 to the oity 
council of 1805. 

Mayor Fenuo at this point addressed 
the board. He said that he desired b** 
fore it was voted to adjourn to express 
his grateful appreciation of the courtesy 
shown to him during his administrations 
as mayor. It is fitting, he added, that 1 
should congratulate the city council on 
the successful manner in which it has 
completed its work. It is a gratification 
to uie that we leave so clean a docket for 
our successors. Iu conclusion Mayor 
Ftnnp paid a tribute to the (-fficienoy of 
the city officials. To their experience, 
assistance aod cordial co-operati<>D, he 
said, such measure of success as I may 
have attained is largely due. [Ap- 
pla use.] 

M 'yor-elect Bothfeld responded for 
the board. Addressing the major, hesaid. 
You retire from the position of chief 
executive with the respect and good will 
ot every member of the city government, 
We feel, he added, that we aie losing the 
services of a wise counsellor and a kind 
frieud. The most pleasant relations 
have existed between the board of aider- 
men and yourself during the two years 
that you have served as chief executive. 
There haB been only one change in the 
make-up of the upper branch during that 
time and there has been a Harmony of 
purpose and cordiality in our persoual 
relations that have brought ns in clo*e 
contact. We sincerely hope thnt the 
future will be as bright for you as you 
have made it for the members of this 
board. [Applause.] 

The boaid of mayor and aldermen of 
181)4 adjourned at 3 o’clock just after the 
adjournment of the retiriug common 
council. In the lower branch, the busi- 
ness was largely of a routine character. 
President Knapp mid* a tew remarks 
thanking Ins associates for their cordial 
co operation and referring to the suc- 
cessful accomplishment of many in> 
portant works by the retiring city coun- 
cil. 

Following the adjournment of both 
branches o> the old city government, 
the inauguration of the new one was 
proceeded with. The oath of office was 
administered t.i Mayor-elect Bothfeld by 
Judge Bishop, and the mayor iu turn ad- 
ministered the oath to the members elect 
of the city council. Major Botbfeld’s 
inaugural message will be found with a 
report of the exercises elsewhere iu this 
paper. 

It whs 3 50 o'clock when the city coun- 
cil of 1805 met to orgauize uud transact 
business. Mayor Bothfeld occupied the 
chair iu the alder manic chamber, and 
ex Mayor Fenuo had the seat of honor 
on his right. 

The hist business iu the upper branch 
was that of the choice of a president. 
The ballot, on morion of Alderman Tol- 
mau, was made informal. It resulted as 
follows. 

Necessary for a choice, 4. 

Albert Plummer had 3 

Henry L>. Degeu had 3 

John A. Hamilton had 1 

Before the formal ballot was proceeded 
with, Aldermau Ha « iltou requested that 
tbe vole cast for him lie givou to Aider- 
man Plummer. 

The fortnul ballot resulted the same as 
the informal. A second and third ballot 
resulted in no change. On the fourth, 
Ileury I). Degeu received 4; Albert 
Plummer 3. The former was declared 
eleoLed by the mayor. 

Following the election of president, 
the following routine orders were 
adopted: Authorizing the oity treasurer 
to honor the drutls of the superinteu 
deut of streets iu favor of discharged 
laborers for an amount not exceeding 
$3000; tel erring ail bills not incurred 
under the supervision of uuy committee 
to the committee ou iitiauce; authorizing 
the oity messenger to supply postage 
stamps for the use of the various depart- 
ments at an expense uot exceeding $150 
per mouth; referring ull unfinished busi- 
ness to the appropriate committees of 
the uew city government; adopting the 


rules and orders and joint rules and 
orders of 1804 for 1805; authorizing the 
city treasurer to honor the drafts of the 
city engineer In favor of discharged 
laborers ou sewer work for an amount not 
exceeding $5000; authorizing the print- 
ing of 500 copies of the mayor's inau- 
gural address; providing for liin appoint- 
ment of a joint committee of five to con- 
sider and report wh.it action, if any, 
slinll ho taken on the several subjects 
mentioned in the mayor’s address; 
adopting the rules and orders regulating 
the government of the police forco of 
1804 for the government, of the police 
force of 1805; authorizing the appoint 
roent of a special committee of threo, 
with such as common council may join, 
for the nomination of overseers ot the 
poor; authorizing the city treasurer to 
borrow sums not exceeding $500,000 to 
provide for temporary loan or loans to be 
pnid from the taxes of the present 
municipal year; fixing the office hours 
at the City Hall from 8.15 a. m. to 12 m. 
and from 2 to ft p. m., except Saturdays, 
when the hours shall be from 8.15 n. m. 
to 12.30 p. m.; authorizing tbe bells to 
be rung -for one-half hour at sunrise, 
noon and sunset Fob. 22, (Washington’s 
Birthday); fixing the meetings of the 
board for tne Hist and third Mondays or 
the month at 7.15 p.m. ; providing for 
appointment of a select committee of the 
board with such as the common council 
may join to consider and determine as to 
the disposition of the Kenrick fund; 
authorizing the city treasurer to houor 
the drafts of the superintendent of water 
works in favor of discharged laborers for 
an amount not exceeding $3600; provid- 
ing for the appointment ot a committeo 
of three with such as the common coun- 
cil may join to nominate one ptiuoipal 
and one assistant assessor for each 
ward. 

On motion of Alderman Bullard, tbe 
mayor wa* authorized to appoint a mes- 
senger notifying the common council 
that the board of mayor and aldermen 
had organized aud that Homy D. Degeu 
had been elected president. M »vor 
Bothfeld intrusted the duty to Alderman 
Bullard. 

The first debate of the new city gov- 
ernment was occasioned when Alderman 
Degen offered an order appropriating 
$500 for the benefit, of the reading room 
in Associates’ Hall, Ward 0. It was op- 
posed by Aldermau Plummer who took 
the ground that it was au unwarranted 
expenditure. He said that with a well 
equipped library and the present ease in 
getting books, it seemed unnecessary to 
spend the amount of money asked for. 

Aldermau Degeu i reply stated that 
it had been tho custom of the past few 
years to appropriate $250 for the use of 
the Newton Centre reading room. The 
establishing of these branoh reading 
rooms, he continued, is in conformity to 
recommendation of the trustees of the 
library who believe they shoftld be pro- 
vided where ever wanted iu the populous 
sections of the city. Last year, an ap- 
propriation of $1500 was voted for the 
West Newton library without, causing 
even a ripple of objection. Au appro- 
priation of $250 is insufficient because it 
will not provide for the services of a 
janitor. Citiz-ns of Newton Centre 
have heretofore made up the difference, 
but no f feel that the city has as much 
right to provide for a reading rromin 
Newton Centre as at West Ntwtou. 
They hope, in view of so large an appro- 
priation for West Newton, that Ward Six 
will not be discriminated against. After 
some further remarks, the order was 
passed, all the members voting in the 
affirmative. 

Alderman Tolraan presented a com- 
munication from the Walker — Pratt 
Manufacturing Company, asking the city 
couucil to appropriate a sufficient sum 
claimed to be duo them ou a contract 
for ventilating school buildiugs. It was 
stated that the work was done thorough 
ly and that certain oltauges hid been 
made upon suggestion of tbe state build- 
ing inspector uecessatily preventing tbe 
completion of the work within the time 
specified by contract. The communica- 
tion was referred to the public property 
committee. 

Mayor Bothfeld named for the joint 
committee ou inaugural ratssage Aider- 
men Plummer aud Bullard; ou assessors, 
Aldermen Tolmau, White aud Greeu; ou 
special committee, Kenrick fund, Aider- 
men Degen aud Bullard. 

It was voted ou motion of Alderman 
Plummer that members retain The seats 
that they were occupying. 

Alderman Green was appointed a mes- 
senger to notify the common council that 
the board was 'ti readiness for a convert 
tion to elect a city treasuier, city clerk 
aud city auditor. While the Aldermau 
from Ward Two was discharging that 
duty. Mayor Bothfeld announced the 
make-up of committees, as follows:

Both blanches went into convention 
for the purptme of electing a city treat- 
u er, city cletk and city auditor at 4.40 
o’clock. The election of auditor was 
proceeded with first, and tho present in- 
cumbent of that position, Mr. Benjamin 
F. Otis, received all the votes cast — 21. 
The tellers were Alderman Tolman and 
Councilman Childs. 

On tho choice of a city clerk, Alder 
raau Green aud Councilman Hutchinson 
were appointed tellers. Col. Isaac F. 
Kingsbury was re-elected, receiving the 
compliment of a unanimous vote as iu 
the case of Mr. Otis. 

On the ballot for city treasurer, Alder 
man Plummer aud Councilman Ciauitch 
were appointed tellers. Capt. John A. 
Kenrick, the present worthy incumbent, 
was re-elected. He shined the honors of 
the other elective city officers in being 
the uuanimous choice of the city couu- 
cil. The oath of office was administered 
by Mayor Bothfeld. Col. Kingsbury ex 
pressed his appreciation of tbe honor 
conferred upon by i unanimous re- 
election and Capt. Kenrick also appro- 
priately voiced his thanks. Mr. Otis 
wittily added bis words of recognition 
of the convention’s courtesy by remark- 
ing “Mo too, gentlemen.” 

After the convention dissolved both 
boards reassembled iu their respective 
chambers again.

Oidcrs were read and adopted provid- 
ing that tbe rules aud orders of 1804 be 
adopted for 1805; lixing tbe meetiuga of 
the couucil for the second aud fourth 
Monday eveuiugs of eajh mouth at 7.45 
o’clock; appropriating $1000 to be added 
to the appropriation of the board of he.Jth 
for the culture ot serum for the preveu- 
i i >u of diputheria In explauatou of 
the latter order Councilman Sprague 
stated that it was unnecessary to uuy 
that diphtheria had lately oecome alarm- 
ingly prevalent in this aud other locali- 
ties aud in some places had assumed 
epidemic form. Auti-toxiue had been 
acknowledged by experts as a cure tor 
the disease aud it would preveut au 
epidemic if used. Iti the Newton Uos 
pital two cases of diphtheria had beeu 
experimented upon aud although one 
patient was thought to have heeu past 
human aid, there was a complete re- 
covery in each case. The mouey to be 
appropriated was uot to be spent rignt 
off b.v the boaid, but ouly iu case of 
necessity aod foi investigation purposes. 

Another order was adopted rt questing 
the board of health to report on the 
establishment of a steam plant for disiu- 
feotiug purposes. There being no 
further business it was voted to adjourn 
at 4.45 o’clock.

CALENDAR. 


The inaugural message of Mayor Both- 
feld is a more than usually important 
document, and deserves a careful reading 
by all who are interested in the welfare 
of the city. It is not of great length 
but the topics discussed aro treated in a 
business-liko manner, that promises well 
for the new administration. 

The city’s financial condition is briefly 
explained, and the necessity of every 
committee’s keeping within its appro- 
priation emphasized. A wise economy 
is clearly needed in all departments, and 
it will not be the new Mayor’s fault if 
suoh a policy is not followed. 

The work of sewering the city has 
been so far completed in all places where 
aoy urgent necessity existed, that is is 
recommended that no further extension 
should be made except as the board of 
health may recommend. 

The new boulevard comes in for a good 
deal of notice, as its importance calls 
for, and its name is now settled upon, as 
Commonwealth avenue. It is recom- 
mended that it be extended to the river, 
when the citizens of Auburndale offer 
sufficiently liberal inducements. So far 
they have not been able to get together 
in favoring any one plan and perhaps 
this gentle hint may spur them up into 
adopting some public spirited policy. 
The city of Boston has laid out the con- 
necting link on the other side of the city, 
and is expected to construct it the com- 
ing year. 

In this connection the suggestive state- 
ment is made, that although the new 
boulevard has been such a brilliant suc- 
cess, we must not rashly think that 
boulevards or broad streets cau be built 
almost anywhere without regard to cost, 
and tbe same beneficial results will fol- 
low. This is a point that many, are in- 
clined to overlook.

"I Btipposo Sonntor Wolcott is ouo of 
tho coolest men living when ongngod in 
a gnmo of chance,” said Albort Watson 
of Denver.

“Wolcott ouco found himsolf in a 
gamo of pokor where three of the other 
players wore playing a suro game. They 
woro professionals and woro after a big 
bundlo of money that he hnd in his pos- 
session as well as looking for that which 
tho fifth player, a mining operator 
named Durkin, was known to have. 
Wolcott know in 20 lninutos after the 
first band was dealt that tho intontion 
was to rob him and weariod his wits 
trying to find a way out of tho gamo 
without making trouble, but ho couldn’t 
discover a means to savo him. At last 
he was dealt a pat flush of diamonds 
made np of tho 6, 7, 8, 9 and jack. Ho 
skinned those cards over and did a 
mighty piecoof thinking. Hefoltin his 
bones that a flush would bo no account 
in tho world whon it came to a show- 
down, but ho chipped in and staid to 
tlraw cards.

A MOTH CATCHING PLANT. 


, Closes ltd Jaws nml Cntflics ltd Victim 
hh In a Vide. 

A Now Zealand correspondent sug- 
gests that the ravages of certain larvro 
in somo countries might bo grontly ro- 
Htrioted by tho introduction of tho Now 
Zcnlnud moth catching plant, Araugia 
albens. This plant, which is a native 
of southern Africa, was introduced to 
New Zealand quito accidentally about 
leven years ago, and sinco thoii it has 
been extensively propagated thero on nc* 
count of its offectivo sorvico ns a killer 
of destructive moths. 

Wherever tho climato is mild tho 
plant is an exceedingly freo grower. It 
twines and climbs with great luxuriance 
and produces immense numbers of white 
or pinkish flowers, which have a very 
agreeable scent These flowers attract 
innumerable moths. On a summer even- 
ing a hedgo of nrangia will be covered 
|y a perfect cloud of moths, and in the 
fiorning thero will not boa single flow- 
er that docs not imprison one or two 
and sometimes ns many ns four insects 
of vn-ious sizes and genera. The action

At tracted by the pow- 
erful scent and the prospect of honey, 
tho moth dives down tho calyx and pro- 
trudes its proboscis to reach tbo tempt- 
ing food, but before it can do so tho 
proboscis is nipped between two strong, 
hard, black pinchers, which guard tho 
passage, aud ouco uipped thero is no es- 
cape for the moth, which is hold as in 
a vise by tho extreme end of tho probos- 
cis and dies miserably. 

The “rationale” of the process is not 
yot explained. Tho proboscis is so very 
slightly inserted between tho pinchers 
(only a minute fraction of an inch) that 
it apparently cannot affect tho genera- 
tive organs of the plant unless these 
may bo tho pinchers themsolves, whose 
actual contact may bo necessary for re- 
production. Upon dissection tho pinch- 
ers, even in their ordinary position, aro 
invariably found to be almost in contact, 
tho separating interval being apparent 
under a strong lens. It is therefore hard 
to understand why such a process as th© 
destruction of a moth should be neces- 
sary to close this already minute gap. 

But, at all events, tho thiug is done, 
and effectively, and a plant of araugia 
coveriug a space of ten yards in length 
will destroy as many hundred moths ev- 
ery night, and consequently prevent tho 
ravages of 60 times as many larvae. It 
is, however, a singular fact that in New 
Zealand, where tho plaut has often been 
cultivated for the express purpose of de- 
stroying tho detested codling moth, Car- 
pocapsa pomeualla, that wily insect de- 
clines to enter tho trap.

CHINE3E FISHMONGERS. 

fliflr Warwi Ho Turn* That Thry V.llc* to 
H« Dandled. 

In Canton tlio fishtoonger’a is n most 
important trade. Tho Chinaman i« a 
born fisherman. Ho ulso lias for ngofl 
past, cultivated a system of artificial 
breeding and rearing of livo fish for tho 
market. In the shops wero displayed 
livo and dead fish, fish fresh and salted, 
smoked and preserved. Ouo variety was 
liko whitebait, in baskets, graded from 
tiny things not half an inch long to 
what appeared to bo tho Hame fish grown 
8 or 9 inches in length. Theso wero sold 
fresh salted and smoked. Shark fins nro 
a delicacy. Thoroworo fish mottled and 
barred, bright and dull, fish of qnaint 
and to us unknown shapos, but fore- 
most, above ail, and everywhere to bo 
soeu, were tho artificially grown livo 
fish. 

A wonderful croatnro was tbis, al- 
ways appearing to suffer from heat, 
gasping at tho snrfaco of tho water for 
breath and recalling Verdant Green’s 
fish that wero beginning to sweat and 
complain. They wero as tamo as domes- 
tic animals, seomingiy careless of being 
knocked nbont, thrown from ponds into 
boats, from boats into tubs, from tubs 
into buckets and then back into tubs 
again. They wore used to being handled 
and inspected, and if disapproved put 
back into tho water to bo sold, alive if 
bought whole, or cut to pieces while 
living and sold in bleeding chunka A 
thick, short fish is this, of tho mallet 
shape, averaging abont 15 inches in 
length aud weighing abont 8 ponnds, 
but sometimes longer, and running up 
in weight to as much as 4 or even 6 
pounds. 

When cut up, they bleed liko pigs, 
and to show how freshly they aro killed 
the salesman is in tho habit of slicing a 
live one into pieces, and with the blood 
smearing all tho pieces for sale, so that 
they look reeking and horrible to Eu- 
ropean eyes. To keep them alive in the 
shops they aro always placed in a large 
tub with a smaller vessel fixed above it. 
From tho bottom of tho upper vessel a 
bamboo, with ouo or two saw cuts in it, 
sticks out, aud from those cuts streams 
of water flow in thin cascades into the 
tub beneath. Every now and then, when 
the upper vessel becomes empty, the fish 
all rise to tho surface, and glop, glop, 
glop! take down both air aud water. 
Then an attendant, attracted by the 
noise, plunges a bucket down among 
them, aud from the water in which they 
swim fills the upper vessol full again. — 
Century.

The Coal From Three Countries Is Mixed 
For Domestic Use. 

Whenever possible tho Seine is util- 
ized for tho transportation of fuel ta 
Paris. Nearly all tho great wholesale 
firms have their yards in the neighbor- 
hood of the river. The railroads also 
bring a groat deal of wood and coal to 
the city. As tho trains move slowly 
through tho yards of some of the lines 
of railroad the passengers can see in- 
closures filled with cord wood, store- 
houses of sacks of fuel; also cars loaded 
with these sacks, which all seem to be 
of the same size. The opening of tho 
sacks is secured by lacings of cord, aud 
the cords fastened by leads. Here also 
may be seen, stored on cars, largo un- 
perforatod briquettes for uso in engines 
and manufactories. Along tho embank- 
ment of the Seine may bo seen hundreds 
of cords of wood piled in such regular 
order that ouo could well believe that 
the spacings were measured off with a 
rule. 

Tho coal is from English, French and 
Belgium mines. Sometimes tho three 
kinds are mixed for use in the kitchen 
ranges. 

The shops for tho sale of fuel by retail 
are almost as numerous as tho bakeries. 
They aro always neat, aud the wood, 
coal and kindlings aro arranged iu a 
most artistic manner. Tho wood is piled 
so as to show tho oveuly sawed ends. 
The samples of coal aro arranged in 
glass dishos, and iu somo of tho shops, 
where orders aro taken for the whole- 
sale places, wood is arranged iu the 
windows and decorated with growing 
moss and ferns. Indeed tbe chief aim of 
tho French shopkeeper is to make his 
shop attractive. — Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal.

RET. DR. CALKINS RESIGNS. 


POMK FACTS ABOUT IT FliOM A W8I.VTRR- | UK MAKR8 THE ANNOUNCEMENT AT 
ESTKB POINT OF VIEW— MB. KLL18 
CLAIMS THAT UK WAS NOT CONSULTED 
—COMMITTEE NOT DISPOSED TO CON- 
CEDE THAT HE HAD ANY BIGHTS IN 
THE POND. 

The recent announcement of a pro- 
posed ice carnlv.»l on Crystal lake, fol- 
lowed by another announcement a few 
days later that the affair h»d been in- 
definitely postponed, constitutes the 
groundwork of a controversy that is 
likely to present a number of legal com 
plications before its settlement is 
reached. 

Tho ice carnival was the project of the 
Newton Centro and Newton Uighlauds 
Improvement societies and the Newton 
Athletic ABsociition. It was to have 
been a big affair, and the date was fixed 


for Thursday evening, Jan. 3, weather 
permitting. It was advertised in tho 
Newton and Boston papers and by the 
customary issuing of posters and circu- 
lars. 

On Wednesday morning, (Jan. 2,) Mr. 
Geo. H. Ellis, who claims certain prop- 
erty rights in the lake, commenced the 
cutting of be there. That proceeding 
on the part of Mr. Ellis “knocked the 
carnival scheme,” to quote the language 
of a member of the committee, “into a 
cocked hat.” It had to bo abandoned, at 
least for a time, and the notice of indefi- 
nile postponement was reluctantly is- 
sued. 

The disappointment to the societies 
interested and the public was of course 
very great, and the action taken by Mr. 
Ellis brought out many indignant criti- 
cisms. To put it mildly, the members of 
the carnvival committee are bopping 
mad, and an effort is to be made, it is 
said, to ascertain beyond the possibility 
of dispute just what rights, ii any, Mr. 
Ellis possesses in the lake. 

The committee in charge of the carni- 
val did not concede that Mr. Ellis had 
any rights in the lake and went ahead 
with the arrangements for holding it 
without consulting him. The plans for 
the event contemplated the burning of 
bonfires on the frozen surface of the 
pond, and this, Mr. Ellis states, was one 
of his chief objections to the holding of 
the carnival. Through his attorney, 
Mr. H. W. Mason, be made overtures to 
the committee, agreeing to co-operate 
with it in the holding of the carnival. 

J iroviding the bonfires and some other 
eatures which he objected to were omit- 
ted. 

The committee went to the city coun 
cil for the necessary authority to hold 
the carnival. It did not get it. It was 
decided that it Mr. Ellis had no rights 
in the lake, it belonged to the Common- 
wealth and that the city had no jurisdic 
tion. 

While Mr. Ellis is being generally ceil 
sured, be feels that bis position in the 
matter has been misrepresented. His 
attorney states that he (Ellis) was not 
opposed to the idea of holding a carnival 
on the lake provided do damage resulted 
to his ice. The whole difficulty, Mr. 
Mason says, was the refusal or the carni- 
val committee to recognize Mr. Ellis in 
the matter. 

The outcome of the affair will be, 
probably, the determining of the ques- 
tion of ownership in the lake.

MAYOR 110THFELD SAYS THAT IT MAY BE 
DONE IN CONNECTION WITH TIIE WIDEN 
INC, AND RELOCATING OF WASHINGTON 
STREET— THE BOSTON HERALD WAS 
THE FIRST PAPER TO GIVE THE NEW! 
TO NEWTON PEOPLE— COMBINATION 

SERVICE FURNISHED IT I.ATER TO CITY 
PAPERS. 


Last week the Boston Herald 
nounced that the grade separation prob- 
lem in this city was on the way of 
speedy settlement. I stated that a plan 
had been agreed|.upon by which the 
tracks through the Newtons along the 
main line of the Boston & Albany rail- 
road would be depressed in connection 
with the widening aud relocating of 
Washington street. The report was con- 
firmed by Mayor Botnfeld iu bis iuau 
ral message and the residents of the city 
who feared a division wall separation of 
the north and south sides of the city are 
pouring forth their peaus of rejoicing. 

The news is a trifle musty now, bnt 'it 
was presented to the readers of the 
Hub dailies by the combination service 
Wednesday morning as a fresh piece of 
intelligeuce..The Herald must be credit- 
ed with a big scoop on a most import- 
ant piece of news. 

The plan *bicb seems likely to be 
adopted combines the separation of high 
way and railway grades aud the wideu- 
iug of Washington stieet. 

It is proposed to carry out these two 
improvements at. the same lime. The 
City Council of 18U4 placed itself on rec- 
ord as frt voting the widening ot Wash- 
ington street t. > 85 1 feet, and of taking 
laud for the same on the south side of 
the roadway, which is separated from the 
tracks of the Bostou & Albany by a very 
narrow strip of laud. 

The present, plau is to take a strip of 
sucb wroth, in many places all tire land 
lying between the I racks aud the street, 
tlial the tracks of the Uoslotr A Albany 
can be temporarily relocated there while 
excavations on the preseut road bed are 
iu progress. Eventually whatever part 
of the land is not requir d tor tli street 
widening can he sold to the railroad 
company, iu order to permit it to con- 
struct its sunken road bed with sloping 
banks. 

If the plan for depression is adopted a 
heavier share of the expense will (all 
upou the city, but by combining the 
changing of the grades with the widen- 
ing of Washington street, the expense of 
both undertakings will he considerably 
lessened. 

Legislation by the General Court will 
be ask d for, authorizing the city to take 
laud lor this purimse aud later to sell it 
to the Boston & Albany railroad, aud to 
create a special debt lor ibis purpose. 

If this authority is obtained, it is very 
probable that next spring will witness 
the commeucemeut of the long de- 
layed work.

Scarcely had the services been opened 
with the usual choir music aud the pas- 
toral prayer, when the pastor, without 
preliminary remarks, presented his let- 
ter of resignation. 

The letter stated that it had been his 
intention for several years to resign his 
pastorate on the fiftieth anniversary of 
the formation of the church, July 7, 
uext, and that the resignation was made 
with the sincerest good feeling. He al- 
luded leeliugly to his fifteen years of 
pastoral service to the Eliot church, and 
closed with a sincere wish for its future 
well being. 

After the service the pastor’s resigna- 
tion was the oue topio of conversation 
amoug the knots ot worshippers who 
gathered in the vestibules. The univer- 
sal verdict was that the letter was a sin- 
cere and manly one. It seemed to be the 
general verdiot that the resignation 
would bo accepted. 

Dr. Calkius is regarded by bis fiieuds 
as one of the ablest ministers of tbe de- 
nomination in tbe state. Previous to 
bis acceptance of the call to Eliot church 
he was in charge of large churches iu 
Buffalo and Hartford. He is an able 
writer, and is a frequent contributor to 
various religious periodicals. He is a 
vigorous Dreacher, and is considered odo 
of the most thorough Biblical scholars 
in the denomination. His salary of $5000 
is the largest paid to any Newton minis- 
ter* 

There has been some dissatisfaction in 
Eliot ebureb, although prominent mem- 
bers of the church deny that the pastor’s 
resignation is due to this cause. 

It has been the opinion of some that a 
change in the pastorate was desirable. 

Last spring an open rupture in the so- 
ciety seemed imminent. Several promi- 
nent members of tbe church expressed 
themselves as strongly opposed to the 
continuance of Dr. Calkin’s pastorate, 
<iul a schism in the church was opefily 
talked of. 

It was proposed to build a new church 
edifice and $50,000 was claimed to have 
been raised for this purpose. The mat- 
ter finally was allowed to drop, how- 
ever. 

Last week the annual meeting of the 
church was held, aud the financial state- 
ment showed that the church would en 
ter upon the new year with a deficit ir 
the treasury. This deficit was said to be 
due to ibe tailing offiu tbe receipts from 
pew rentals and taxes, which was caused 
by a decrease iu tbe attendance. 

While there are those in the church 
who are not satisfied with tbe preaching, 
there is a very large number who are 
strongly attached to Mr. Calkins, and by 
whom nis resignation is received with 
regret. It is claimed that a majority of 
the members desire Dr. Calkin’s pastor- 
ate to continue. 

A prominent memb r of the church 
who was iuterviewed following the an- 
nouncement of the resignation said: 
“We have uever really had any trouble 
iu the society. We have some members 
who do not like Dr. Calkin’s preacbiDg, 
but that is all Nothing but the most 
cordial feeliug exists between our pastor 
aud the members of the Eliot Society, 
aud I, for oue, regret deeply his resigna- 
tion. 


TWENTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 

OF ItK V. Dli. SHINN’S RKl’TOHSHIP OVER 
GRACE CHURCH. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn lias completed twenty 
yom s of continuous service ns It*»otor of 
Grace church. List Sunday was his 
twentiet h year, he beginning his ministry 
hero on tho first of Jamiaiy, 1875, and 
officiated publicly for tho fiist time at 
i he regular services hold Sunday, Janu- 
ary 3 of that year. Ho was called to 
this place from Troy, Now York, where 
ho had spent nearly live years. 

On last Sunday morning, instead of the 
regular sermon ho made an informal nd- 
dross, suggested by this unusually 
long rectorship. His name stands num- 
ber 81 on the list of clergymen of the 
Episcopal church iu this state, over 
200 others having acquired residence bore 
siuce his settlement. Iu Sunday’s 
address he spoke of two things that 
threatened at one time to make any rec- 
torship u short odo, viz, the great burden 
of debt under which tbe parish formerly 
struggled and the great divisiou of senti- 
ment upon ecclosiastioal questions. But 
tbe debt has lofig since been paid aud 
people have learned that tbe church is 
wide enough to include all shades of 
opinion upon non-ecolesiastical points, 
and that it is possible to live in harmony 
aud peace even while not thinking just 
alike. Ho paid tribute to tbe memory of 
tbe many who had passed away to Para- 
dise from active work aud spoke grate- 
fully of the courtesy and kindness that 
bad been abowu by all. Tbe changes of 
twenty years had been many. He spoke 
of children whom he bad prepared for 
Confirmation, now bringing their chil- 
dren to be baptized aud instructed for 
Confirmation. Reference was made to 
the important part Grace church had bad 
in helping to build up other parishes in 
Newton and beyond. Today, Newton is 
oue of the strongest cent res of the Episco- 
pal church in the Diocese. The important 
help given by former members of tbe 
parish of Grace church to tbe parishes 
to which they have removed was men- 
tioned. It was said that, with rare ex- 
ceptions, did any one leaviug here, leave 
his religion behind him, but carried it to 
his new home aud put it into practice so 
that this parish has been a kiud of 
training school of workers for the build- 
ing up of other parishes. A picture was 
drawn of the ploasaut times that radiated 
from here to many places near and dis- 
tant bringing comfort and cheer. 

The objection was here answered that 
a congregation might be pressed too 
hard for money aud work. The speaker 
claimed that giving was part of worship 
and work was part of religion, and that 
as long as he was rector he intended 
keeping this before them. There were 
several suggestions made. One was that 
as tbe sealing space was now nearly all 
occupied and as the parish wanted every- 
body in Newton to feel welcome here, 
the edifice should be enlarged by remov- 
ing the west wall and adding 250 more 
seats, makiug accommodations for near 
ly 1000 in all. Another was that au as 
sistaut minister be employed, because 
the work was now too large for any one 
man. The third was the construction of 
a Rectory adjoiuiug the church, as it 
would be a convenience for the congre- 
gation as well as for the Rector. Towards 
tbe close of the address he rofbrrod to a 
vision of tbe future recounted in a ser- 
mon of his, 18 years ago, in which he 
spoke of hoping to live long enough to 
see the church free from debt, new 
parishes established in the neighborhoo i 
and various other things done for the 
good of the community. The vision has 
been more tbau realized, except as to 
the rectorv. and so he could look for- 
ward confidently into tbe future aud see 
a united congregation seekiug to imitate 
C rist iD Christ-like deeds. 

The church was well filled and Dr. 
Shinn had the close attention of his lis- 
teners throughout his address.

WulCHT OF Bir.C3’ HEART3. 

Tli.y Are Hoarier In Proportion Than 
Tli -so of A nl mills. 

Most peoplo will he surprised to learn 
thnt the hearts of birds are far beavior 

I ifoportiouatoly than tho hearts of ani- 
nnls, including man, but a little ox- 
plauation will show that this is qnite 
natural. The more tho body works the 
greater the demand upon the hoart, upon 
which falls tho duty of driving tho 
blood through tho body; hence the hoart 
develops and becomes heavier. Every- 
body knows that birds are among the 
most active aud hard working of living 
oroatures. The swallow can ovortake uu 
express train. The falcon will carry a 
load weighing three pounds iu tho nir 
without hindrance to its power of flight 
or its speed. In short, they have a tre- 
mendous capacity for work. 

The colebrated ornithologist, Marey, 
states that u sea gull weighing 1 }£ 
pounds is capable of performing in one 
second work equivalent to raising a 
weight of nine pounds one yard high. A 
man weighing 130 pounds, to bo equal 
to tho sea gull, would have to lift 780 
pounds one ynrd high in one second. If 
a man becomes nil athlete or carries 
lioavy loads, his heart grows propor- 
tionately. No wonder, therefore, that 
the hearts of our active feathered friends 
aro strikingly hoavy as compared with 
tho bulk of their bodies. 

The averago weight of the human 
heart in normal circumstances is five- 
one-thousaiulths of the total weight of 
the body. Dr. Carl Parrot has lately 
weighed the hearts of various animals 
and birds aud has found tho averages to 
bo as follows, tho figures representing 
the ono- thousandth parts of tho total 
weight: Pig, 4.52; ox, 4.59; sheep, 6.01; 
horse, 0. 8 1 . Tho domestic animals thus 
come fairly close to man. The wild 
roobuck has an exceedingly hoavy heart 
—11.5. 

Most birds aro a long way ahead of 
animals. Tho carrier pigeon comes out 
at 13.25; the common sparrow, 16.22; 
the hobby, an extremely active species 
of falcon, 1 6. 98, aud the song thrush, 
25. The heart of the last named is thus 
five times heavier than that of man in 
comparison with the total weight. — 
Pittsburg Times.

The dedication aud opening of tho new 
Hyde schoolhouse was a notable event iu 
Newton Highlands yesterday. The ex- 
ercises were under the auspices of the 
Newton Highlands Improvement Associ- 
ation. 

In the afternoon the new building was 
opeued for the inspection of the oitizeus, 
and an informal reception was held by 
the teaohers. Iu the evening tiie form >1 
dedication took place in the large hall of 
the building, which was crowded by 
nearly 400 persous. On the platform 
were seated members of the city councils 
of 1894 aud 1895, city officials and ,the 
officers of the Newton Highlands Im- 
provement Association. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Mr. Seward VV. Jones, who introduced 
the presiding officer, Mr. Alexander 
Tyler. Prayer was offered by Rev. G. 
G. Phipps of Newton liigblauds. 

Dr. Eben Thompson, chairman of the 
public property committee of 1894, under 
whose administration the building was 
co npleted, congratulated the citizeus of 
Newton Highlands ou the acquisition of 
the new schoolhouse, and presumed the 
keys to Mr. J. R. Smith, chairman of tho 
Ward 5 committee of the school board, 
who responded appropriately. 

Hon. J. F. C. Hyde, Newton’s first 
mayor, delivered a brief historical ad 
dress, dwelling up<iu the progress of the 
public schools iu Newton Highlands. It 
was replete with early personal remiuis 
ounces of an amusing character. Brief 
addresses were also given by Mayor 
Bothfeld, ex-Mayor Fenno and George I.

Thunderstorm Zones. 

This subject has been somewhat close- 
ly studied by Profossor Klossovsky, di- 
rector of tho observatory at Odessa, who 
has published a paper on tho annual 
distribution of thunderstorms over the 
globe. 

His observations show that a high 
temperature, a certain degree of humid- 
ity und a considerable amount of rain- 
fall are tho chief agents favoring the 
developments of thunderstorms. A col- 
ored map which aoceompanios Professor 
Klossovsky’s paper shows tho existence 
of a zone of electric activity of great in- 
tensity ou both sides of tho equator, 
aud this is also the zone of greatest rain- 
fall. Thu zuno is divided into throe sec- 
tions, tho first embracing Asia and 
Oceania, Indo-China and tho Sunda 
isles to New Guinea. Over this zouo 
the yearly average of thunderstorms is 
90 to 100. Tho second zone starts from 
tho west coast of Africa botween 5 and 
10 dogrees north latitude and 5 degrees 
to 10 degrees south latitude, while the 
third zone comprises the tropical regions 
of America between 20 degroes and 22 
degrees north latitude, where the moan 
annual number of storms exceeds 100. 

To the north of this zone, which is 
termed the eh ctrio equator, the storms 
decrease in number until the deserts of 
Africa, Egypt, Persia and central Asia 
aro reached, where tho rainfall is scanty 
and thunderstorms rare. To tho north 
of tho zono of deserts, especially over 
tho continents of Europe and Asia, the 
olectrio activity is somewhat increased. 
Tho data collected front tho high lati- 
tudes of tho southern hemisphere refer 
principally to the Falkland islands, 
where tho average number of storms is 
only four.

He leaves two 
brothers and three daughters. 

—Rev. Robert P. Stack, pastor of St. 
Patrick’s church, Watertown, died at the 
Carney Hospital, Boston, yesterday morn- 
ing. Death was due to the development of a 
tumor on the spine. He had been in fail- 
lug health several months. Father Stack 
. ,vhs born in Newtowne, county Kerry, Ire- 
land, about 46 years ago (where his father 
still resides). He was the son of a farmer. 
Early in life he began his preparation for 
the priesthood. He was educated at Allhal- 
lows College near Dublin. Ireland, and was 
ordained at Niagara University, this 
couutry, 23 years ago. His first aud only 
mission was !St. Patrick’- church. Water- 
town. He began his duties 22 years ago 
last June as assistant to Rev. M. M. Green. 
In 187U when Newton became a separate 
parish, Rev. K. P. Stack was appointed 
pastor of the Watertown parish. From file 
day he began to direct the church all has 
been prosperity aud peace among its mem- 
bers. The churen has been enlarged und 
decorated; a beautiful parochial resideuce 
has been erected on Chestnut street; a 
cemetery, known as St. Patrick’s cemetery, 
has been establi-hed; an elegant schoul- 
liouse, costing 840.000. has been built, and 
at tlie time of his death he w as laboiing for 
a new edifioe for Ills people to be located 
on Main street. He had also erected a 
handsome place of worship for the Catho- 
lics at the east end of the town. Father 
Stack for mauy years served on the school 
committee, and at the time of his deatli he 
was a trustee of the Watertown Free Pub 
lie Library, and a trustee of the YY’iiter- 
town Savings Bank. He whs also spiritual 
director oi the Young Men’s Catholic As- 
sociation. Besides Ills father a brother, 
Rev. Edward Stack, located iu Miunesotu. 
a cousin, the wife of Dr. Kelley of Water- 
town. his physician, and a cousin, Miss 
Ella Stack, survive him. 

-By mistake last Saturday afternoon, 
one of Albert Brackett’s men put a load of* 
coal into the cellar of C. A. Paine, No. 7 
Avon place, inteuded for and ordered by- 
Frank Hyde, his neighbor. YY’hen it was 
delivered both Mrs. Hyde and Mrs. Paine 
were out so that there was no opportunity 
for maaiug any explanations.

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

A police officer left at my house a 
special uotice, reading as follows; “The 
tenant or occupant, or any persou hav- 
ing the care of a building or lot of laud, 
bordering ou a biick, stone or concrete 
sidewalk, ou auy street, place or way iu 
Wards One, Two or Seveu. shall withiu 
tweuty-four hours alter a fall of suow, 
cause such sidewalk to be cleared oi 
snow.” Aud ihu penalty for not doing 
this is, “A sum not exceeding tweuty 
dollars, and a like sum for every succeed- 
ing day that the same shall continue."

1 
think not, YVliat does our City Solicitor 
think of it? This is surely a special 
class legislation, making fish of oue aud 
fowl of. uuother. Let it be revoked at 
once, and the city assume this work, as 
it has alwuys done, aud clear the walks 
at the expciise of the whole city, uot a 
part of it.

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ARRESTED 0i\ A SERIOUS CHARGE. 

i>n. okoiior k. written «»r aububn- 
PAI.K ACCUSKR or HK1NO AN ACCOM- 
PI.ICK IN THK SCHLOSS, (HKW HAVKN), 
MUltDKR CASK— ONCK TKIKII ON TI1K 
CHAHUK AND ACQUITTED— PECULIAR 
LAWS OF CONNECTICUT PERMIT TAKING 
HIM AGAIN INTO CUSTODY— III8 WIFE 
TALKS — MANY PEOPLE RELIEVE IN 1118 
INNOCENCE. 

Dr. George E. Whitten of Auburndale 
was arrested there Monday afternoon 
and was taken to New Haven in charge 
of Detective Leete. Dr. Whitten is ar- 
rested on a bench warrant issued by 
Judge Thayer of the Supreme Court, 
which nccuscs him of murder in the 
second degree for having been an accom- 
plice with Dr. J. Edward Lee in causiug 
the death of Maggie Schloss in August, 
1803, by a criminal operation. 

The case has become famous in the 
state, it being the first attempt made on 
fbe part of the state to try a peison for 
murder a second time, the accused hav- 
ing been acquitted by a justice court on 
the first trial. For this reason the case 
is attracting the attention of all mem- 
bers of the Connecticut bar. The re- 
quisition papers for Dr. Whitten were 
signed by Gov. Coffin at Middletown Sat- 
urday, and by Gov. Greenhalge of Massa- 
chusetts last evening. 

When the case was first tried Dr. Lee 
and Dr. Whitten were charged jointly 
with murder in the second degree and 
were acquitted by Judge David Callahan 
of the city court. Dr. Whitteu immedi- 
ately left tho city and settled in Auburn- 
dale, where he has since practiced his 
profession. Dr. Lee remained in New 
Haven, and a few months after his dis- 
charge was arrested a second time 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Miller. He was tried and acquitted. 

About two mouths ago Dr. Lee was 
again arrested. State Att’y Doolittle 
having prosecuted with success an ap- 
peal before the Supenoi Court, from the 
decision of Judge Callahan in the Schloss 
case. The grand jury considered the 
evidence, some of which was new, hav- 
ing come to light in the recent investiga- 
tion of the police department, and fouud 
true bills against both Drs. Lee aud 
Whitten. 

When Dr. Lee was rearrested, a few 
weeks ago, on a bench warrant, a Bos 
ton newspaper abtaiued aud printed an 


interview with Dr. Whitten, in which 
they quoted him as saying that it was a 
gross injustice to have causod the doctor 
to be arrested agaiD, and also that the 
state would never couvict him of the 
crime alleged, etc. This interview may 
have had something to do with his 
present situation, and it certainly gave 
definite knowledge to the state of his 
whereabouts. 

It is said that it became necessary to 
arrest Dr. Whitten if Dr. Lee was ar- 
rested, as they were tried together before 
and that it would not be fair to simply 
have tried Dr. Lee. 

As soon as a knowledge of the fact 
that the doctor was to be rearrested 
came to those who were interested in the 
case, the question arose as to whether it 
would not be necessary for the graud 
jury to consider the case. If this were 
so the trial of Dr. Whitten’s case would 
go over to the next term, and Dr. L«e 
would have to stand trial alone. At the 
first trial Dr. Lee was aided very ma- 
terially by thecouDsel wbiahDr. Whitten 
was able to employ. This was also true 
in regard to the experts which were put 
on by the defense. It became known 
subsequently that the grand jury had 
had Dr. Whitten’s case under advise- 
meDt already, and the two doctors will 
be tried together. 

Dr. George E. Whitten, accompanied 
by Detective Leete, left police head- 
quarters, West Newton, at 1 55 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon, en-route lor New 
Haven, Ct. 

Toe doctor’s wife, an accomplished 
aud beautiful woman, was with him up 
to the moment of his departure from the 
West tfowtou police statiou to the depot, 
where tie took the train for Boston aud 
from the latter city j lurneyed on to New 
Haven. The scene when the moment 
for separation c imo was heartrending. 
The doctor was nearly overcome aud his 
wife sobbed bitterly. 

Just as the party got under way for 
the depot, the doctor turned to address 
tne representative or the Boston IL-rald. 
Looking at his guard of police officers 
he remarked, ’*1 am afraid that there 
will he no opportunity' now for uu inter- 
view.” 

The officials evidently agreed with 
him. I) tective Leete advised him to re- 
train from making statements tor publi- 
cation, and hurried him off to the depot. 

Mrs. Whitten thought that the public 
was eutitled to the doctor’s side of the 
story. ”1 am sure,” said she, “that the 
greatest sympathy wil' be created for 
him wbeu it is shown that be is au inuo 
cent and persecuted mau. 

“We h ivo been settled in Auburndale’ 
she continued, “ouly a few months. My 
husband was doing well, success seemed 
assured, and now they come here and re 
aiiest 1 j i in on an old charge. 1'hey uc 
case him of a crime of which be was ad- 
judged iuuoceut after au exhaustive tiial 
of hi days. They lolu^e to take bail and 
will subj -ct him to the faie aud treat- 
ment that are tutted out to common 
criminals What law in any state except 
Connecticut would permit re-arrestiug a 
mau ou the charge of murder after he 
had been ouce tried ou it aud acquitted? 

“It is claimed that uew evideu :e has 
bseu fouud. I am sure that it cannot he 
true. 1 am equally confident that tuy 
husbiud is being mercilessly persecuted. 

“It is Hum that au investigation was 
made. The light should be tunud ou iu 
ibis case. There is need of a Lax >w iu 
Connecticut. Why, this wariaul on 
which he is re-arrested charges him with 
murder aud with being a fugitive from 
justice. Dr. Whitteu is certaiuly not a 
lugitive from justice. lie came to 
Auburudale to reside after being honor- 
ably acquitted, to retrieve his fortuues- 
Thu expenses of the trial were very large 
but he hoped to make up his loss is and 
was succeeding, lie was thought highly 
of iu Auburndale and was building up a 
good practice, lie was hiding from no 
one. He was eudeavoriug to gain au 
hou»at livelihood. 

“Very few people iu New ilaveu be- 
lieved lie was guilty of the offence 
charged,” she asset ted. “When he was 
acquitted the press almost with one ac- 
cord said that no other result could have 
resulted.” 

“The facts io the Schloss case were 
briefly these: “One night when Dr. Whit- 
teu was out, the Schloss girl, accom 
paui-d by two mule companions, came 
to the house aud asked to see Dr. Sayles, 
who had au office there. 1 went to the 
door aud invited them to step in. Dr. 
Sayles was out at the time. My husband 


enmo in a few minutes nftor, and one of 
the men told bint tho girl was In trouble, 
Ho naked him if ho would perform nn 
perntion, to which tho doctor replied. 
‘Not for nil tho money in New Haven.’ 
Wlint can I do, then? said tho follow. 
Marry tho girl,’ answered the doctor: 
that’s the only thing to do.’ 

“Tho man’then pleadod that something 
bo done to relievo tho girl. She was, he 
Raid, ill and suffering and needed medi- 
cal at endanoe. Dr. Whitten was unable 
to attend her. Dr. Leo finally saw her. 
but refused to perform an operation. Ho 
advised removing her to a hotel whore 
she could bo taken caro of, as she was 
very ill. On account of tho expense, 
against tho advice of Dr. Lee, she was 
removed one severely cold night, and 
died boforo morning. She had been tak- 
ing pills and powerful drugs boforo any 
physician was seen in regard to hor con- 
dition. What Drs. Lee and Whitten did 
was simlpy what any reputable physi- 
cians would do to relieve sickness 
brought on by tho baleful effects of rem- 
edies that she bad resorted to, hoping to 
get out of hor trouble.” 

“The Now Haven News following the 
trial and acquital of Drs. Lee and Whit- 
ten Driuted the following: 

’Zeal is to be admired in bringing all 
physicians to punishment for performing 
criminal operations of the character 
charged. Drs. Lee and Wbitten’s case 
presented nothing of the kind. Tho 
medical examiner’s report showed that 
the girl’s condition was due to the use 
of drastic purgatives. Dr. Whitten firm- 
ly refused to undertake nn operation for 
any amount of money. He simply al- 
lowed an alarmingly sick woman to re- 
main in bis office according to |tho un- 
written code of both medical and human 
ethics until by proper treatment the 
very imminent danger of her couditioD 
might be assuaged.” 

A great deal of sympathy is felt for 
Dr. Whitten by his Newton friends. Al- 
though ouly a brief resident of this city, 
he is quite popular. His wife comes from 
an excellent family aud is much liked by 
tbo Newton society set. 

Dr. Whitten is a prominent Mason and 
local members of the order are interest- 
ing themselves iu his case, believing that 
be is a much persecuted and innocent 
man. He is 34 years of age. He gradu- 
ated from Dartmouth College, took post 
graduate course at Harvard Medical 
school aud New York Polyclynic. He 
also took special courses in obstetrics in 
New York. The doctor’s home in 
Auburndale was fitted up at consider- 
able expense and his wife is deprived of 
means of support while he is deprived 
of his liberty. Her brief married life has 
been full of trouble on account of the 
Schloss case, although the relations of 
the couple have beeu very pleasant. The 
wife is earnestly devoted to her hus- 
band’s interests, believes him to be inno- 
ceut and is working zealously in his be- 
half. Her faith and trust have enlisted 
many warm supportors for her iu the 
hour of her sorrow and trial.

Waltham's New Wrinkle. 

Waltham has a now wrinkle in the 
temperauce line, says the Boston Herald. 

It hasu’t developed far enough yet to 
c uise any disturbance of the body 
politic, but if the plaus of the proraoteis 
are ever carried out — and it is more than 
possible they may be; it is quite likely to 
cause a stir, not ouly in the City of 
WatcheB, but outside as well. 

Tho Waltham system contemplates in 
full the placing of the entire liquor busi- 
ngs of the city in the hands of reputable 
ineu, who will couduct it ou the highest 
possible plane. 

Just what method will he adopted in 
forming au organization caunot no w be 
stated, hut one which has been suggested 
proposes that several wealthy men shall 
term a corporation, not to enter the rum 
business directly— for a corporation 
could secure but a single license— hut a 
corporation which will provide the ineu; 
auo, what is more essential, sometimes,, 
the money. If the liceuse commission- 
ers cau legally grant 16 or IS licenses iu 
the city, the corporation will be ready 
with that number of applicants for 
licenses— all honest, reputable citizens. 

It is not proposed to open any gorge- 
ous drinking olaces, with plate glass 
mirrors and other accessories. Instead, 
it is proposed to have the bar-rooms 
ouly such in name, and, perhaps, the 
name itself would lie eliminated. There 
would be no bars, and the places would 
ho simply stores, stocked with liquois. 
They would be located as far us possible 
on public thoroughfares, well-lighted, 
aud orieu to public view. It isn’t in- 
tended that they shall be social drinking 
resoits.

The grapliophono wnsn’t very well 
known a week ago when it tried to do 
business with the public, and the sub- 
scribers of the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company did not tako 
kindly to n stranger who would only 
condescend to make one reply to all tho 
questions they might ssk. So they re- 
ported to the manager of tho company 
and the graphophone is temporarily, at 
least, out of its job. 

Telephone subscribers will know it 
better after a while, however. Those 
who have taken the trouble to read the 
bright red announcement slip sent out 
with the new oHl hooks know something 
about it already. 

The announcement reads: 

“Arrangements have been made by 
which the use of the graphophone will 
bo adopted as a means of informing sub- 
scribers vhen stations which they have 
called are found to be in use. By the 
use of this automatic device we hope to 
improve the service. The phrase or- 
dinarily used will ho: ‘Graphophone 
sayR the hue is busy; please call 
again.’ ” 

Tho telephone company, after proving 
that the grapliophono could be used for 
this purpose, put it into operation last 
week, but there were ro many complaints 
from people who thought the operators 
were becoming impudent that it was 
decided to stick to the old style until 
the graphophone h id become bettei 
known as an assistant to the telephone 
girls. 

Ic will, however, be used to answer 
wlieu hues are busy, iu about a week or 


The method by which tho grapho- 
pliouo will be made to answer telephone 
subscribers is very simple, and will save 
a good deal of time, beside leaving no 
doubt in the mind of the subscriber in 
regard to the fact that the station he 
wants is busy. 

The graphophone i ‘tead of being 
charged with a long story or a popular 
song, such as you hear when you drop a 
nickel in the slot, will, instoad, be 
charged with an endless repetition of 
“Grauhophoue is busy; please call 
ugaiu.” It will have a tube leading to 
a transmit er into which it will talk, and 
to this will ho attached, after the usual 
circuits and battery, graphophone jacks 
for each operator, so that on finding that 
a line is busy, instead of telling the sub- 
scriber so, the operator will put in the 
graphophone jack, just as she would put 
in the jack of the line the subscriber 
wants to talk over if it were not busy. 
Tho graphophone, therefore, does the 
work t hat the operator would have to do, 
i nd leaves her free to attend to some- 
body else. 

The graphophone is connected long 
enough to allow it to make its announce- 
ment two or three times, after which it 
is pulled out, allowing the subscriber to 
call up again. 

The new arrangement will probably be 
a sad blow to young peoDle, and 
some old ones, too, who like to get up a 
conversation with the sweet-voiced tele- 
phone girl when she canuot call up the 
persons they wanted originally.

THE WHITE HORSE. 


“This canyou ought to hnvo a history, 
JPablo,” 1 said to tho guide as, suppor 
finished, I leaned hack on my blankets 
and dreamily gazed at tho scene before 


The Spanish Escurlal a Marvelous Speci- 
men of Ancient Architecture. 

The Escurial, tho palace of the Span- 
ish king, an architectural marvel, for- 
merly described as the “eighth wonder 
of tho world," is now seldom spoken 
of, even by those who are ready to go 
wild over much loss pretentious struc- 
tures. The cornerstone of this “Spanish 
St. Peter’s" was laid by Philip II in 
1568, but it was 802 years (1865) before 
the monstrous building was pronounced 
finished. It was built by Philip in ful- 
fillment of a vow to “erect the finest 
monastery in tho world" should his 
forcos be successful in their great battle 
with the Frouch. That battle was fought 
at St. Quentin on Aug. 10, 1557, St. 
Lawrence day, and in ordor to honor 
that saint as woll as to fulfill his vow 
tho king had the foundation of his great 
memorial laid off in the shape of a grid- 
iron, the implement of torture upon 
which the goodly Lawrence is reputed 
to have suffered martyrdom. 

To those who have never visited the 
Esourial the size of the gigantic struc- 
ture is beyond comprehension. It is 740 
feet from north to south and 580 feet 
from east to west, the square towers at 
each corner rising to a height of over 200 
feet. Within this monstrous building is 
the king’s palace, a cathedral, a monas 
tery of 200 cells, two colleges, three 
chapter houses, three library buildings, 
five large halls, six dormitories, three 
hospitals and over 8, 000 other rooms. In 
order to make St. Lawrence’s gridiron 
complete, tho building is built in quad- 
rangular form, with 17 rows or ranges 
of monstrous stone structures crossing 
each other at right angles, these form- 
ing the gridiron’s ribs, the handle be- 
ing a wing 470 ieet in length. The 
church, which is a part of this vast pile 
of masonry, is 864 feet long, 280 feet 
wide, with a dome 880 feet in height. 
It is estimated that the building cost 
$60,000,000. — St. Louis Republic. 

a Catching Shrimp In the South. 

The Charleston gourmet is now joy- 
ously feasting daily on our own little 
dish, tho shrimp. There is hardly a 
family in the city that does not havo 
this dainty little crustacean served for 
breakfast in Some shape or form. When 
the dark shades of night drop over tho 
harbor, the hardy shrimp men man 
their little canoes, and with their cast 
nets neatly arranged and ready to be 
thrown they make for the long, dark 
shores of marsh where their prey makes 
its feeding grounds. They have to wait 
silently and patiently on the edges of 
the marsh until a certain time of the 
tide, when out come the shrimp in mil- 
lions, and out fly the heavy nets, and tho 
work commences. 

The oarsmen pull or punt or paddlo 
along the shore, and the man with the 
net keeps his eyes and ears opou for the 
ripple and sound of tho sportive shrimp. 
As the shrimp moves through the water 
he is a beautiful sight. The most beau- 
tiful colors shine from his long body, 
and his fan shaped tail stirs tho phos- 
phorescence and leaves behind him a sub- 
dued trail of five. 

When the usual quantity is caught 
and the turning of tho tide takes tho 
shrimp to other spots, tho shrimpers 
pull for tho wharves to sell thoir spoil. 
Long beforo daybreak the voudors, mou 
and women, aro on hand with their 
trays to got their morning’s supply Sor 
their numerous customers. Tho number 
of these venders can bo safely put at 800. 
—Charleston News and Courier.

THE CHARLES RIVER DAM. 

Judging from the report of the harbor 
and land commissioners the Charles 
river is not to be dammed, and they de- 
cline to report in favor of the recommen- 
dation of the joint board of health and 
the Metropolitan park commieaiou. The 
reason for such a course is summed up 
as follows: 

Moreover the board is powerless to 
say, on the imperfect information it has, 
what effect a dam as proposed would 
have on shoaling in the upper harbor. 
We raitiht, however, record the opinion 
that nobody knows what the effect would 
be. Upon a careful consideration of the 
testimony presented, and of all the evi- 
dence within tne knowledge of the board, 
we are unable to find the consequences 
of building the proposed dam as at all 
certain of being foreseen; and in veiw of 
the incalcuable injury which might en- 
sue from impairing the usefulness of the 
harbor, we are uuable to report in favor 
of the recommendations contained in 
the report of the joint board. 

This apparently settles the matter, as 
far as the dam in the lower part of the 
river is concerned, whether rightly or 
wrongly is a question that will probably 
be warmly discussed. 

But it does not effect the original plan 
presented by Newton, of building a dam 
either at Fanouil or Cottage Farm, and 
so improving the upper partof the river. 
This will not effect thos citizens of 
Beacou street, who run their sewers in- 
to the river and whose arguments and 
objections apparently had great weight 
with the commissioners. Above Cottage 
Farm the bauks of the river are higher, 
and there would be no dauger of any 
difficulties from high water, the precious 
Back Bay fens and the drainage of that 
section would not be effected, and there- 
fore no one would dream of any damage 
by “the shoaliug of the upper harboi” 
or from any otbor mysterous and recon- 
dite causes, which would in all proba- 
bility never materalize. 

From Cottage Farm and above, the 
bauks could be improved and what is 
now au uniuviting sectiou could be made 
into oue of the roost attractive spots in 
the world. This is the plau first favored 
by Newton aud its carrying out ueed not 
involve auy enormous expense. If tbe 
other cities aud town along the river 
would unite with Newton, this great 
improvement could be carried through, 
aud a proper begiuuing, at least, made, 
and the river become a great attraction, 
instead of a nuisauue as it is uow. from 
the Waiertovu bridge down, everv time 
that the tide gors out. and leaves so 
much foul-smelliug mud exposed. 

The ordinance requiring the sidewalks 
to be cleaned from ice and suow iu 
Wards One, Two and Seven is receiving 
some criticism aud some objections are 
being made by property ovUiers, who do 
not like the trouble of attending to tbe 
matter after every snow storm. Some 
appear to have forgotten that it passed 
in response to petitions from residents 
in the wards mentioned, who had en- 
dured tbe discomforts of wading through 
“sloppy” sidewalks uutil forbearance 
bad ceased to be a virtue. The other 
wards were excepted from the ordinance 
because of ibe many objections made bv 
some ot their residents, who were large 
property owners, aud also, it is said, by 
reason of tbe influence of tbe inakeis of 
rubber bools and overshoes, who feared 
to lose custom if Newton bud cleau side- 
walks. Seriously, we do not he ir auyoi e ' 
complaiuii g because the walks aie kept 
too cleuu, aud »-ome parts of Newluu aie 
a diagiaue to uuy civilized community. 
Nothing is done save wlmt is done by 
the city ploughs, aud it is impossible fur 
pedestrians to avoid wet feet. The Iru- 
joovenieut Societies about the city could 
not do a better work than to arouse some 
more eul gbtened public spirit on this 
quesliou, even if it is a delicate one to 
bundle, for fear of bitting the cuius of 
some of the prominent members. It is 
always tbe work that is nearest at hand 
that is lire haidrst to get done, but wu 
hope tbe time will come wheu every oue 
will keep their walks cleau without any 
ordinance bei'g required. Every one 
favors tbe urdinuucu as far us it affects 
his ueighbois, and that ia oue point iu 
its favor, but manv think tbe city should 
do the whole woik, aud put the cost iu 
the t.ix levy. 

Thk sin oul election for senator of the 
second Middle-ex district, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of ilou. 
Oliver Shaw, will be held on Tuesday, 
Feb. Watertown’s most prominent 
candidate is A. L. Richards of tbe 
Metropolitan l'aik Commission. There 
should be no unfair attempt to get the 
office away from Watertown and take 
advantage of its sad bereavement, but 


Watertown should understand oloatly 
that the whole distriot is looking on and 
is ready to take advantage of any dissen- 
sion, and that it will not be wise to in- 
dulge in any faction qnarrols. Thero are 
many moti in the district who are well 
qualified to fill the position, in case 
Watertown can not unite, and Newton 
has several men who would do honor to 
the office. It is hardly worth while to 
name them, however, until Watertown 
comes to sonv* decision. 

Thk use of slates and slate-pencils in 
the Newton schools is to be discontinued, 
It is said, in the interests of the health 
of the pupils, and the change is to be 
commended. It is bad enough when 
these articles are used only by oue per- 
son, but when they circulate among fifty 
or more thero is every chance of com- 
municating disease, and both Boston and 
Cambridge have pronounced against 
their uro. The expense of the change 
should not stand in the way when tbo 
health of the pupils is in question, and 
the nerves of the teachers, at least, will 
be greatly relieved by the change. 
Slates and slate-pencils are a relic of the 
old country schoolhouse and ought to 
have beeu abolished long ago. 


The Waltham Methodists hope to 
secure enough money to save their build- 
ing, but they are having a difficult time. 
Fortunately generous people from out- 
side are coming to their assistance aud a 
generous Watertown citizen, Thomas P. 
Smith, has given $500, and other sub- 
scriptions arc coming in, so that the 
church may succeed in retaining its 
home. The trouble is mainly due to the 
hard times which have interfered with 
the income of the people. Waltham 
hopes to raise $10,000 and some help has 
been promised from Boston. 

Mayor Curtis of Boston seems to have 
both surprised and pleased the people 
by the excellence of his appointments to 
office, and he promises to make one of 
the best mayors Bostoa has bad. There 
is so much interest now in municipal re- 
forms that all acts of high municipal of- 
ficers are carefully watched and people 
are disposed to be very critical, so that 
the general commendation of Mayor Cur- 
tis is the more to his credit. 


TnE task of pleasing every one by 
committee appointments is by no means 
easy, but the Common Council seems to 
be unusually dissatisfied, this year, with 
President Parker’s appointments. But 
there is one consolation for those left off 
from tbe important places, they can sit 
down aud enjoy themselves, while the 
more fortunate appointees have to do 
the work.

Business Men and Politics. 

ISpringileld Republican.] 

Business men feel that they have a 
right to expect better things of a lot of 
intelligent, not to say picked, men' than 
party politics, fighting for speoial inter- 
ests and refusal to put the country’s 
needs above all other considerations. 
They feel that they are defrauded of 
what they had a right to expect when 
they see the Republican minority in 
House and Senate hanging back, acting 
as obstructionists, and doing what they 
can to prevent the Democrats solving 
the currency problom. They have aright 
to expect of every senator and repre- 
sentative that in times like these, when 
the country’s need is so imperative and 
obvious, thoy should at least try to be 
statesmen and patriots, ami devote all 
their strength to finding a way out of 
the present dilemma, without regard to 
who suggests the way, whether he be 
Democrat or Republican, or whether one 
party or the other be in the majority, 
and so technically responsible for legis- 
lation. They have a right to expect that 
senators and repiesoutatives should keep 
in mind the fact that they are, under 
their oaths of office, servants, not of 
private interests, or of special enter- 
prises, nor even of the party whose 
candidates they were, but of the whole 
country, whose welfare they are bound 
to make their chief concern. Finally the 
business man and the people have a 
right to expect tnat such a problem as 
this of the curroncy will he separated 
from partisanship, from self-interest and 
prejudice, and studied and attacked 
solely with tbe purpose of solving it as 
tbe business of the country demands. 

This is what business men have a right 
to expect of Congress— but it is not 
what they do expect. Hard experience 
and the dailv performances at Washing- 
ton have taught, them not to indulge in 
such dreams as this.

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MONEY MAKING. 

The Qnlrlrfrt Way to Pile Up Wealth Is 
Thin llnnlneM Era. 

Tho reunion of tho modern difforoncca 
in favor ol business ns nn instrument of 
mouoy making is not far to sook. It iB 
tho enormous growth in tho scnlo of ev- 
ery thing in which business can bo dona 
Tho onterpriso of n merchant, of a con- 
tractor, of n mino donler, ovon of a shop- 
keeper, limy now oovor tho whole world i 
and mny bo carried ou, moreover, main- 
ly upon credit. It mny be doubted 
Whether, except in thoso transactions 
Which nro called “financial, ” mid which 
really mean the tnking of lioavy bribes 
for pecuniary support, any ono transac- 
tion over yiolds quite as much ns the 
sauio transactions would havo yielded 
OOycnrH ngo; whether, for oxnmplo, any 
cargo ovor prodneos ton for ton an equal 
margin of profit, or whether any cus- 
tomer in a shop pays quito so heavy a 
percentage ou tho goods he buys. 

It is tho magnitude and multiplica- 
tion of enrgoes which yield fortunes, 
tho thousands instead of hundreds of 
customers whom clover dealers may in- 
duco to spend money. The now system 
of rapid turnover is, of course, precisely 
tho Bomo thing — tho dcnlor selling fonr 
timos what ho did and using only the 
Bnmoeapitnl. This advantage of scale is 
almost ontiroly wanting to tho profes- 
sional man, for tho obvious roason that 
ho is hampered by limitations of time. 

There are only 000 minutes in nlinrd 
worked day, and the seokor nftor in- 
come, be bo ns able as he may or as de- 
cided or ns rapid, must give some of 
those minutes to each client or pationt 
or contractor with a difficulty to meet 
If he does not, he loses custom, and 
with custom income rnpidly slips nwny. , 
There aro no doubt fnvorito lawyers, 
doctors and oven engineers whoso ad- 
vice is sought at great ^pepense, when 
equally good advice is procurable much 
cheaper, but still the favorites must give 
their advice and loso their days in doing 
it, or thoy will speodily bo deserted. 

Nothing can alter this first law, while 
tho exaggeration of professional fees is 
kept down in the case of solicitors by 
positivo statute, in that of doctors by an 
etiquette difficult to define or oxplain — 
thero seems to he no ronsou why a great 
physician should not charge according 
to skill — and in that of barristers and 
engineers, by a competition, which, 
though nover acknowledged, isnouo the 
less reul and effective. Wo can not see 
what is to niter this condition of affairs, 
and do not believe that, however civi- 
lization may develop itself, professional 
skill will over again bo the quickest 
road to largo accumulations. — London 
Spectator.

PIKES IN JAPAN. 

tint For Open Spare* the Japnne*o Cities 
Would Hum Up. 

One of the quaintest sights iu Japan 
is a fire. Hundreds of houses nro ofton 
burned rn giv. space of a few hours, and 
little or nothing can bo done to stop tho 
progress of the flames, especially ou a 
Windy day. If yon except the roof, which 
is mado of tiles, Japanese bouses are 
built outirely of straw wood, bamboo 
and paper. In tho poorer districts housos 
«ro packed oloso together, and therefore 
if one hnppons to catch fire sometimes 
the whole street is burned down with 
incredible rapidity, and the iiro only 
stops at soino open apace whoro it can- 
not possibly spread further. It is not un- 
usual iu Tokyo or somo of tho larger 
towns to hour of u thousand or ovon 
more houses having been destroyed iu 
an afternoon or during the night. 

No ono is moro afraid of fires than the 
Japanese, and high ladders are posted at 
short intervals all over tho towns aud in 
all tho larger villages, on tho top of 
which ladders a watchman sits all night 
and in case of fire rings a largo bell 
hanging from tho top. If rung at long 
intervals, the fire is distant, and ono 
ueed not worry oneself about turning 
out of one’s iuuutuugs. If rung u little 
quickor, the fire is not far, bnt thero 
need be no apprehension. Bnt if tho boll 
is vigorously and quickly tolled then 
you may as well say goodby to your 
bouse, because in perhaps a few minutes 
it will be reduced to a mass of ashes. 

The Japanese aro wonderful at turn- 
ing ont at nil hours of tho night, even 
for going to look at a fire, and men, wo- 
men and children in tho coldest nights 
iu winter think nothing of walking fivo 
or six miles to go and look at a big 
blaze. If the fire happens to bo near, tbe 
excitement increases in proportion to tbe 
probability of one’s house being burftod 
down. You seo people half scared aud 
Bcreaming, getting water wherever they 
can in pails, wash basins, tubs or any- 
thing they can lay hold of and throw- 
ing it all over the woodwork so as to 
diminish tbe chances of its catching firo. 
Then as the fire draws nearer, and the 
only water available has already been 
consumed, tbe process of saving what 
oue can is put into practico. Tbe amido, 
or wooden shutters, and the sboljis, pa- 
por walls, are quiokly taken down and 
brought into a safe place; the mats aro 
lifted out of tkoir places, aud with the 
few articles of furniture arc quickly re- 
moved. So that when the fire comes it 
only destroys the wooden frame of the 
house and the roof. That is all. It is 
seldom that life is lost in tbeso fires, ex- 
cept sometimes when children or old 
people aro uuuble to move, aud once 
surrounded by flames they cannot be 
reached and often perish. — Tokyo Let- 
ter.

In Ills Daily Journal. 

The newspaper is a member of the 
family in England and rogularly comes 
to breakfast with the other members. 
The London Times is a kind of oldest 
son among newspapers, uud Punch tho 
jolly bachelor uncle, who makes occa- 
sional visits. Englishmen take their 
newspapers into thoir confidence aud 
havo a half way of writing to thorn ou 
all sorts of subjects. If an Englishman 
rows down the Thames and stops for 
luncheon at an inn uud is overcharged, 
ho writes to his newspaper, just as a lit- 
tle boy runs iu to complain to his 
mumnm of the rough treatment of bis 
playmates, aud later on the first letter 
is followed by others, in which the com- 
parative nucrits and cost of light lunch- 
eons on the continent, in Seriugupa- 
turn, in Kumchutku aud everywhere 
else where Englishmen have eaten aud 
drunk — and where have thoy not done 
these? — is discussed au fond. If horses 
stumble aud fall in Rotten row, there 
are letters ou tho subjeot which go into 
the matter of roadbuilding, modern 
horsemanship and the like, with quota- 
tions from Virgil ami anecdotes of uuoi 
dents that happened half a century ago. 
Not only the moro serious weekly, but 
also tbe daily newspapers, give one the 
impression that they feel themselves to 
some uxtont responsible for tbe contem- 
porary auditing of the accounts of tho 
day of judgment. Ou tho other hand, 
the bettor class of English newspapers 
do not indulge in rash suppositions, 
busty generalizations, uncertain guesses 
ut probable future happenings and tho 
duily exploitation of the personal affairs 
of notorious uobodies. And one may 
be permitted to suy diffidently that per- 
haps this is preferable. If Mr. Balfour, 
for example, wero to go abroad for a 
holiday, it would bo considered vulgar 
to chronicle his doings uud diuiugs and 
absolutely brutul uud boorish to write 
particulars m. the dress uud boliuvior of 
his sister, or his wife, if ho hud oue. 
Tho sense of fair play of a nation of 
sportsmen does not inmuit an editor to 
turnout even his enemy from behind a 
womun’s petticoats. — Price Collior in 
Forum.

Dialect writera find a fruitful field 
•mong the "Tar Heels” of thoCarolinns, 
Alabama and Georgia. In tho cool 
fopths of tho turpentine woods, with the 
gashed treea yielding up their resinous 
gum, tho balmy air nnd tho picturesque 
“hackers, ” ‘ ‘dippers” nnd “scrapers,” 
with the ever vigilant “rider” watch- 
ing every tiling, is a phase in southern 
life which hns long boon tho delight of 
authors and tho pleasure of artists. Tho 
crudity of tho implements and tho stills 
used iu making tnrpentino and rosin 
lend additional interest to this old in- 
dustry, and tho gypsyliko habits of the 
turpontino makers add to their ragged, 
illiterate charms. 

Turpentine is the distilled gum of the 
pine trees of North and South Carolina, 
Alabama, Georgia and part of Florida 
Tho season begins when tho first spring 
sap rises and ends when cold weather 
checks the flow of tho tree's blood. In 
January or Fobruary the “backer,” 
with his keen blnded ax, begins tho 
round which ends with tho season. Ho 
is tho expert of tho woods and knows his 
trees uud just how much hacking they 
will stand. His task is to out tho 
“boxes” iu which the thick gum of tho 
wounded tree will collect. A box is a 
wide incision abont six inches deep, a 
wedge shaped cut in the tree, and ho 
hacks from 90 to 100 boxes a day. Tho 
first boxes are cut near the roots of the 
tree, and they are cut as close together 
to tho height of a man’s heud as can be 
done without killing the pine. Tho 
| hacker leaves a width of bark between 
each box so as to preserve tho vitality of 
the tree. When the trees are leased to 
tho turpentiue makers, the terms of the 
lease limit the number of boxes to each 
tree, but when it is desired to work the 
pine to tho fullest extent tho gashes are 
carried up to a height of 20 feet or more. 

After tho hacker comes the man who 
“corners” the boxes. This “corner” is 
a cut iu the top of the box to guide the 
sap into the cavities left for the gum, 
aud tho man who “works” tho “crop” 
goes systematically from box to box, 
starting the sap anew with fresh inci- 
sions, working iu this way 10,000 boxes 
during the season. The sap or gum fills 
the boxes with a clear, 6ticky, thick 
fluid, and this is romovod by the ’’(tip- 
per. ” Scattered through the woods are 
barrels iu which tho “dippor” deposits 
tho gum, which is then kaulsd to tho 
still. About a quart of sap is taken from 
each box by menus of the trowel shaped 
scoop used by the dipper, and thou the 
hacker comos along aud starts tho flow 
afresh by wounding tho treo again. The 
turpentine maker watches his men close- 
ly, for the Tar Heels are an easy going 
people and require to he urged by tho 
“rider, ” who goes through tho woods on 
horsoback examining tho crop, hurrying 
the dippers and hackers and sending the 
barreled gum to the stilL 

Tho first or “virgin” sap which flows 
in the spring mnkeg the best rosiu, aud 
tho poorest is tho product of the harden- 
ed gum which is left ou the sides cf tho 
boxes when tho sap “turns down” iu 
the fall. This is removed by the 
“scrapor, ” who moves through the 
woods with his scraping tool, gathering 
the leavings. 

The still is a large copper vat hooded 
with a close fitting cover in whioli is a 
funuol which iu turn is connected with 
the “worm” of the still. This worm 
runs down into auother vat near at 
hand, aud in this vat the fumes or vapor 
of tho heated gum is distilled into tur- 
pentine. Firo under tho copper vat heats 
tJio gnm, and the volatile parts rise to 
tho funnel, j?ass into tho still aud are 
condensed oy the water iu the second 
vat into spirits of turpeutino. Tlio resid- 
uum left iu the vat is the rosin of 
commerco, which is passed through a 
series of straiuers aud sieves to tho bar- 
rels, which aro made on the spot. The 
turpeutino, however, cannot bo barreled 1 
so easily, for it will work through an ; 
ordinary barrel. It is placed in white , 
pine barrels which have been coated iu- , 
side with several coats of strong, hot | 
glue until tho barrol is impervious to 
tho subtle fluid. 

The trees aro worked for five or six 
seasons, aud then tho turpentine maker 
moves to another part of tho woods. lie 
started iu North Carolina, crossed over 
to South Carolina aud is still moving 
toward the gulf. Forest fires destroy the 
pines faster than the huokcr does, for 
tho flames sweep over large areas before 
they die out. Careful owners of turpon- 
tiuo woods have tho pine straw aud 
fullou underbrush ruked away from their 
trees before the season begins, and col- 
lecting this material in some safe spot 
wait for a quiet day when no wind will 
cool the wet finger, aud then they burn 
the rakiuga. 

Negroes aro common laborers of tho 
tarpoutiue woods, but white men are 
plentiful. They live iu rough shanties 
iu the woods, witli the stables for tiie 
mules and horses near at hand. No 
work is more healthful than Dirpeutiuu 
making, for it is ull out of dinars iu the 
depths of the balmy, health giving pines, 
free from the malaria of tiie swamps 
and from sudden changes of weather. — 
Chiougo Record. 

Horae power. 

The difference between nominal, in- 
dicated und effective horsepower often 
puzzles people. Nominal horsepower is 
uu assumed quantity, used for the con- 
venience of makers und buyers iu de- 
scribing the dimensions of the engines. 
Indicated horsepower is the umouut 
shown by computations of the iudicutar 
diugrum. Effective or aotuul horsepow- 
er is the work an engine cau do or the 
difference between the iudicutod horse- J 
power uud the horsepower required to 1 
drive tho ougiuo when unloaded. — New 
York Tribune.

“It is not very often,” said Dotectivo 
Jtiley, “that a detective is forcod to ns- 
lumo a disguise to get information, but 
pomeHmos it is absolutely necessary.

Cummings, tho men I was nftor. 

My first idea was to connect with 
the ontside and hove tho plaee pulled, 
ami 1 would have done this if I had not 
learned that a scheme had been pnt np 
to turn off a savings bank in Newark. 
Cummings and Taylor had been a week 
in Newark planting the place. I was 
Introduced to them by Slade, and Tay- 
lor took me right away as a jail breaker 
after his own heart.

Pennsylvania Railroad Time. 

There was a time -when folks used to 
set their watches by tho town dock. 
Nowadays the railway timepiece seems 
to set tho pace. There is so much travel- 
ing and so many have to catch trains 
that men try to keep railroad time. 

Few think, however, how difficult it 
is to keep that same railroad time 
straight. A bad watch or false time, 
even to the extent of a minute or two, 
might easily involve the destruction of 
a train and many lives. Conductors 
and engineers not only must havo good 
time keeping watches, but they must 
have a very accurate standard of time 
to go by. All clocks vary, but most 
clocks vary too much . for railroad ac- 
curacy. , 

All over the great Pennsylvania sys- 
tem tho clocks are regulated every 24 
hours by telegraph from Altoona, where 
they get the standard time in seconds 
from Washington. The conductors aud 
engineers running out of Philadelphia 
get their timo from the clock in tho ro- 
tunda at tho Broad street station, the 
big one in the center just outside the 
waiting room, which occupies the same 
position in the new station that it did 
in tho old. This clock, w’hich cost over 
$400, is considered a wonder and in the 
old station seldom varied more than 
two seconds in the 24 hours. It has not 
been doing quite so well since taken 
down and put up again, but is improv- 
ing and is so much better than any oth- 
er clock known that nobody thinks of 
changing it, and in all probability in a 
little while, when it gets accustomed to 
its position and surrouudiugs, it will 
come as near perfect accuracy as it ever 
has iu its history. — Philadelphia Times.

Title To Crystal Luke. 

To tho Editor of tho Ora ruin: 

So much interest 1* now being mani- 
fested in the title of our Crystal lake, 
that a full statement of the facts may he 
of value to your renders. As a member 
of the executive committee of the N. C. 
I. A., and ah a member of the sub-com- 
mittee appointed to look into this sub- 
ject, I have given the matter somewhat 
thorough investigation. Thin letter, 
however, is written upon my own re- 
sponsibility and without even the know- 
ledge of the committees referred to. 

Crystal lake is large enough to be a 
"great pond," and one might at first 
thought assume that thin settled all 
questions About public use of it. But 
the trouble lies deeper. Our present 
law relating to great ponds is based upon 
a colony ordinance of 1647, which defines 
great ponds to be ponds of over ten acres 
area. The effect of that ordinance was 
to secure state ownership of all such 
ponds utilesB "the town or general oourt 
hud otherwise appropriated them." 
The ordinance has frequently come be- 
fore the court, nnd a note was appended 
to one of the earlier decisions saying 
that only one pond had been granted be- 
fore the ordinance weDt into effect, 
which was "Humphrey’s" pond at 
Saugus. This remark subsequently 
crept into a written opinion of the court; 
and, I think, many attorneys finding 
those judicial expressions, have at once 
jumped to a conclusion that no one 
could have a title in Crystal lake. 

Private title in a great pond in Ply- 
mouth -county has been since estab- 
lished, however, by proof of a grant 
prior to the ordinance in a case very 
recently decided, and it is uot at all im- 
possible that still other grnuts of the 
same kind may be found; in fact, as I 
understand it, Mr. Ellis bases bis claim 
of title upon just such a grant, the lang- 
uage of which may he found iu Jackson’s 
History of Newton, p. 20; in ShurtlofFs 
official copy of the "Records of Massa- 
chusetts, " Vol. I, p. 114, or upon the 
original lecords of Mass. Vol. I, p. Ill, 
.Shurtloff’s copy of the records was pre- 
pared aud published by order of the 
legislature of 1853. Jackson’s History 
was published iu 1854. The date of the 
grant in question is April 1, 1634. I 
have referred to each of these books be- 
cause in neithor are the words quoted 
correctly, a tact which is responsible for 
some of the misunderstanding which has 
arisen. One finds iu Jackson’s History 
these words, "there is oue thousand 
acres of land and a great pond granted 
to John Haynes; in Stiurtleff’s official 
copy of the records the language is 
"there is a thousand acres of laud, and 
greate p x graunted to John Haynes, 
etc." It is perfectly apparent that the 
use or omissiou of the word "a” before 
the word "greate" is an exceedingly im- 
portant element. "A thousand acres of 
land aud greate pond" is quite a differ- 
ent thing from "a thousand acies of laud 
and a great pond." The result iB that 
some, assuming the official copy to be 
correct, have felt that Mr. Ellis’ claim 
liml nothing to stand upon in the grant; 
and iudeed it might well be supposed 
that this copy would be correct siuce the 
author iu his preface says, that, after 
most careful work by his clerks, he 
personally compared the copy, word for 
word, with the original records. The 
cross after the letter p in the official 
copy indicates that the balance of the 
word cauuot be made out. I have today 
examined the original records in manu- 
script, and find that in the grant as en- 
rolled the word "a” does occur before 
the word "greate," that the official copy 
is wroug at that point, and that Jackson 
is correct, while on the other baud Jack- 
son is wrong in printing the word 
"poud” in full since the "p" only is 
there. Therein lies the importance of 
the faot tbit the history was published 
alter the official copy, showing that the 
letters were ulready gone before Jackson 
examined the records. The full lang- 
uage of the original grant is as follows: 

"A Court, Holden att Boston April 
1th, 1634. There is a thousand acres of 
land, & greate p (here the origiual paper 
bus beuu torn away so that the balance 
of this word is missing] graunted to 
John Haynes, Esq, ftyve hundred a c 
[nalanee of word missing] graunted to 
Thomas Dudley, Esq, Deputy Gounr 
| here an illegible word] hundred to Mr. 
S -mil Dudley, & two huudred [looks 
like 200 buudred| acres | word missing] 
D tuiell Dennison all IveiDg A- being 
moue the (falls, [word missiug] Easterly 
i -ide of Charles Ryver, to enjoy to them 
A [word missiug] heires forever." 

i'Uis error in the official copy becomes 
very striking when it is considered that, 
had the title of Mr. Haynes to this pond 
been tried solely upon the construction 
ot the grant, absence of the word "a" 
might have made all the dilTerouce be- 
tween title and no title to him. 

It seems that this thousand acres of 
land, if we assume that it was rectangu- 
lar iu hliape, would have extended from 
the Charles River aud overlapped a little 
u pou the lake; that is, if I am correctly 
informed, one boundary line would cut 
• IT a small portion of the lake on tho 
Newtou Highlands side. 

Some time after the above graut a 
commission of three men wus appointed 
by the General Court to "viewe the 
nouuds of Mr. Haynes farme" and re- 
port. A careful examination of all the 
records, and I think such an examina- 
tion has been made by two or three 
others besides myself, fails to disclose 
that the commission ever did repoit. 

No deed by Gov. Uayucsuor any other 
persou seems to have been fouud which 
purports to have conveyed a title to this 
poud siuoethe origiual graut. The laud 
lias been oouveyed over aud over ugain. 
It is uow claimed, as 1 understand it, 
(hat title to the pond has come down 
through the heirs of Gov. Ilayues. Pre- 
sumably the preseut heirs are very 
numerous, aud it will be seeu that if 
they were, say three huudred iu uuiuber, 
aud Mr. Ellis had obtained three le- 
luaBes, tho only iuterest he could possibly 
have by them would be oue per oeut. of 
the title. 1 think it is uot knowu out- 
side how muuy releases he has been able 
to obtaiu. 

The auswers to this claim are numer- 
ous aud strong. 

There are first the uuoortaiutius iu tho 
graut itself, then the difficulty iu prov- 
ing the descendants of Uov. Ilayues; 
then the fuct that neither he uor his 
heirs have ever, so far us kuowu, paid 
taxes or iudiouled iu auy way a claim of 
title, ami dually the lake has been 
ubaudoued to the public use. These will 
lie exceedingly difficult points to oover. 
Presumably au effort will be made to 
establish a right by prescription or ad- 
verse possession, But Mr. Ellis lias ouly 
cut ice from whiter to wiuter. Others 
have iloue the sumo, aud it is u well 
kuowu rule of law that auy oue of the 


public has a right to cut ice to a reason- 
able amount in a great pond, so that the 
exercise of such a right has not been 
adverse. At best it would pertain only 
to acquirement of an easement. 

Then again, should the claim he made 
that, by using the pond, he had acquired 
title, how could he answer the counter- 
claim that the public lias alwavs used 
the pond summer and winter, and ell the 
time, aud over nnd over again as much as 
be’/ 

It is not unfair to presume that the 
main strength of Mr. Ellis’ position 
among those who have looked at the 
question, is considered to bo the fact 
that he is acting under advice of an at- 
torney who in undoubtedly one of tlie ; 
most accurate and trustworthy special- ! 
inis in titles. But I have often heard 
the question ask*>d, "Has his attorney 
ever Mated it to be his opinion that Mr. 
Ellis actually holds a sound and com- 
plete title to the lake?" I have often 
wondered whether or not. if Mr. Ellis 
desired to sell the pond, his attorney 
would allow him to give a full warranty 
deed; and whether or not, should the 
purchaser need to borrow money to help 
pay the purchase price, he wouid advise 
a savings bank that the title was suffici- 
ently sound to warrant them in advanc- 
ing mouey upon it. 

The present position of the matter 
soems to he that Mr. Kills, with great 
persoual vigor and personal interest, is 
constantly assorting private title, while 
the public, grumbling and annoyed, dis- 
putes the claim, but seems not to have 
enough courage to do anything about it 
except to talk a little louder when now 
and then some interference with its en- 
joyment of the lake occurs. Such an in- 
terference has recently occurred in con- 
nection with the proposed carnival. 
That trouble arose from the fact that 
Mr. Ellis seemed to require personal 
recognition as owner of the like. To 
this the committee could not consent, 
and, apparently as a result, the ice was 
at once opened. 

Mr. Ellis is undoubtedly making his 
claim of title in good faith, and I have 
never known of a man who wanted to 
deprive him of any just right in the 
matter. All apprehension about the 
matter arises from contemplation of the 
danger in private ownership of this 
beautiful sheet of water. If Mr. Ellis 
owns it, it should be taken with due 
compensation to him, leaviug him a 
re deniable right to take ice; if be does 
not own it, tho State does, and there 
should be no restriction in its use by the 
public. 

It has seemed to me for some time 
that tlie only remedy for this state of 
things is to have a decision of the ques- 
tion in court. No lawyer’s opinion can 
bo conclusive because there are questions 
of fact involved which can ouly be deter- 
mined upon a full heariug of evidence 
covering many years. A suit for this 
purpose would bo more properly brought, 

I think, in the name of the Attorney 
General, ;\nd the State itself ought to be 
interested. Other cities have the benefit 
of great pond3 which belong to the Com- 
monwealth. If this oue has been lost, it 
should be regained for us at the expense 
of the Commonwealth, aud lam satisfied 
that, if our commuuity can oe brought 
to realize the importance of the matter, 
the attention of the legislature can be 
brought to bear upon it with such torce 
that an arrangement will be made for 
the Attorney General to press the matter 
io behalf ot the State. In that way 
whatever rights Mr, Ellis has would be 
thoroughly protected; the expeuse of a 
great public benefit would be taken 
from the shoulders of a few individuals, 
and au important and vexatious question 
would be settled.

DON’T LIKE COMMITTEES. 


SOME MEMBERS OF CITY COUNCIL DIS- 
GRUNTLED OVER TBK1R MAKE-UP— AL- 
DERMAN PLUMMER’S FRIENDS THINK 
THAT IIK WAS ENTITLED TO AND DE- 
SERVED TIIE PRESIDENCY OF THE UP- 
PER BRANCH. 


Some of the members of the Newton 
city council are dissatisfied over the 
makeup of the committees, aud there 
has beeu a good deal of grumbliog since 
they were announced. 

The dissatisfaction is confined to a 
considerable extent to the common coun- 
cil appointments. There was a coutest 
iu that body ami in the board of aldermou 
for presidency, aud it is claimed that 
certain politicians resorted to methods 
that are open to criticism. 

The statement is made by several of 
the disgruutled members of the lower 
branch of the city government that the 
successful candidate for president "re- 
warded his friends and punished his ene- 
mies." 

The subjeot has furnished material for 
discussion iu the social clubs aud amoug 
the representative men who meet about 
town, aud its influence will be felt, it is 
safe to assume, iu the next municipal 
election. 

Through the power of politics it is as- 
serted that a candidate for the presiden- 
cy of the board of aldermen was defeat- 
ed who was iu every way eligible and iu 
line of promotion. This was Alderman 
Albert l’lunuuer, whose friends think 
that he has been very badly treated. 

The gentleman chosen iu his place had 
not previously served in the upper 
branch. Mr, Plummer was the senior 
member, aud it has beeu the custom to 
invest the senior member with the presi- 
dent's mantle, all other things beiug 
equal. 

The opposition to Mr. Plummer, it is 
claimed, to some extmt represented a 
feeliug of reseutineut on the part of cer- 
tain citizens who unsuccessfully op- 
posed hitn in tlie caucus. 

The upshot of the whole matter is the 
engendering of a spirit that Is certaiuiy 
not couductive to promoting those bar 
mouious relations which Mayor Botbfeld 
suggested as beiug desirable iu auuiuing 
tiie best results iu the mauageiueut of 
the city’s busiuess.

He was al-o 
known as uu urtist of exceptional ability in 
oils, ami his painting "Expiation” one 
of the few that he ever exhibited, was high- 
ly praised by art critics. Iu pen ami iuk 
work and theatrical lithography lie was 
equally ut hoaie. He was an exceptional- 
ly well read man uud a brilliant conversa 
tionullst. In his youth he allowed con- 
siderable talent us a writer, especially of 
verse, lie wus known among artists as 
being very industrious uud painstaking, 
never neglecting to dll his obligations to 
the letter uud to the moment. Among his 
life long friends were Judge Edward T. 
Bartlett ot the New York Court of Ap- 
peals, Roland Reed, the wellktiown actor, 
the late John Boyle O’Reilly, Benjamin 
Day. tiie son of the founder of tiie ’New 
York Sun” uud other prominent tneu dis- 
tinguished for their high rneutul traits. He 
was a frequent contributor to pictorial 
publications, ami his works iiad been 
copied iu publications of France, Eng- 
land, Germany uud Spuin as u rule, with- 
out credit being given to the originator. 
A widow and two sons survive. One of 
them, Mr. Raymond ilyde, is one of the 
principal pen and iuk artists on tiie New 
York Herald, and a landscape artist iu oils 
of much ability, lie is married and has

If this leave of absence is granted, 
said be, will it not establish a precedent 
that may result in bothersome difficulties 
in the settlement of similar cases. 

Mr. Lawreuce Bond in ar-swer to the 
question said that the revision of the 
rules would provide for the disposition 
of such cases in the future.

Miss Bates desires simply to fit herself 
for the position caused by the lesignation 
of Miss Cole, an i it is regarded ascer- 
tain that she will return to teach in the 
High school.

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CITY FATHERS IN SESSION. 

BOTH BOARDS TRANSACT HUMNRW- 
ORDKK PASSF.n I’HOVIIMNO FOR PKTI- 
TIONINO TIIK l.KOISIi AT11RK FOR AU- 
THORITY TO ESTABLISH A BOARD OF 
PUBLIC WORKS — ASSES-ORR AND OVKR- 
SRERM OF POOR CIIOSKN— VARIOUS RE- 
PORTS OF CITY OFFICERS PRESENTED — 
ISSUE OF NOTE TO RE M ADE FOR AP- 
PLETON STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


Both branches of the city council were 
in session Monday evening. In the 
board of mayor and aldermen, Mayor 
Bothfeld ocoupied tbe chair. Ho started 
the business of the meeting by reading 
several communications. One relatod to 
the call for a special election to till the 
vacancy for senator in the secoud 
Middlesex district, caused by the resigna- 
tion of Hon. Oliver Shaw, and stated 
that the date had beeu fixed for Tues- 
day, Feb. 20. 

A communication was received from 
the New England Telephone & Telegraph 
Company accepting certain locations 
granted by the board. 

Sundry claim < for damages were re- 
ferred to the committee on claims. 
These were from F. L. Richardson, Mary 
Soutbcomb, Bridget Aheru and F. H. 
Cole, alleging injuries on account of 
falls on icy and obstructed sidewalks; 
James Ford, alleged injuries on account 
of an explosion of a dynamite cartridge 
while at work in a sewer trench; Eliza- 
beth Valley, alleged injuries on account 
of a fall on Middle street. 

Frank M. Lucas was granted a permit 
to erect a shed, 30x47, in the rear of 
Caroliue block. 

The reports of the inspector of provi- 
sions. (Dr. J. R. McLaughlin,) chief of 
fire department and city marshal were 
received and placed on file. 

A communication was received from 
Mr. Horace Wadlin, chief of the bureau 
of statistics of labor, asking if the city 
contemplated any rt division of the wards 
and requesting early information upon 
the subject. Mayor Botbfeld stated that 
he had heard of no chauge. Waid Two. 
said be, is getting up nearly to tbe limit 
in both precincts and if any changes are 
to be mule, it is important that action 
should be taken as soon as possible. 

Upon recommendation of the chief of 
fire department, John McCammou was 
granted an honorable discharge from the 
call force and George S. Holmes ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy caused by his 
retirement. 

George D. Cox, Jr., was granted a re- 
newal of license as auctioneer. 

A petition of Mary O. Brown and 20 
others was received requesting that the 
name of Sonantum street be ebauged to 
Charlesbank road. Later, on motion of 
Alderman Tolmau, au order passed au- 
thorizing the change in the name of the 
street. 

A license for a pool table was granted 
to the Girden City Wheelmen, agreeably 
to a petition presented requesting said 
license by E. C. Solis, secretary of the 
association. 

A petition of James Vachon of Newton 
Ceutre for liceuses for ruuniug oue pool 
and one billiard table was referred to 
license committee. 

A petition was received from the New. 
ton Street lliilway Company asking for 
locations for tracks, poles, wires, etc., iu 
Adams, Bridge and Watertown streets. 
Tbe locations are desired for the pro- 
posed new line from Newton to Wal- 
tham. 

Licenses were granted to Annie San- 
ford to seep an intelligence office; John 
J. Pollard, to ruu two express wagons; 
Max Baker to conduct junk busiuess. 

A communication from B. Dickerman 
relative to a claim for damages on ac- 
count of ebauge of grade of sidewalk on 
Lincoln street, was referred to the com 
mittee on claims. 

A petition tor concrete walk and catch 
basin iu front of tbe Newton Hospital 
grounds was referred to the highway 
committee. 

Various reports of committees were 
presented and received, including that of 
the special committee on nomination of 
assessors and ov rseers of the poor,

When the b iard of mayor and alder- 
men reassembled, the report of tbe 
special c unmittee on tbe Kenriuk fund 
was presented and received. .An order 
offered try Alderm tu l)egeu was adopted 
providing lor the distribution of the in- 
come of said fund ($172.50) according to 
tbe wishes of the donor. 

An order offered by Aldermau Plum 
mer was adopted provijiug ior the r 
lease of certain laud to 8. P. Clark on 
payment of the drainage assessment. 

Orders offered by Alderman Plummer 
were adopted providing for the layiug 
out and acceptance (taking the necessary 
land thereto!) *of Norman road, from 
Hyde street to Cliltou avenue; layiug out 
ami acceptance of ilale road; Collins 
road, from Beacon street southerly; 
Stearns street, from Parker to Claik 
streets; portion of Neknideuroad to Hale 
road; iiuniiewell terrace, from Oakley 
road to B-ii'ties estate. In ooiiuectiou 
with ubove others tor laying out utieets, 
it was provided that the customary 
notices be sent to parties interested, and 
berri >gft appointed for Feb. 18. before 
the b -n rd of mayor and aldermen, and 
Feb. 2ft, before (he common council. 

An order was adopted authorizing the 
layiu.' out of Tudor terrace Horn Au- 
burudule avenue northeasterly. 

On motion of Aldermau Bull »rd, au 
order was adopted lequesUng 'he mayor 
to peti'iou tire Legislature tor authority 
to establish a board of public works. 
The new draft- of act is drawn without 
the survey feature, which wus regarded 
as objection tide in the oue presented 
toward ihe dose of 181>4 by the chairman 
of the highway committee. Aldermau 
Bullard said in presenting the order that 
every objectionable feature had beeu 
eliminated. 1 hope it will pass, said he, 
as I am firmly convinced of the necessity 
of such a board. Not a voice was raise I 
iu opposition and it is. theiefore, fair to 
assume that the public works board as 


it will be now created, if the Legislature 
grants fho authority, will meet the 
general favor of the members of the citv 
government. The common council 
passed the order in concurrence, evi- 
dencing the same unanimity of sentiment 
as that of the members of the upper 
branch. • 

At 0 08 o’clock, tho board of mayor 
and aldermen voted to take a recess. 
The object was to meet the members of 
the common council and informally talk 
over possible changes in the ward lines. 
Mayor Bothfeld read the communication 
relating to that subject from Mr. Wadlin. 
chief of the bureau of labor statistics. 
He said that his purpose in bringing 
both boards together to talk over the 
matter was to secure, if possible, Rome 
definite idea of whrt changes, if any, 
were to bo made in the ward lines, that 
he might reply intelligently to the in- 
terrogations of Chief Wadlin. 

Alderman Whitu said that, a petition 
would lie presented for certain changes 
by Ward Five residents. 

The mayor stated that there seemed to 
be no prospect of any increase in the 
number of wards although iu Ward Two 
the full quota had bpeti nearly reached. 
Anything that is to be done, said he, 
must be attended to as soon as possible. 
If uo new wards aro made now, ho 
added, it will ho necessary to wait 
anothei ten years. Of course, we can 
make minor changes such as altering 
the ward lines so as to include or exclude 
certain territory. 

Councilman Childs— There is a move- 
ment imong residents of Lower Falls 
and Waban for a change in ward lines. 
Wabau re.-idents now vote in fivo differ- 
ent places. They want that district to 
be included eithor in Ward Four or Five, 
or to have it form a part of a uew ward. 

After some further discussion, the con- 
vention on motion of Alderman Plummer 
requested the mayor to notify Chief 
Wadlin that there would be no material 
changes iu Newton such as the addition 
of new wards. 

Immediately following the dissolving 
of the couveution, the board of mayor 
and aldermen re-assembled. Orders 
were adopted authorizing the city 
treasur r to issue a teu-year note for 
$4600, dating from Jati. 1, 1805, and bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 4 per cent, per 
annum, the principal of said note to be 
devoted to the improvement of Appleton 
street; authorizing the laying out of 
sewers in Alpine street, from Forest 
avenue, Moline to Alpine street, 8ylvau 
avenue from Leuox str et easrerly, All- 
ston street from Alpine to Mt. Vernon. 
On the sewer orders, provision was 
m.ide for the issuiug of the usual notices 
and appointing li arings for Fen. 18 and 
25. before the aldermen on the former 
sud common council on latter date. 

On motion of Aldermau Plummer, the 
order appropriating $1000 for tho use ol 
the bond of health iu the culture of 
auti-ioxiue was reconsidered and the 
same tabled. The statement was made 
in explanation that the Ooard of health 
had requested a reconsideration of the 
order pending tbe result of certain tests. 
It was probable that a larger sum might 
be required. 

On motion of Alderman Tolman, the 
issuing of a special election warrant for 
Tuesday, Feb. 20, was authorized to pro- 
vide for fil iug the vacancy caused by tbe 
death of the late Hon. Oliver Shaw. 

An order was adopted requesting the 
committee on ordinances to consider and 
report within 30 days relative to raoditi 
cations in the wards lines, the same to 
conform substantially, however, to those 
now existiug. 

On motion of Alderman Plummy, at 
0 45 o’clock, it was voted to adjourn 
until Monday evening. Feb. 28.

The Biennial Issue. 

[Springfield Republican]. 

Col. E. H. Ha-kell of Boston, who has 
made a thorough study of the bienuial 
issue aud devoted a great deal of time to 
its advocacy, receutly addressed the busi- 
nessmen of Wat !i town on tbe subject of 
biennial elections. If the republican 
party had listened to Col. Haskell Massa- 
chusetts would not now be lagging be- 
hind the other states of the Union. He 
recalled that the movemeut for biennial 
elections has extended over many years, 
and that Govs. Rice, Talbot, Clafiiu, 
Robinson and others preceded Gov. 
Greeubalge in recommending it. We 
have seen it recomtneuded by one Legis- 
lature, when ihe people have been 
especially earnest in demanding tbe 
chauge, only to have tho pro’essioi al 
politicians aud agitators rally the next 
winter aud defeat it. Col. Haskell is 
rig >t in saying that the general sentiment 
of tbe state is in favor of the movement 
and that the press is practically unani- 
mous in the matter. This last statement 
was abundantly proved iu a pamphlet 
which Col. Haskell compiled, some years 
ago, embodying tbe favorable comments 
of the uewspapers, and since then news- 
paper advocacy of this reform has in- 
creased. We quote from a report of Col. 
Haskell’s talk: — 

“Every state in the Union except 
Massachusetts aud Rhode Island elect 
their officials for more than oue year, aud 
I am told that Rhode Island will adopt 
the bieuualplau this session of the Legis- 
lature. Some are of the opinion that 
yearly sessions of the Legislature are 
necessary on the ground that Massa- 
chusetts needs more legislation than any 
other s ate, hut mieat part of our legis- 
lative time is used up in special legisla- 
tion, aud uo Legislai ure sits as long as 
ours does. The sbiikiug of political 
duties is practiced largely, especially iu 
off years, aud I think if tiie biennial plan 
was adopted the voters would show 
more interest in the elections. Repre 
seutatives of labor interests object to 
biennial elections on tbe ground that if 
their representatives do not suit they 
oan send others, but the man who docs 
Ins duty is alwavs elected. Gentlemen, 
if you maku a study of tbe question, you 
will arrive at the coudusiou that biennial 
election is a wise course to adopt and 
biennial sessions of the Legislature will 
surely follow.

Yet the hope of evangel- 
iziug the heathen world within a genera- 
tion can be realized best, bv training these 
educated young men to he missionaries 
to their own people. This is the way to 
meet the difficulty arising trom tho in- 
tense Asiatic couteuipt lor foreigners, 
which is much stronger than our cou- 
tempt for any Chinese o >olie. The mis- 
sionaries cannot get bold of these young 
nteu, hut the educated young meu trom 
our land are just the ouch to win their 
confidence; and their message about, tiie 
gospel it> eagerly received, and is produc- 
ing wonderful i esuits Tj carry on the 
work, tbeie will tie need of a low well- 
traiued students to go as missionaries, 
and a large number ready to furnish 
means tor their support, aud these 
Orieutal nations that have received 
the gospel are already beginning to 
teach us how to give, are showing great 
enthusiasm about extending the work. 

The music proved a very entertaining 
feature and was luruishud by tiie quartet 
choir of the ilighlauds Congregational 
church.

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WORK OF NEWTON HOSPITAL. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF COHPOUATION 
HELD MONDAY— REDOUTS OF THUS* 
TEES, TREASURER AND THOSE OF 
THE SEVERAL DEPARTMENTS PRESEN- 
TED— OFFiCERS CHOSEN FOR ENSUING 
YEAH— RESIGNATION OF REV. DR. A. E. 
LAWRENCE— MR. PETTEE RETIRES FROM 
CHAIRMANSHIP OF EXECUTIVE COM 
MITTEE — OTHER MATTERS OF INTER- 
EST. 


There was a large attendance at the 
annual meeting of the Newton Hospital 
Corporation Monday afternoon. It was 
held in the Nurses’ home. President 
Joseph It. Leeson occupied the chair. 
The first business waB the reading of the 
roll call and records followed by the 
presentation of the president’s annual 
report, as follows: 

ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 

Before proceeding with the more 
formal portion of the business today, it 
seems fitting that we pause a moment to 
take a glance at the cheerful loom in 
which this corporation for the first time 
is privileged to hold its annual meeting. 
Hitherto, as you all know, it has been 
necessary for us on these occasions, to 
trespass upon the kindness of our friends 
in different parts of Newton, for suitable 
accommodations. By tl\o thoughtful 
bounty of Mr. Converso and Mr. Pratt 
this beautiful home will in future tem- 
porarily sheltor the members of the cor- 
poration, as well as its uncustomed in- 
mates, and will thus enable us to ap- 
preciate the grateful expressions from 
those who live here, for this invaluable 
benefaction. 

Another year of development and of 
substantial achievement has passed: tbe 
Newton Cottage Hospital has become 
the Newton Hospital. The larger woik 
which has been accomplished well befits 
the wider title, which the Legislature 
authorized this hospital corporation to 
assume. We have reached the maximum 
attendance ou a single day of 57, and tho 
highest daily average for a mouth of 45. 
While on the one hand these figures 
demonstrate the pressing need of such 
an institution in Newton, they also form 
A positive expression of tbe confidence 
reposed in the hospital system and tbe 
greater readiness of the people to avail 
themselves of tbe advantage which the 
treatment in the Newton Hospital 
affords. For the first time in tho history 
of the hospital, we have been under the 
necessity the past year, of refusing ad- 
mittance to urgent cases because accorn 
modations could not bo given. Surely 
this fact supplies tbe strongest argument 
for the enlarged tacilities long needed, 
and which ut the suitable juncture it is 
the intention of generous friends to pro 
vide. With a surgical ward, an operating 
theatre built in accordance with the 
present requirements of the scieuce of 
surgery, and with a small ward for chil- 
dren, all of which could be itdded to the 
present buildings iu harmony with the 
origiual designs of the architect, and at 
comparatively small cost, the Newton 
Hospital would have all the requisite 
conveniences for promptly, efficiently 
and economically meeting all demands 
which are likely to be made upon it for 
some time to come. 

The continuous use of the wards for 
tho treatment of contagious diseases, 
shows the great value of those wards to 
the City of Newtou, and strikingly il- 
lustrates the wisdom of the provision. 
Doubtless but for this effectual means of 
isolating tho more dangerous maladies, 
measles, scarlet fever and diphtheria, 
the deaths from such cases would have 
beeu largely augmented and the danger 
of contagion enormously increased. 

Since the completion and occupation of 
this commodious Nurses’ Home, it lias 
been possible to carry forward the pur- 
pose to enlarge the meinbeiship of the 
training school, whioh now numbers in 
its ranks 27. Notwithstanding this ad- 
dition to the number of uurses, the 
registry has beeu unable to respond to a 
largo proportion of the requests made 
upon it for uurses for families. It is the 
inteution of the mauagers gradually to 
add to tbe number of uiuses until the 
limit of accommodatiou iu the Home 
shall have beeD reached. This increase 
will, it is expected, euable the registry 
to suuply all ordinary demands in the 
City of Newton. The mauagers have 
also recommended and the executive 
committee have decided to lengthen the 
term in the traiuiug school fiom two to 
three yoars, which will have the effect 
to still further add to the capabilities of 
the school for meeting the requirements 
of Newton bonus. 

The services of the nurses continue to 
give general satisiactiou, and the char- 
acter of tho school has beeu fully bus 
tuined. A recent example supplied by 
our uurHes of that devotion to duty, 
characteiiziug this useful profession, may 
fittingly be placed on record. Two of 
the nurses were called to a family 
alliioted witb diphtheria, in the persons 
ot the mother ami two childreu. The 
cases were so severe us to demand con- 
stant attention night and day. During 
this experience, the household was de- 
serted by sorvants and left to their own 
resources, with such help as the uurses 
could give. When the cases were in- 
duced iu number, oue nurse was dis- 
pensed with, the remaining nurse con- 
tinuing her services in the family three 
months, during which period, besides 
her legitimate work as a skilled nurse, 
it seemed necessary for hei also to be- 
come the maid of all work of the entile 
family. This she cheerfully did, all 
cooking, washiug and other household 
offices whioh could uot be performed by 
the husband, beiug doue by this devoted 
woman. How perfect uu exemplification 
is here ufforded of the wise say mg of 
Aurelius, “that reasoning beings were 
created for oue another's sake!” 

The corporation is to he congratulated 
upou the liberal respouse which the citi- 
zens of Nowtou have made to our uppeuls 
for monetary aid during the year pust. 
Another generous donation has beeu re- 
cieved from Mrs Kldridge, who lias the 
proud distinction of being the largest in- 
dividual contributor to the Hosuital 
fuuds. Acting upou a suggestion of the 
Surgical st iff, the ladies ou the Uourd of 
Trustees, to whom wo wore already 
deeply indebted, have uuutributed a sum 
Hullicient for the purchase of an opera- 
ting table of tbe kiud desired by tho sur- 
geous. These gifts aud the handsome 
legacy bequeathed to the corpoiatiou by 
the late Nathau 1*. Coburn, have exhilu 
rated us all with reuowml confidence aud 
hope. The amount given ou Ilospitul 
Sunday was greater than ou auy similar 
occasion, and bus enabled us to close the 
year with ull accounts settled uud a small 
buluuce iu the treasury available for our- 
lout expenses. With judicious manage- 
ment, it is hoped we may be equally for- 
tunate during the year upon which we 
are now entering. The liberal uupport 
of our fellow citizens serves to str-mgth- 
eu us iu the important work upon which 
we are engMgeif, and is a cause for pro- 
found gratitude from every frieud of 


this Institution. 

Thu Ladies' Aid Association tins con- 
tinued its helpful assistance in many 
ways, and Iihh made Itself an indispen- 
sable auxiliary to the Board of Trustees. 

It is my privilege to place on record 
the splendid servico which has been ren- 
dered to tho inmate** of the Hospital dtir- 
iug the year by the consultants, the medi- 
cal staff and the medical superintendent, 
whose skill and faithful work gratuitous- 
ly given in tho service of this corpora* 
tion, constitute the brighter light that 
illumines the shades of weakness and 
disease, which give the prevailing tone 
to the surroundiugs in such an institu- 
tion as this. The complementary lines in 
this luminous picture are supplied by 
the matron, head nurse and pupils in our 
training school. To be a witness of the 
Matron’s joy at the successful termina- 
tion of a critical operation, the recovery 
ot difficult cases, or as happened on a re- 
cent day over gratifying results of tbe 
now treatment of diphlhorin, is a privi- 
lege and an inspiration. 

Since our last meeting, one of our most 
valued eoadjutors, Mr. George S. Har- 
wood, has been withdrawn from our 
sight and from the large sphere of use- 
fulness which bis benevolent purpose 
filled during his association witb this 
Hospital and other institutions in New- 
ton : 

“A man be seemed of cheerful yesterdays 
And confident tomorrows.” 

It is our painful duty today to accept 
the resignation of one of the corporators 
of the Hospital who has served with un- 
ceasing devotion tho interests of the 
corporation, as a member of the Board 
of Trustees from the beginning UDtil 
now— the Kev. Amos E. Lawrence, In 
nis letter of resignation, Mr. Lawrence 
touchingly writes, “Being myself a large 
part of tho time a subject for hospital 
treatment, I can hardly be regarded as 
an eligible member of tbe Board of Trus- 
tees of a hospital. Whether I have in 
any remote way contributed to the ease 
or well-being of tho suffering inmates of 
this institution, my relations to it have 
operated as a tonic to myself, both men- 
tally aud morally, and it comes to me 
oven now, that if I could meet with you 
again, the life current which is moving 
so sluggishly through my veins would 
get an impulse toward health and give 
me a new lease of life,” 

III concluding this brief outline of 
some points of interest in our work, it 
remains for me only to express my deep 
sense of appreciation of the unfailing 
courtesy and the steady support which 
has been given to me by all tbe officers 
of this corporation and by my associates 
on the Board of Trustees, without whose 
timely aud helpful aid, it were not pos- 
sible to successfully carry forward the 
interesting task committed to us all. 


RESIGNATION OF REV. A. E. LAWRENCE. 

At a meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of tho Newton Hospital held Jan. 11, 
1805. the president of the corporation 
announced that he had received a letter 
from the Kev. A. E. Liwrence tendering 
his resignation as a member of the board 
of trustees, whereupon tbe executive 
committee requester! the Kev. G. W. 
Shinn. D. D., F. L. Thayer, M. D.,and 
Mr. C. I. Travelli to serve as a commit- 
tee to draw up some suitable expression 
of the feelings ol thoso interested in the 
hospital at the resignation of Mr. Law- 
rence, and to present the same at the 
mooting of the Corporation.

The corporation of the Newton Hos- 
pital learns with deep regret that the ill- 
ness of the Rev. Amos E Lawrence of 
Newtou Centre, renders it uect ssary for 
him to decline seiviug longer as a mem- 
ber of tbe board of trustees. 

Mr. Lawrence was one of the original 
corporators of the hospital, baviug 
sigued the petition for tbe incorporation 
of the institution in 1880. He has been 
the firm frieud aud helper of the work 
ever since aud has served faithfully as a 
member of the board of trustee. 

The members of the corporation will 
always thiuk gratefully of his assistance 
rendered just at a time when the friends 
of the institution were not numerous, 
aud when tho whole enterprise was an 
experiment, assistance continued down 
through the experimental stage until tho 
institution was opened for its beuevolent 
activities, and continued thereafter 
through its many successes until it has 
become everywhere recognized as an in- 
stitution dear to tbe sympathies of the 
whole population of our city. 

The ill health of Mr. LaWrence pre- 
venting bis taking auy further active 
part iu the management of its affairs, he 
asks now that he may be succeeded by 
some one else with greater strength and 
energy so that the hospital may not 
suffer. 

In grautiug his request that Ins sue 
censor bo chosen today the corporation 
desiies to put upon record a sense of 
high appreciation of his faithful labors 
extending now over a period of nearly 
fifteen years, ami to express to him voiy 
sincere regrets that his illness prevents 
our having auy longer the benefit of his 
counsels and efforts. 

That he may be comforted by the con- 
sciousness that lie has been successful iu 
niinisteiing to tho ueeds ot tho suffering 
and that he has won the high esteem of 
his associates in this hospital work it is 
suggested that a copy of this paper be 
forwarded to him.

Tue report of the trustees was next 
order. It was read by the clerk of the 
corporation, Mr. Charles I. Travelli aud 
is given below : 

REPORT OF THE HOARD OF TRUSTEES. 

The history of the hospital during »he 
past year has been oue ol steady growth 
iu a constantly wideuiug field of useful- 
ness, Aside from the Nurses Home, the 
opeuiug ol which has beeu so fully dwelt 
upou iu u previous report, this growth 
lias not taken the form ol enlargement 
but has beeu rather iu the direction of 
additional work performed, of increased 
etlicieuoy aud of 'hat more perfect 
adaptation of means to cuds whioh 
secures the best results by the most 
direct aud inexpensive methods. 

The report of the supei intondeut 
shows the number of cases treated to 
have been 50tJ, uu iticreuse of 00, or 14 
per oeui over hist year. It further shows 
the number of we, ks of treatment to 
have beeu 1001, uu increase of 024, 
about 25 per oeut over 1803. 

The number of cases of diphtheria is 
reported at 43, an iuorease of 25 per cent, 
and of scarlet fever at 34 or more tbun 
double tho number iu 1803. This grout 
iuorease in uoutagious forms of disease 
strongly emphasizes statements made iu 
previous reports sbowiug the enteutto 
which the hospitu) guards the com 
muuity from t lie (lungers of ooutugiou. 
Its vuluu iu tiiis direction, eveu iu limes 
when only tho usual amount ot such 
diseuse prevails, is very great uud it wtl 
prove iuoulculuble iu periods of general 
epidemic such us no community 
hope to outirely escape. 

It is most grutifyiug to note that there 
is no lack of evidence showing a growth 
oorrespoudiug to that of the hospital, iu 


tho ontcom with which the institutionis 
regarded by t lie community to which it 
owes its existence and support, and to 
the best service of which Hie efforts of 
its management are directed. 

The closing of the yearly form at the 
Training school in June was mai ked by 
some very interesting features. The 
final examinations of the graduating 
class were pronounced exceptionally 
rigid by tho staff physicians, but ir. spite 
of tbeir severity, tho class passed safely 
through the oroeal and proved them- 
selves fully equipped with the know 
ledge required tor the intelligent pursuit 
of their chosen calling. Tbe graduating 
exeiciscs, which followed the examina- 
tions, drew a huge crowd of interested 
spectaiois and were most pleasing and 
appropriate. Dr. Scales delivered au 
able address to the graduates and Presi- 
dent J. K Leeson accompanied tbe con- 
ferring of ttie diplomas with brief, but 
pithy remarks, in Ills happiest vein. 
The remaining exercisbi, under the 
directiou of the Kev. Dr. Shinn, were 
highly edifying aud well suited to the 
occasion. Flowers and music lent grace 
and charm to the day and the graduates 
could not have desired a more deligtful 
and promising entrance upon their new 
career of usefulness. 

The Traiuiug school must always con- 
tinue to be a most important branch of 
the hospital work. There are at present 
twenty-seven nurses receiving instruc- 
tion, and tbe demand for them for out- 
side service continues to greatly exceed 
the number that can be spared from 
rpgular hospital duty. This increasing 
demand affords convincing proof, if proof 
were ueeded, of the fathful performance 
of duty by nurses given chargo of out- 
side patients, and not only this, but it 
also shows how urgent was tho need for 
just such au institution as the Training 
school in our midst. All who have been 
iu any way instrumental in furthering this 
branch ot tbe service, and more especial- 
ly those to whose generosity the uurses 
owe tbeir beautiful Horae, have every 
reason to congratulate themselves upon 
the results already attaiued and the cer- 
tainty of the future usefulness of the 
school. 

Tn this connection it is gratifyiug to 
state that the health of the nurses has 
been greatly improved since their oc- 
cupancy of the new Home, which, with 
its elevated location, its bright and 
roomy apartments and its all pervading 
air of uoatness and wholesome comfort, 
foims u fitting residence for the devoted 
women who have chosen for their life 
work tbe self-s icr flclng calling of min- 
istration upon the sick. 

The board of mauagers of the school, 
recognizing the great value of an addi- 
tional year’s experience at the hospital, 
have decided to lengthen their course of 
training to three years. In spite of this 
step there lias been no decrease in the 
number of candidates for admission to 
the school. 

Economy of expenditure wherever 
possible beiug urgeutly called for at the 
present time, the management have 
undertaken, and in part carried out, 
changes iu the appliances for beating, 
lighting aud refrigeration wtiicb will in- 
sure a material saving on coal, gas and 
ice aud by whioh they hope to take 
greater advantage of wholesale prices in 
the purchase ot food supplies than has 
been possible in the past. While these 
ire measures of no special moraeut in 
themselves, they are still worthy to be 
noted as indicating that careful attention 
to details without which waste is 6ure to 
occur. 

In additiou to legacies and other gifts 
of mouey received duriug the year, and 
which are uoticed mure fully iu the re- 
port of the treasurer, may be mentioned 
the contributions of furniture, bedding, 
etc., by the Hospital Aid Association, 
the refurnishing of a room by Mrs. E. H.

oak diuiug table from Mrs. John 
Bailey aud a largo number of other 
articles from individuals aud from tbe 
various ladies’ benevolent organizations 
connected with our churches. 

The increase in Hospital Sunday col- 
lections and in the anuual appropriation 
front the city government are most 
thankfully acknowledged. The board 
experiences a special satisfaction in re- 
ceiving these proofs ot public apprecia- 
tion aud feels warranted iu assuring 
every contributor that bis offerings will 
be applied so as to do tbe greatest possi- 
ble amount of good. 

Attention is ugaiu culled to the need of 
au endowment fund large enough to 
place the hospital upon a firm financial 
footing. It is confidently hoped that tho 
c,ifts aud legacies of the past year may 
he followed by many others in the future, 
aud that iu this way the hospital may 
Boon become possessed of a fund that 
will place it ou a financial level with 
older institutions, which, though richer, 
are no more useful thau itself. While 
viewing with the utmost pride and satis- 
faction the notable work already accom- 
plished, the hope is still entertained that 
the friends of the hospital may in uo 
wise relax their efforts until the work of 
enlargement and improvement has been 
completed. A children’s ward, suigical 
ward aud operating room aud separate 
cottages for consumptives and oonvales 
ceuls would be of great advantage; and 
it is the earnest hope of the board that 
before long the group of buildiugs ou 
the hospital grouuds may be rouuded 
out to courpleteue-is by these additions. 
The present, with its oloud of business 
depression, is not a propitious lime for 
undertaking such enlargements; but 
with the return of prosperity they will 
become easily possible aud, iu the mean 
time, there is great satisfaction iu know- 
ing that the institution is already so well 
equipped for service. 

By the death of Mr. George 8. Har- 
wood, whioh took place in the early part 
of the year, the board sustained the loss 
of a member who is sorely missed fro it 
among them. His genial, helpful pres- 
ence, his wise counsel uud couscieutious 
fidelity to duty iuspired others to emu- 
late his virtues, uud quickened the 
activities of all iu tho good work to 
whioh he so unselfishly devoted hiiusolf. 
Animated by his spirit, let us meet the 
lubors of the preseui year with renewed 
zest aud courage.

THE NEWTON HOSPITAL. 


The aunual meeting of the Newton 
Hospital was held on Monday nud was a 
very interesting event. A full report 
will be found on another page. It will 
prove interesting reading to all who are 
interested in Newton and, wo might say, 
to all who are interested in humauity. 
It will be seen that the work has been 
largely increased the past year, and that, 
notwithstanding the increase in accom- 
modations, the hospital has not been 
able to admit all who have applied. The 
pressing need of such an institution in 
Newton is thus shown and also, as the 
president says in his address, the con- 
fidence that the people have in the 
management. Mr. Laeson presents very 
strongly the need which exists for the 
enlarged facilities, which he says “At 
the suitable juncture it is the intention 
of generous friends to provide.” This 
is a very welcome announcement to all 
friends of the hospital, and will be apt to 
spur on other friends to do something 
for this institution, which is doing such 
a noble work iu our midst. 

No more deserving cause exists and in 
no other way can more good be doue, 
than by helping along this institution 
which is caring for the sick and suffering 
throughout the city. It speaks well for 
the generosity of Newton people that 
they have helped so liberally in the 
building up of the hospital, aud placed it 
in a position where it is able to do so 
much for the sick and suffering. The 
contributions grow larger every year aud 
the appeals for help seem uever to be 
made iu 7aiu. 

The Training School for Nurses has 
long ago demonstrated its usefulness, 
aud the president gives a very touching 
example of the devotion of the traiued 
nurse.-, their heroism iu the face of 
danger and their willingness to peiform 
any labor that comes in their line of duty. 
The instance given is probably only oue 
of many that might hive been furnished 
and such a nurse is as surely a heroine 
as any of those whose deeds have been 
recouuted in song or story. The useful- 
ness of the sohool is shown by the fact 
that in spite of the increase iu the num- 
ber of nurses, the demand the past year 
has been far greater than the supply. 
Tho number s to be increased gradually, 
until it is hoped to be ablejto supply all tbe 
nurses that are needed iu the city, under 
ordinary conditions. 

It is gratifying to koow that in spite of 
the great amount of extra work the hos- 
pital has done the past year, the treas- 
urer is able to announce that he has been 
able to pay all bills and have a small 
balance left over. The hospital author- 
ities seem full of hope for the coming 
year, and have faith that they will find 
just as generous friends iu the future, 
but i be very narrow maigin between 
receipts aud expenditures must some- 
times put their faith to a severe test. 


EQUAL RAILWAY RATES. 

Whether railroads should practice 
wholesale aud retail principles is a ques- 
tion that is Dow beiug discussed by some 
papers. Tbe Boston Herald protests 
against the discrimination made by the 
railroad companies in favor of those who 
buy their tickets by wuolosalu, aud 
against those who can only afford to buy 
single tickets, aud it does seem to be an 
unjust discrimination agaiust the poor 
man. The recent change made by fur- 
Dishing 50 trip tickets has been a great 
beip, but there seems to be no valid rea- 
iou vhy leu-ride tickets should not he 
furnished at tbe same, or uesrly the 
same rate. As, under the present rule, 
the purchaser of fifty tickets can ride to 
Hostou for a little less than (I cents a 
trip, while the purchaser of a single 
ticket has to pay Id cents, and of a ten 
trip ioke s, has to pay a itlle over * 1 
cents. The railroad is a common carrier, 
aud us such should not discriminate 
agsiust any class of its patrons. 

The Springfield Republican takes the 
matter up and insists that the leading 
railroad in the state ought to cornu down 
at once to the rale of t wo cents a trio, 
whether for long or short rides, but this 
would not h -Ipsu bin haniles any, as they 
travel for less than that even when buy- 


amount for all tho stations In the dis- 
trict. There ia a good deal to ho said 
in favor of such a regulation, and if the 
Boston ^ Albany should establish a flve- 
cent fare between any of tho Newton 
stations, it would find a greatly in- 
creased revenue therefrom, and would 
no longer have to haul empty trains 
around the circuit. Tie present rates 
between Newton and Newton Centre ate 
practically prohibitory, even to the buy- 
ers of a book of tickets, and it is for this 
reason that so much is beiug said of a 
street railway betwoen Newton and New- 
ton Centre. It would seem to 
outsiders that a more liberal policy on 
the part of tho Boston & Albany would 
not only be profitable immediately, but 
would save a large loss of revenuo in the 
future, when those prohibitive rates 
have led to the establishing of street car 
lines between the different villages of 
Newton. 


The Newton Street Riilway has a plan 
to extend its tracks from Washington 
street through Adams, Watertown and 
Bridge streets to Bemis, and thence to 
Waltham. There is said to be no oppo- 
sition from auy of the abuttors on these 
streets, and Adams street is a wide 
thoroughfare while Bridge stieet is not 
an important street. The line would 
connect Nonantum with the railroad 
statious, aud there is a demand for such 
a line from those wishing to get to the 
mills. Whether this domand is great 
enough to furnish a paying patronage iR 
for the road to consider, but there would 
seem to be uu objection to their taking 
the risk if they desire to do so. The 
case is different from former plans to lay 
tracks through the best residence sec- 
tions of Newton, aud through impoitant 
connecting thoroughfares, which would 
necessitate expensive wideniugs. The 
present plan is free from these objections 
aud the petition will without doubt be 
grauted by tho board of aldermen. The 
Waltham aldermen have also been peti- 
tioned for leave to lay tr icks from Bemis 
to Waltham, but some of the streets are 
so narrow that the permission may not 
be granted. 


An object lesson as to iue working of 
the ordinance in regard to cleaniug side- 
walks iu wards one, two and seven was 
furnished this week to any oue who had 
occasion to go from those wards to auy 
other part of the city. West Nowtor or 
Newton Centre, for instance. Iu the 
first named wards the walks were clear 
of ice aud meltiog snow aud it was pos- 
sible to walk about with some degree 
of comfort, while iu tbe latter places the 
walks were several iuclies deep in slush 
and it was almost impossible to avoid 
wet feet. Tbe walks were iu a disgrace- 
ful couditiou aud the same was true of 
the other wards uot affected by the ordi- 
nance. But if people like those kinds of 
sidewalks they are welcome to them. 
For people who always ride to aud from 
the statious it does uot matter whether 
walks are clean or uot, but the majority 
have to walk, aud we do uot think that 
people iD Newton or Newtonville would 
be willing to go back to the old uukempt 
condition of things. Probably iu time 
people in the other wards will be educa- 
up to better things but until then those 
are good places to avoid iu sloppy 
weather. 


It is now Charlesbauk Road instead of 
Nonantum street.aud tbe residents there- 
on are relieved of a great weight. The 
value of real estate has gone out of sight 
on account of the change. 


The Biennial Issue. 

[Springfield Republican}. 

Col. E. H. Haskell ot Boston, who has 
made a thorough study of tbe biennial 
issue and devoted a great deal of time to 
its advocacy, recently addressed the busi- 
ness men of Watertown on tbe subject of 
biennial elections. If tbe republican 
party bad listened to Col. Haskell Massa- 
chusetts would uot now be lagging be- 
hind the other states of tbe Union. He 
recalled that tbe movent* ut for biennial 
elections has extended over m iny years, | 
aud that Govs. Rice, Talbot, Clailiu, 
Robinson aud others preceded Gov. 
Greeubalge in recommending it. We 
have seen it recommended by one Legis- 
lature, when the people have been 
especially earnest iu demanding tbe 
chauge, only to have the professional 
politiciauB and agitators rally the next 
winter aud defeat it. Col. Haskell is 
rigut iu saying that the general seutiniRut 
of tbe stale is in lavur of the movement 
and that the press ia practically uuani 
tnous in tlie mailer. I’liu last statemenr 
was abundantly proved in a patnpbht 
which Col. Haskell compiled, some ycais 
ago, embodying the fa volatile comments 
of (he lie wspapeis, aud since theu news- 
paper advocacy of this reform has in- 
creased. We quote from a report oi Col. 
ilaskell’s talk: — 

“Every state iu the Union except 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island elect 
their officials for more than oue year, and 
l am told Lhut Rhode islauH will adopt 
the hieunal plan this session of the Legis- 
lature. Same are of the opinion that 
yearly sessions of the Legislature are 
necessary on the ground that Massa- 
chusetts needs more legislation than any 
other s'ate, but a great part of our legis- 
lative time is used up in special legisla- 
tion, ami uo Legislature sirs as long as 
ours does. The sbiikiug of political 
duties is practiced largely, especially in 
off years, and 1 think it the biennial plan 
was adopted tbe volt rs would show 
more interest, in tbe elections. Repro 
seutativi-a of labor interests object to 


biennial elections on the ground that. If 
their representatives do not suit, they 
can send others, but the man who does 
ilia duty ia always elected. Gentlemen, 
if you mako » study of tho question, you 
will arrive at the conclusion that biennial 1 
election ia n wise course to adopt, and 
biennial sessions of tho Legialature will 
surely follow. 


KENILWORTH IVY. 

If You Want, the Kent Tiling, Never Go to 
Kenilworth Castle For It. 

'* ‘Could I got Konio «lipa of Kenil- 
worth ivy anywhere about tho wiitH?' I 
heard a woman ask of tho lodgekeeptir 
at Kenilworth castlo ouo day, ” said a 
travoler. 

'* ‘You arn an American, aren’t you, 
madam?’ asked tho keeper, witiaanmilo. 

“‘Why, yes, but what of that?’ re- 
sponded tho lady, with sumo slight em- 
barrassment. 

“ ‘All American ladies como and ask 
mo for Kenilworth ivy after they liavo 
searched in every nook aud corner of 
tho ruins for it, ’ explained tho keepor. 
‘They havo told mo ‘how common it is 
in Amorica and how much it is prized, 
and generally explained that they havo 
promised to tako somo of tho real thing 
back from Kenilworth rnius for friends 
at home. They tell mo they oxpeoted to 
find the ruins of Kenilworth cnstle over- 
grown with the beautiful "Kouilwortb 
ivy,” and that it is generally supposed 
in America that such is tho case, ami 
that the ivv Urn came from hero or is 
named after tin so ruins beeauso of its 
abundanco hero. ’ 

“Tho woman nodded assent to all this, 
and tho keeper continued: 

“ ‘But what you know ns “Kenil- 
worth ivy” doesn’t grow in or about 
Kenilworth ruins, as you’ve no doubt 
discovered. ’ And ho smiled again, aud 
tho woman also smiled iu an embarrass- 
ed way, for sho had been hunting every 
inch of the mins over, looking for tho 
plant. ‘From the description of tho plant 
which Americans give me I think it is 
what we call ground or wood ivy that 
yon treasure so much. It has a small, 
bright green leaf aud bears a tiny white 
flower. It grows on the ground in tbo 
thickets and under tho hedges in cool 
places, but I never saw it growing on a 
wall as tbo common ivy does. I don’t 
think there is much of it anyw^iore here- 
abouts, but it grows in abundunco iu 
some places farther south. The Ameri- 
can ladies always seem very much dis- 
appointed when I toll them “Kenil- 
worth ivy” doesn’t grow hero in Kenil- 
worth, and I’m very sorry I can’t give 
you some, ma’am. ’

little sigh, as sho thought of tho hang- 
ing basket ut homo which was to havo 
been filled with ‘real Kenilworth ivy’ 
ami of tho many friends to whom sho 
had promised slips of tho ‘real thing’ 
when it had grown. Tho ruins of Kenil- 
worth castlo aro covered with thick 
masses of ivy, but it isn’t ‘Kenilworth 
ivy, ’ but just tho common kind. ’ ’ — New

oX MOUNTAIN TOP. 

IP.APHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE VIEW 
FROM LONG’3 PEAK. 

A Lnnilsmpe No Fainter Cnn Put Upor. 

Canvas, No Word* Fully Exprew- Trem- 
bling With Fear at the Stupendous 

Beene - Anna Dlrklnson’s Card. 

All lovers of mountain scenery hav- 
ing a few days’ timo at their disposal 
must make a flying trip to Estes park, 
tho most beautiful and inviting of all 
Colorado parks, bnt not the largest. It 
is only six miles wido by ten miles long, 
through which run several streams, filled 
with “speckled beauties,” so much 
sought for by skilled anglers. At the 
South end of tho park rises Long’s peak 
in all its majesty and grandeur, with a 
sentinel on either side nearly equal its 
height. The altitude of tho park is 
7,600 feet. 

Wo lea vn onr wheels at the hotel and 
drive up to Lamb’s ranch, where we 
spend the night at an elevation of 10,- 
000 feet. 

At sunrise the next morning, mount- 
ed on horseback, with an experienced 
guide in tho lead, wo ride up to timber 
line, whero wo picket our horses and 
commence the climb of the bowlder 
fields, necessitating much courage and 
determination, as these bowlders are 
angular rocks of solid granite and run 
in size from a chicken coop to a mod- 
ern dwelling. In the center of this bowl- 
dor field w as passed the slabrecording the 
death of Carrie Welton of Connecticut, 
who a few years since unwisely insist- 
ed upon tho guide accompanying her to 
the peak too late in the season. When 
returning, they were caught in a severe 
gale aud blinding storm. After suffer- 
ing as only one can suffer when sur- 
rounded by that intense loneliness, stung 
by the pangs of cold and cravings of hun- 
ger, her lifo was sacrificed. The trusty 
guide for hours made supernatural ef- 
forts to carry her over those almost im- 
passable rocks until, at her request, he 
loft her to bring a rescuing party from 
the ranch, which upon arrival fonnd 
life extinct. 

Following the guide, we pass through 
an opening called the “keyhole” and 
emerge beside an unwelcome precipice. 
We carefully pick our way along tho 
brink, which requires all our nerve aud 
resolution, but yet is not as tiresome as 
the loose sand and broken rock, rising 
at an incline of 46 degrees, just beyond. 
By perseverance and an occasional rest 
we are enabled to reach that ugly preci- 
pice on our right, and by using both 
hands aud feet we make the summit, 
whero wo stand speechless with wonder 
aud admiration. Hard as it was, we 
would make the samo heroic effort a 
hundred times were it necessary to wit- 
ness the grand scene before us. 

Nearly 8,000 feet below is Estes park, 
tho sportsman’s paradise; to the west is 
Middle park aud Hot Sulphur Springs; 
to tho south South park. Beyond these 
peaks we see the range for a distance of 
over 200 miles. With the aid of our 
glasses we discern Gray’s peak, Mount 
Lincoln, Mount Evans, Pike’s peak and 
Old Ouray in Marshall pass, some of 
which aro 200 miles distant. What a 
scene it is-! What an ocean of monntain 
billows, in constrast to which wo turn 
to tho east and see an ocean of plains — 
the one as quiet as the peaceful sea in a 
calm, the other as tempestuous as the 
tossing billows. 

Nover was time more valuable than 
now. So mnch to bo seen. Such a pic- 
ture to paint iu onr minds so that it may 
never fade. Think of making this im- 
pression indelibly upon one’s mind, 
covering this panoramic view of 200 
miles in either direction of plains, val- 
leys, parks and mountains, of growing 
fields of wheat and far distant cities, of 
snow capped mountains, of magnificent 
forests and crystal streams. 

Again and again we sweep tho hori- 
zon and study a landscape no painter 
can paint, no speech can express. Before 
returning wo must look at the souvenir 
deposits of visitors. Here is a shingle by 
Major Powell, who, with William N. 
Byres, was the first to make tho ascent 
iu 1808. Hero is Anna Dickinson’s card, 
tho first woman to ascend tho peak, also 
of the party who climbed the peak in 
1878 to witness the total eclipse, to- 
gether with thousands of visitors’ cards. 

Tho top of the peak is level, covering 
a few acres, and we wonder that a house 
has not been built there for tho accom- 
modation of those who might wish to 
remain overnight and see the sun rise. 
Beforo returning we must take one look 
over tho crater wall, which has a per- 
pendicular descent of 8,000 feet. How 
nervously wo upproach the edge, step 
by step, until our strength fails us and 
wo cau go no farther. 

Trembling with fear, we return from 
this stupendous scene, bewildered with 
mixed feelings of pleasure and fear. Bo- 
foro making tho descent we take a final 
viow, the liko of which we shall never 
again see. Wo retrnoo our steps, aud 
having passed tho most dangerous 1 
places courage is restored, and wo reach 
tho park after night full so tired aud 
with such u longing for our oouoh, but 
With the feeling thut we would sacrifice 
anything reasonable rather than deny 
ourselves to Long’s peak, but having 
once niudo it nothing would tempt us 
to climb it again. — Edward B. Light 
In Good Roads.

THE QUFEN BEE. 

Bhe Ia the Voandatinn, the Life and Satal 
of a Hive Colony. 

A queen bee is essential to the colony. 
She is readily picked out, but by a close 
observer by her great length. She lives 
generally for about five years, bnt her 
term of life varies in different individ- 
uals from two to five or six and in rare 
instances even to seven years. A queen 
is fed with the daintiest and best all 
thiongh her embryo stage, and when 
I hatched comes out a full queen. If any 
1 ether queen is hatched — and sometimes 
ono or two more are, pretty soon after — 
the rightful ruler assails the rival claim- 
ant in a life and death battle, the 
“stinger” being plied vigorously like a 
death dealing sword by both contestants, 
while the hive looks on in mute interest 
to seethe issue of the battle. This is al- 
most decided in favor of tho assailant. 
She is then the undisputed queen and 
is so regarded Yet the great company 
of “workers” aro in some senses the real 
governors, and the hive is a great social 
democracy. If by any mischance the 
queen is killed, then the “workers” — 
who are undeveloped females — go to 
work to produce a new one. The egg 
they select for the trial is attended to 
with tho same care, and the embryo bee 
is fed with tho same selected food, as in 
the case of the egg that had produced 
the legitimate queen. It makes a queen, 
and sho serves in that capacity. 

Except in swarming time, the queen 
never leaves the hive, only on the one 
occasion of her bridal tour. Selecting 
some one for her husband, she invites 
him out to go with her — and their con- 
nubial relations are carried on entirely 
while on tho wiug in the air — like the 
chimney swallow’s. The bridegroom 
never returns. He drops dead, aud the 
queen returns from her one and only 
aerial excursion a fully fecundated bee, 
ready to begin her great life work of 
egg laying. Some days she will lay as 
many as 2,000 eggs; in all, about 20, 000 
eggs. 

In “swarming” a largo part of the 
, whole crowd goes out. They leave be- 
I hind the remains of the old colony, 
which had grown too numerous, thus 
I compelling tho “swarming" or seeking 
a now home by a great part of tho hive. 
Tho queen goes with the swarmers, and 
j here they follow closely. If she alights 
j on a branch or other place, they all set- 
' tie there, clinging closely together iu a 
great mass, by much the samo method 
, as a mass of bnrdoc!: burs will stick to- 
; gether, and the farmer’s wife and “all 
j hands" used to bang away on tin pans 
I to govern the movements of the swarm 
by fright if possible. 

So closo does the swarm follow the 
j queen that when once iu flying over a 
I lake tho queen became weary aud drop- 
| ped into the water every bee went down 
: with her to death by drowning. — New 
1 York Dispatch.

Since my last annual report the build- 
ing called the “Nurse* Home,” which 
was referred to in that report, lias come 
into -our possession and stauds on the 
books at $18,000. 

Our property now, consisting of land, 
buildings and furniture has cost to date, 
$76,176.00. We have to record another 
generous gift of Mrs. Elizabeth T. 
Eldredge made last April of $5000 for the 
endowment of a free bed to be called the 
“Elizabeth T. Eldredge free bed,” which 
money has been invested in a 5 per cent 
mortgage. 

The money formerly invested in 10000 
Atchison bodds has beeD invested in 100 
shares, Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
R. R. stock. Wo were obliged tempo- 
rarily to borrow $2000 to tide us over 
until the hospital Sunday contributions 
came in, and at the first opportunity the 
loan was paid off. 

Since our last annual meeting one of 
our generous supporters from the begin- 
ning of this enterprise, Nathan P. Co- 
burn, has departed this life. He was al- 
ways interested in the welfare ofthe hos- 
pital which was shown by his generous 
gift of $15,000 to the endowment fund 
which will be available in a short time. 1 
would suggest that the new private ward 
be called the “Nathaniel P. Coburn 
Ward” as he originally intended to give 
the money to build that ward. I also 
acknowledge the receipt of a legacy of 
$500 from the estate of Mrs, Mary L. 
Colby. 

Thanking the trustees for their co- 
operation in financial matters aud parti- 
cularly Lucius G. Pratt, Esq., for valu- 
able suggestions and financial help. I 
submit my accounts for the year 1894, 
Geo.

Special mention should be 
made of eight lithographs preseuted by 
Mr. Thompson, and of tho number of 
lino etchings added to thoso previously 
given by Mr. Klaekner of New York city, 
all of which h ive been suitably framed 
bv the association. 

Twenty-five kind friends hnvo sent old 
linen, old cotton and flannel. It is hoped 
that this number will be largely in- 
creased dining the coming year. Men- 
tion should also be made of the kinduess 
of Mr. Joseph Lee. proprietor of the 
Woodland Park Hotel, who lias sent to the 
4M, no it pn . hospital a receipted bill for ico cream of 
fA tan I 912-60, and more than sixty loaves of 
bread. 

Fruits and flowers have been contri 
buted by more tnau seventy donors, by 
some of them from five to eight times. 
The young p ople of the UoiverBalist 
church, Newtonville, have carried 
flowers to the hospital every week dur- 
ing the entire season, that they could be 
gathered from field, wood, or garden. 
They propose during the coming season, 
to plant flower seeds in their own gar- 
dens in order to add to their supply for 
the hospital. 

At Christmas, as usual, ho ward sup- 
ply committee was instructed to pur- 
chase some little gift from the associa- 
tion for each patient and each nurse. 
But their kind thought was more than 
equalled bv one of the scarlet fever 
patients. Five sick patients were there, 
secluded from the festivities of the day. 
A woman, a girl, a boy, a child and a 
Wellesley College girl. When the matron 
went on Christmas morning to see what 
she could do for them, she found that 
the young lady from Wellesley had 
planned some bright and cheery enter- 
tainments for her fellow prisoners for 
the day, illustrating the beautiful motto 
of the College,* “Not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister.” 

In the spirit of this motto the aid as- 
sociation desire to be of service to the 
hospital during the year, on which we 
now enter.

The report of the Hospital Aid As- 
sociation was read next. It is substan- 
tially as follows: 

NEWTON HOSPITAL AID ASSOCIATION. 

The quiet work of this association has 
continued during the past year as here- 
tofore. The eight meetings of the di- 
rect ois were held mouth Iv from October 
to May, for the moat part iu the parish 
hoUM (if Grace church, Newton. A 
standing invitation to meet there has 
been given to the diiectors. It seems 
not to occur to the rector of this church 
or to the kind sexton that it is a tiouble 
to opeu their doors to the association. 

The efforts to collect gifts have been 
made as iu previous years, and if iu some 
instances the returns have been smaller, 
none have regretted this more than those 
who have been unable to give freely, aud 
the diminished gifts must uot be inter- 
preted as implyiug diminished interest 
iu the hospital. All rejoice to observe 
that those who have the ability are help- 
ing to meet its auuual ueeds. 

The amount raised by Ibe Aid Associa- 
tion ibis year is $834.25. 

This is iu addition to tbe many articles 
sent by individuals, aud by tbe various 
women’s relief societies and guilds of 
tbe city. These have included, among 
other things supplies of bedding, towels, 


The report of the chairman of the 
training school for nurses (Mr, Lucius 
G. Pratt), was presented by Clerk Trav- 
ell, as follows: 

THE TRAININff SCHOOL FOR NURSES, 

The past year has been notable, uot 
onlv for the faithful work done by pupils 
and" teachers, but especially bv three dis- 
tinct advances on the lines of equipment, 
tuition and administration. The dedica- 
tion of the new home for nurses marked 
tbe completion of a work which tbe 
friends of the school had watched with 
g ateful pleasure. This splendid building, 
with its iiccomraodatiouB for forty 
nuises. and its generous provision for 
their comfort and happint-ss. gives the 
Training School a home adequate for its 
ueeds and worthy the high standards of 
its studeuts aud instructors. It empha- 
sizes the fact that the Training School 
is an important department of the hospi- 
tal work, 

Tho Course of training has been 
lengthened to cover three years. It is 
believed that a shorter period is insuffi- 
ceut for tbe high grade of training which 
this school affords, aud tends to an in- 
jurious pressure of work. The uew 
schedule gives the pupil ample time for 
acquiring familiarty with her duties, 
before assuming the responsibility of pri- 
vate nursing. 

Under the guidance of our accom- 
plished superintendent, and her efficient 
head nurse, the pupils of this school re- 
ceive au education the excellence of 
which is shown by their work iu the 
hospital wards, and by the highly ap- 
preciative letters received from the 
homes to which they have been sent in 
response to calls for nurses. The num- 
ber of these calls far exceeds our ability 
to supply them, and the amount earned 
in this way during tbe past year has 
been larger than ever before. 

The third change noted is one of ad- 
ministration. Tbe school is now under 
a Board ot Managers wbicb lias special 
charge of its instruction, discipline, and 
geueral welfare, co operating with the 
superintendent of nurses, who is ex- 
officio a member. Tbe board includes 
the munificent douors of the Home, who 
here add persoual service to the liberali- 
ty which prompted this noble gift. 

Tbe school is under the management 
of tbe Matron of the Hospital, who is 
also the superintendent of nurses, and 
she is assisted by the board ot managers: 
Mrs. Wm. Allen, Miss Annie McDowell, 
Mrs. E. B. Haskell, Mr. L. G. Pratt, Drs. 
8. L. Eaton and F. L. Thayer. 

The school graduated 4 nurses in 1890, 
four iu ’91, four in ’92, eight iu ’93, aud 
ten iu ’94. 

Candidates must be over 23 and uuder 
35, must have received a good common 
scuool education, and have certificate of 
good health. Dining tbe month of pro- 
bation they are boarded aud lodged in 
tbe Hospital, but receive do other com- 
peLsatiou. if accepted they receive $10 
per moutli for the three years of the 
course. 

Tbe statistics are full of interesting 
figuris. Tweuty-one pupils were admitted 
on probation in 1894, making a total of 
40 in tbe school, 10 were graduated, nnd 
tbe u umber remaining Dec. 31st was 27. 
There were 150 applicants during the 
year, showing the high repute of the 
school; 202 calls for private muses from 
outside were received, uud of these 97 
were supplied. 245 weeks of pi i vale 
nursing were done and the money earned 
by nurses amouated to $2934.71.

Tlio Story of the Search For It During 
Two Centuries — Lithe It it sea nnd the Lit- 
tle Ntrrttm That Nicollet Christened the 
••Cradled Achilles.” 

' ‘ I have stopped across tho Mississippi 
river, ” said I)r. Couos. “It was easy, for 
tho stream was only abont 8 inches wido 
and 2 inches deep. I have seen tho Fa- 
ther of Waters whore ho rises literally 
ontof tho ground nud starts aHaninfnnt 
rivulet, dostiued to out tho United States 
iu t wain with the mighty volume of his 
adult flood. 

' ‘Tlio story of tho senrch for tho souroe 
of tho Mississippi reads liko a romance. 
After tho discovery of tho upper river in 
1073 by Joliet and Marquette, and tho 
discovery of tho falls of St. Anthony iu 
1680, by Hennepin, littlo moro was 
known of tho Father of Waters for noar- 
lyn contury. In 1706 Captnin Jonathan 
Carver asconded tho stream as fnr as tho 
month of Rum river. In 1798 tho fa- 
mous English astronomer and surveyor, 
David Thompson, in tho service of tho 
Northwest company, reached Tnrtlo 
lako. This lake, which sends a tributary 
to tho Mississippi, wns for some time 
supposed to bo tho source. 

“Tho first white man known to have 
visitod tho neighborhood of tho actual 
source of the Mississippi was William 
Morrison, a fnr trader, who was cortaiu- 
ly at Lake Itasca iu 1803 or 1804. He 
never published anything on tho sub- 
ject, aud it is only very rocently tlint 
bis priority of discovery has been known. 
|Tho next explorer of tho sources of the 
'rivor wns Lieutenant Zebulon Mont- 
gomery Piko. Ho was the first American 
citizen to carry tho flag of tho United 
States into northern Minnesota. Ho was 
sent by tho government to treat with 
tho Indians and stop tho sale of liquor 
in that region. Incidentally he purchased 
for $250 nud some whisky a tract of 
laud nine miles square, which included 
tho present site of Minneapolis. Con- 
gress subsequently voted an additional 
paymont to the Indians for this tract of 
$ 2 , 000 . 

“Linnteimnt Piko proceeded by boat 
to tho vicinity of tho present Littlo Falls 
in Morrison comity, Minn. Ho got uo 
farther with boats, nud so continued liis 
journey through tho winter of 1805-0 on 
suowshoes nnd with sledges northward. 
Ho finally reached Leech lako. This lake 
ho mistook for the sonreo of tho Missis- 
sippi, and his roport on this snbjeot was 
hem t° correct for some years after- 
ward. 

‘Iff 1820 the Hon. Lewis Class, ac- 
companied by Henty R. Schoolcraft, the 
historian, went on an exploring expedi- 
tion up tho Mississippi as far as Cass 
lake, so named at the tinl^by SchooL 
craft. In 1823 au Italian traveler, J. C. 
Beltrami, went over David Thompson’s 
route to Turtle lake aud reported that 
lako to bo tho true source. Evidently, 
however, ho heard fro nf tho Indians 
about Lako Itasca, for ho mapped it with 
approximate accuracy, though he was 
never there and did not imagine that 
tho Father of Wators sprang thonco. 

Lako Itasca was rediscovered in 
1832, when Schoolcraft, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Allou, United States army; 
the Row Mr. Boutweli and others, was 
guided to tlm lako by a Chippewa In- 
dian, known as Yellow Head. On this 
occasion Lako Itasca receivod its present 
name, which was marie up of parts of 
tho words Voritas Caput, signifying tho 
true head’ of tho rivor. Tho Latin was 
bad, for it ought to have boon Vorum 
Caput. Tho lako hud previously boon 
known by tho French name of Lao a la 
Bichos, meaning Elk Lake. This was a 
translation of the Chippewa Oinoshkos 
Sogiagon. 

“Schoolcraft’s party made an exami- 
nation of Lako Itasca, being satisfied 
that they had found tho true sourco of 
tho Mississippi. Not again until 1836 
did any scientific man visit tho spot. 
This was a Frenchman, J. N. Nicollet, 
Vho tried to ascertain tho sourco of tho 
feeders of Lako Itasoa. Exploring south- 
ward, ho roaehed the springs from which 
tho infant river tnkes its rise. It should 
bo understood that tho Mississippi runs 
from its sourco diroctly northward for a 
distanco of 50 miles before turning about 
in a sort of fishhook bond and starting 
southward. To tho baby stream, before it 
enters Lako Itasca, Nicollet gave tho po- 
etic naino of ‘Cradled Achilles. ’ Ho es- 
tablished its course iu connection with 
three small lakes, siuco named Upper, 
Middle and Lower Nicollet lakes — that 
is to say, ho found that the littlo river 
run through two of these small lakes 
and connected with tho third. This ox 
plorer mapped the whole of tho Itascuu 
basin and determined the latitude, lon- 
gitude and altitude with sueli accuracy 
that subsequent surveys have only con- 
firmed and amplified his observations. 

“The whole subject of which I have 
been speaking was befogged and thrown 
into dispute recently by a certain Cap- 
tain Glazier, who, apparently for nu 
other purpose than to advertise himself, 
published his alleged discovery of anew 
and true source of the Mississippi. By 
reducing tho sizo of Luke Itasca, ignor-
